been controlled from the centralized 
traffic control machine in the brick 
building just south of Winchester 
Station, and the new permanent 
signal and communications plant 
for the high level is being con- 
tinued from that machine, just as 
the old plant was controlled there 
when the trains were on ground 
i level. 

The signal and communications 
i job done by Mr. Fox and his men 
lias involved changes on the main 
line of the railroad from West Med- 
ford to Montvale, and from Win- 
j Chester to Cross street on the Wo- 
burn loop. New cables, both under- 
ground and aerial, have had to be 
i installed with the necessary con- 
nections and controls, the whole Job 
being of considerable magnitude as 
well as of great importance. In all, 
about 1,751,800 ft. of wires have 
been laid by B. & M. crews under 
Mr. Fox’s direction during the over- 
head construction job in town. 

Broken down, there have been 
laid 655,700 feet of underground 
cable conductors, holding f rom two 
to 50 or 60 wires each. There have 
; been 984,100 feet of aerial cable 
conductors strung on poles, and 34,- 
; 000 feet of aerial line conductors 
i with open lines, also strung on 
poles. Also installed have been 
44,000 feet of flexible instrument 
wire and 34,000 feet of telephone 
I conductors. 

Also installed under Mr. Fox’s 
; supervision on the job in Winches- 
; ter have been 12 electric interlock- 
j ing track switches, 24 colored light 
: signals, 686 electric control relays, 
j 242 cells for storage batteries and 
46 steel cases for housing apparatus

21 Hungarians Arrived In 

Winchester Wednesday 


Twenty-one Hungarian refugees arrived in Winchester late Wed- 
nesday afternoon to commence the new life arranged for them in this 
community by the Winchester Hungarian Settlement Committee, of 
which the Rev. John \\ . Ellison, rector of the Church of tho Epiphany, 
is chairman and Gerald Y. Hills is treasurer. 

The refugees were flown from Camp Kilmer, N. J., to Boston in 
privately owned company planes, the donors of which wish to remain 
anonymous. Plying to Kilmer to meet the Hungarians and return to 
Boston with them were Mr. Ellison and three interpreters, all residents 
of Winchester, Mrs. Laszlo Varga, Mrs. William P. Frisco and Stephen 
Bereez. 

At the East Boston airport the group was met by Mrs. Ross Cun- 
ningham, Robert Westvvater, Don Lewis and Francis McFeeley, who 
drove the refugees to Winchester. In the group were five couples, two 
with children, a couple soon to be married and a brother and sister. 

Once in town the Hungarians 
went directly to the residences of 
their Winchester hosts, the John 
Lymans on Lorena road, the F. L. 
Fosters on Lakeview road, the Ells- 
worth Snows on Glen rd., the Lewis 
Snows on Chesterford road, the Ar- 
thur Bonneys on Norwood street, 
the Ernest Dieterichs at 158 High- 
hind avenue, the Misses Copland on 
Norwood street, the Richard Fryes 
on Fells road, and the Francis Par- 
sons on Euclid avenue. 

After their first night •n their 
new Winchester homes the Hun- 
garians went to the Epiphany Par- 
ish House Thursday morning for 
their first English lesson under Mrs. 
Anne Austill, director of Christian 
Education in the Parish of the Epi- 
phany. When the Star reporter 
called the group was enjoying that 
now well established American 
custom, the “coffee break.” 

It is planned to have the Hun- 
garians attend daily classes and go 
on guided tours to orient them to 
their new surroundings. It was 
planned to have them visit Harvard 
and M.I.T. today with visits to 
points of historic interest, factories 
and nearby institutions, including 
the Winchester library, to follow. 
In place of a tour on Thursday the 
time was utilized in the distribution 
of needed clothing.

Hungarians.

The traffic snarls taking place on Waterfield road at the post office 
have reminded many of the plan advanced by the Selectmen at last 
year’s town meeting to take the remainder of the land beyond the long 
parking lot south of Materfield road along the river for additional 
parking.

its new use. 

Anyone who has had occasion to drive a car through Waterfield 
road, east of the underpass at peak times, especially when householders 
are taking the family cars to the station for commuters, knows that 
traffic can be so snarled on occasion as to present a dangerous aspect 
under emergency conditions. 

Cars leaving the parking lot with no alternative but to enter the 
east-bound through traffic, usually heavy in the late afternoon, certainly 
contribute to whatever traffic jams may exist at this point. 

Add to this the cars making sharp left turns from Thompson street 
into the west-bound traffic on Waterfield road, with a hit of double 
parking at the post office, and the jockeying for position around the 
tracks, even though they he overhead, and you have a situation that is 
not only unpleasant but hazardous. 

If all cars that enter the present parking lot were obliged to con- 
tinue south and leave by the snow bridge, the convenience of the motor- 
ists would be well served and one factor contributing to the traffic 
problem at the post office would he eliminated.

ASTRONOMERS GAIN 
HEW INSIGHT INTO 
UNIVERSE’S COMPLEXITY 

The universe is vaster and more 
complex than astronomers had be- 
lieved. 

New ideas of its size and makeup 
are revealed in a report on the Na- 
tional Geographic Society- Paiomar 
Observatory Sky Survey, recently 
completed, which has expanded 
known space 25 times. 

In the December National Geo- 
graphic Magazine, astronomer 
George O. Abell writes that tens of 
thousands of star galaxy clusters, 
the largest units of matter known, 
have been found in the far reaches 
of space. Before the survey began, 
scarcely three dozen such clusters 
had ever been seen. 

100 Billion Suns 

The size of such galaxies can be 
seen from the Milky Way, of which 
our own solar system is a tiny frac- 
tion. It contains more than 100 bil- 
lion suns, gathered in a gigantic 
pinwheel spinning in space. Light, 
traveling 186,000 miles a second, 
requires 100,000 years to cross from 
rim to rim. In contrast, light from 
the moon reaches the earth in about 
one and a quarter seconds. 

It is groups of such huge star 
systems that have been discovered 
in the survey. As many as 50,000 
individual galaxies have been found 
in a section of the sky no larger 
than the bowl of the Big Dippe 

Some astronomers hope that 
study of the survey will bring them 
closer to knowing how the universe 
was created, 

Two conflicting theories on this 
basic question are now in the fore- 
front. One holds that all matter 
was once packed together in a 
super-dense” state. A tremendous 
explosion started it flying outward. 

The other theory declares that 
the universe is in continuous crea- 
tion. New galaxies are being form- 
ed to take the place of others that 
are rushing out into space. New 
matter to create new stars appears 
all the time, so the stars can merge 
into galaxies and move away. 
Galaxies Speeding Away 
The tendency of distant galaxies 
to speed away from us and from 
each other is confirmed by the Sky 
Survey. By careful measurements 
of the color of the light given otf, 
astronomers have been able to dem- 
onstrate that distant galaxies are 
moving away with tremendous 
speed, some as fast as 38,000 miles 
second — a fifth the speed of light 
itself. 

To make the survey, each area of 
the sky was photographed by both 
(1 and blue light through the 
Paiomar Observatory’s 48-inch Big 
Schmidt telescope. Seven years in 
the making, the survey maps the 
three quarters of the heavens vis- 
ible from Paiomar Mountain, Cali- 
fornia — a segment of space reach- 
ing out an incredible distance of a 
billion light years. A light year is 
about six million million miles. 

In addition to its revelations 
about the most distant parts of the 
universe, the survey discovered new' 
comets and asteroids in our own

African Violets prefer tempera- 
tures of 65-70 degrees F. with a 
minimum of 60 degrees. Night tem- 
peratures should be carefully 
cheeked. They need full sun from 
October to March. Ventilation is 
essential; direct drafts should he 
avoided by ventilating from ad- 
joined rooms. Water requirements 
are exacting. Regularly, water is 
added from the underneath. The 
pot is placed in a container and 
warm water is added each morning 
and the excess drained off about 
mid-afternoon. 

Propagation of a great many 
species of house plants may be 
done by the homeowner. If reason- 
able care and attention to detail is 
practiced it can be very success- 
fully done. Making the cuttings 
correctly, using a good potting soil 
and proper attention to moisture 
and cultural requirements are es- 
sential.

The workers — already 
among the highest paid in the en- 
tire industry — received pay raises, 
an insured pension plan, and other 
benefits outstanding in the industry. 

Pension Plan Unique 
The Beggs & Cobb pension plan 
in effect at the Winchester plant is 
one of the very few fully insured 
plans in effect in Massachusetts in- 
dustry. Under this plan each re- 
j tiring employee is insured; guaran- 
teed a retirment income for the rest 
of his life. This income is in addi- 
tion to his Social Security benefits 
and is underwritten by the well- 
known Equitable Assurance Society 
of America.

At stake are more than 700 four-year college scholarships, many 
of them sponsored by business and industrial corporations. Included 
are 100 Senrs-Roebuok Foundation Merit Scholarships and nationwide 
programs sponsored by such companies and foundations as Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass, F. W. Woolworth, Standard Oil (Indiana), International 
Nickel, and many others. 


The January 12 examination will 
be given in designated testing cen- 
ters throughout the country, and at 
least 7,000 of the Merit Finalists are 
expected to survive this hurdle, ac- 
cording to John M. Stalnaker, Pres- 
ident of the National Merit Scholar- 
ship Corporation. 

“Every member of this group of 
7,000 will have the highest poten- 
tial to benefit from college training, 
and I wish only that there were 
Merit Scholarships for each of 
them. The response of business and; 
industry in establishing Merit | 
Scholarship Programs to help these | 
students has been magnificent. But 
we will probably have 9 or 10 high- 
ly qualified students for every Mer- 
it Scholarship available.” 

In the final phase of the compe- 
tition, the other accomplishments 
and the character of the competi- 
tors will be evaluated. About April 
25, a fortunate 700 will become 
the Merit Scholars of 1957. 

The runners-up will each receive 
a Certificate of Merit, attesting to 
their high ability; and all colleges 
and universities will be notified, 
enabling these students to be con- 
sidered for thousands of other 
awards and prizes. 

The 700 Merit Scholars choose 
the colleges they wish to attend. 
The value of each scholarship var- 
ies with the financial need of the 
student, ranging upward from $100 
per year (minimum honorary) to 
$2,200 per year or more. 

The colleges chosen by the Mer- 
it Scholars will receive supplement- 
al unrestricted grants averaging 
$2,000 per scholarship (over the 
four years) to help defray the ac- 
tual cost of educating the students. 

The Merit Scholarship Program 
is now in its second year. It was es- 
tablished in 1955 through basic 
grants of $20,500,000 from the 
Ford Foundation and the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. The Na- 
tional Science Foundation and the 
Old Dominion Foundation have giv- 
en funds for research work. In the 
first year, 556 Merit Scholars were 
named. They are now freshmen at 
160 different colleges. 

The program is designed to 
search the nation for those stu- 
dents most able to benefit from a 
college education, regardless of 
means. Once discovered, the stu- 
dents are supported in college by 
funds provided by business and in- 
dustrial corporations, professional 
societies, ami- -even individuals in- 
terested in helping students of high 
ability. Some 23 of these groups 
financed Merit Scholars in 1956, 
and over 40 business organizations 
are planning to support Merit 
Scholars in 1957. 

The competition is open to any 
public, private, or parochial high 
school in the United States, Alas- 
ka, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico; and 
any high school senior may parti- 
cipate. Today’s 7,500 finalists rep- 
resents one half of one per cent of 
1957’s high school graduating 
classes — the best in each state.

MAY APPOINT 
TO AIR FORCE ACADEMY 

It was announced today by 
M/Sgt. A1 Raftopoulos in charge 
of the Air Force Recruiting Office 
at '10 High Street, Medford, that 
newly elected Members of Congress 
may nominate ten candidates each 
to compete for appointments to the 
third class of the U. S. Air Force 
Academy. 

These nominations will be in ad- 
dition to those made by Members 
of Congress already in office, in- 
cluding those leaving office next 
month. 

Sergeant Raftopoulos said that 
each Congressman has until Janu- 
ary 31 to get his nomination into 
Air Force Headquarters. However, 
qualified young men desiring to 
compete should get in touch with 
their Senator or Representative as 
soon as possible, since nominating 
quotas are limited and time is re- 
quired to process nominations. In 
writing to their Congressman, can- 
didates should state their places 
of residence, outline their educa- 
tional and other qualifications, and 
say briefly why they wish to attend 
the Academy. 

Candidates must be at least 17 
years of age and less than 22 by 
next July 1. They must be male 
citizens of the U. S., of good moral 
character, must never have been 
married, and must be physically 
qualified for flying. 

Each candidate should take a 
preliminary medical examination 
to determine whether he has any 
disqualifying defect, so that, if he 
has a remedial defect, it may be 
corrected; and if he has a defect 
that cannot be corrected, he may 
save the time and expense of taking 
further examinations. 

Candidates may take such pre- 
liminary examinations at any Air 
Force medical installation, provid 
od they first obtain letters author 
izing examinations from the Con- 
gressman sponsoring them or from 
the Director of Admissions, U. S. 
Air Force Academy, Denver 8, 
Colorado. Any travel expense must 
be paid by the applicant. 

All nominees will be given the 
Air Force medical examination for 
flying training, physical and air- 
manship aptitude tests, and college 
entrance examination board tests. 
The 300 candidates who will enter 
the Academy next July 8 will be 
selected finally by the Air Force. 

Additional information on Aca- 
demy requirements or assistance in 
nreparing the application can be 
had by contacting Sergeant Rnfto- 
noulos at his office from 8 a.m. to 
^ p.m. daily, Monday, Tuesday, 
Friday and Saturday, and on all

We had a visit this morning from a pleasant lady who wonders 
why people in Winchester, apparently with a high sense of civic re- 
sponsibility, do not shovel the sidewalks in front of their homes as 
householders are required to do in many Connecticut communities. 
We wonder how many in these Connecticut cities and towns would clear 
their sidewalks if they didn’t have to! That is the answer in Win- 
chester. The average sense of civic responsibility nowadays isn’t high 
enough to make its owner shovel snow he doesn't have to! 

Winchester should unite in its opposition to having billboards 
erected in the town. Elsewhere in this issue announcement is made 
that an advertising firm is seeking permission to erect two large bill- 
boards on Upper Main street at Salem nnd Richardson streets. The 
Department of Public Works, Division of Outdoor Advertising, has 
notified the Selectmen of the petition, and the Board will use every 
means at its command to prevent the issuance of a permit. 

The town has consistently opposed the erection of billboards within 
its borders so there is plenty of precedent for the Selectmen's stand. 
The Board has called a hearing for Monday night at 9 o’clock at its 
oflice in the town hall, and all who wish to keep Winchester free of 
billboards should be there to be counted. 

The town has adopted a by-law forbidding billboards except under 
stringent regulation. There can be no doubt that a big majority of the 
people do not want them in town at all! 

Our neighbors and friends in the North End are planning to express 
their particular objection to the erection of the billboards in question. 
We should nil show a solid front in support of their opposition 

If the weather continues to follow the pattern set thus far. we are 
going to have plenty of snow and snowplowing this winter. Plowing 
streets in a blizzard is in itself hard enough work without having the 
job made doubly difficult by those who leave their cars parked on the 
street.

the United States totaled about 4, 
000,000; that of horses, nearly 10,- 
500,000. Since then, their numbers 
have decreased so rapidly that the 
Agriculture Department’s Esti- 
mates Division hasn’t found it 
practicable to count them separate- 
ly. The combined mule-horse popu- 
lation plummeted to a low of 3,962,- 
000 in 1950. 

The mule’s ultimate future in the 
United States? Perhaps glamorous 
retirement as West Point mascot 
or as Equus asinus in zoos. 

Unhappily, the Army mule hasn’t 
much to show for its long career. 
Few if any have been honored with 
heroic odes, memorial statues, or 
Good Conduct Medals. Instead it 
has been the butt of countless jokes 
and quips. It supposedly stimu- 
lated. among generations of mule 
skinners, some of the choicest vo- 
cabularies in military history. 

None denies the mule’s habit of 
kicking — and kicking hard. Mis- 
treat a mule, and it never forgets. 
The 19th-century humorist Josh 
Billings once said, “I’ve known 
mules to be good for six months so 
as to get a chance to kick.” And 
the Southern field hand says, “Mule 
don’t kick accordin’ to no rule.” At 
the end of the Civil War, no less 
than a thousand Union soldiers 
qualified for disability pensions as 
the result of having got too close 
to the combat end of a mule. 

Mule lovers blame the mule’s ac- 
cepted role as a laughingstock on 
its odd place in nature’s hierarchy. 
The offspring of a male donkey and 
a female horse, it is not a dashing 
creature. Reputation: Obstinate, 
and it is almost invariably sterile. 
This state gives rise to another 
familiar calumny: “A mule has 
neither pride of ancestry nor hope 
of posterity.” 

Yet the mule combines the best 
features of both parents — the wit, 
sobriety, endurance, and surefoot- 
edness of the donkey; the strength 
and buik of the horse. It thrives on 
poor food in cold or blistering heat. 
Unlike the high-strung horse, the 
mule has an uncanny ability to look 
after its own health- When tired or 
overheated, it simply stops work- 
ing. 

Ancients prized mules, and bred 
them in prehistoric times. Solomon 
rode a mule, as did dynasties of 
royalty. Fine hybrids were con- 
sidered suitable presents for the 
prophet Mohammed. 

Over centuries mules have helped 
win wars and build empires. They 
gave strong backs, ironically, to the

tumble to the trick. Then he spent 
all he had trying to buy back the 
copies of his book.

The most recent — if not the 
greatest — hoax of all was the Pilt- 
down man. For 40 years after 
Charles Dawson, a Sussex lawyer 
and amateur antiquarian, discover- 
ed the skull and jaw bones near 
Piltdown, they were believed to 
have belonged to the earliest Eng- 
lishman — a “beetle-browed chap 
with a murderous jaw” who roamed 
the land 500,000 years ago. 

So rare were the fossils that they 
were locked up, like the crown 
jewels, for safe keeping. Because

FAKE FOSSILS CAN FOOL 
EVEN BEST OF EXPERTS 

In the field of fossil study, where 
serious debates have raged over 
which end of a backbone a skull 
should be fastened to, it is inevit- 
able that even the experts can be 
fooled. 

Dr. Harry Ladd and Dr. Roland 
W. Brown, of the United States 
Geological Survey, tell in the March 
issue of The National Geographic 
Magazine of several frauds that 
have been perpetrated on paleontol- 
ogists. The falsity of one fossil, as 
a matter of fact, was proved 
through research in preparing the 
article. 

Dr. Ladd, remembering a speci- 
men he had seen 30 years ago in an 
Australian museum, wrote for in- 
formation about it. It was a piece 
of selenite (a variety of gypsum in 
crystals) with the wing of a large 
insect trapped inside. 

A Put-up Job 

When the museum director 
photographed the specimen for Dr. 
Ladd, he noticed that, under pres- 
sure, tiny air bubbles near the wing 
shifted position. Closer scrutiny 
revealed that the crystal of selenite 
had been cut open, the wing slipped 
inside, and the crack pounded 
smooth over it. The wing, long be- 
lieved to he a fossil of the Tertiary 
period, was nothing more than that 
of a common grasshopper. 

Experts once identified a Wedg- 
wood teacup handle as the stem of 
a “calamite,” a fossil plant. But 
their shame was small compared to 
that of poor Johannn Beringer, the 
credulous professor of Wurzburg. 

An avid fossil collector, Beringer 
used to take his students digging in 
his favorite hillside. He believed 
that the Creator had planted fossils 
there for him. But the students 
didn’t. They carved weird stone 
images and smuggled them into the j 
hill for the professor to discover. ;

A two-alarm fire, believed of incendiary origin, gave the Winchester 
Fire Department a hard seven-hour fight in Monday’s heavy snowstorm 
and did extensive damage to the now unused Bacon Felt Mill on Grove 
place below Wedgemere Station. It was the second fire at the mill with- 
in a two-months span, and in both instances Fire Chief James E. Cal- 
lahan believes the fires were set. The building, used for the manu- 
facture of felt for more than 100 years, is now owned by Harry Chefaio, 
trustee, and the Nelson Realty Trust. 

Boys were seen around the mill prior to the first fire on November 
4, and again on Monday boys were seen there. The fire started inside 
the mill, and conditions as he found them led Chief Callahan to ask for 
an investigation by the State Fire Marshal’s office. Inspectors visited 
the mill on Tuesday afternoon. 

Box 28 was pulled for the fire at 1 :23, and the fire department found 
the roads leading to the mill in good condition desnite the heavy snow- 
storm. An indication of the quick time made by the department in 
reaching the fire may be obtained from the fact that Chief Callahan 
ordered a second alarm radioed to the central station for more help 
at 1 : 27, after a quick appraisal of the fire.

CAN BE PROSECUTED 


The Honorable Rudolph F. King, 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, is 
greatly concerned over the large 
i number of reports which are com- 
ing to him concerning motor vc- 
hides parked on our ways since the

I only Massachusetts registration 
I plates which expired December 31, 
1 1956. 

This is in direct conflict, with the 
| laws of this Commonwealth. The 
i Registrar has requested state and 
■ community police to take action in 
all of these instances. 

The owners of these vehicles can 
he prosecuted under two sections of 
Chapter 00. One is for permitting 
| an unregistered vehicle to remain 
: upon a way — the other is for per- 
mitting a vehicle to be upon a way 
without properly displaying valid 
number plates. 

In addition to the cooperation of

TELEPHONES DOUBLE 
IN TEN YEARS 


After the nearly year long job of 
gathering and compiling, American 
j Telephone & Telegraph Company 
today released its world telephone 
i statistics as of January 1, 1956. The 
survey shows about 101 million 
telephones in service, or two for 
every one in service ten years pre- 
1 viously. 

With 047 telephone conversations 
per capita during '55, Hawaii out- 
talked all other spots in the world. 
Alaska was second with 572. 

Canada for tin* fourth successive 
year out-talked the U. S., 446 con- 
versations-per-person to 409. Ice- 
land scored 399. 

Eleven countries or areas report- 
ed 15 or more telephones for every 
100 inhabitants, the U. S. heading 
the list with 33.7 and Sweden (as in 
ninny former years) running second 
with 30.4. 

Both Spain and the Democratic 
Republic of Germany (East Ger- 
many) passed the million-telephone 
mark during 1955. These two addi- 
tions bring to 14 the number of 
countries reporting a million or 
more telephones. The 12 others 
are: United States, United King- 
dom, Canada, West Germany, 
Japan, France, Italy, Sweden, Aus- 
tralia, Switzerland, Argentina, the 
Netherlands, in that order. 

The United States’ 56,243,000 
telephones as of January 1, 1956, 
(but now more than 59,000,000) 
were operated by 4700 private com- 
panion. Most telephones in Euro- 
pean countries were operated by 
government agencies. A poison in 
the U. S. could pick up a telephone 
and call any of 97 million other 
phones — 11 million of them in more 
that 100 other countries or terri- 
tories. 

Telephones as of January 1. 1950, 
in New England states (reported by 
New England Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company) were: Connecti- 
cut, 1,004,000; Maine, 260,000; 
Massachusetts, 1,917,000; New 
Hampshire, 176,000; Rhode Island, 
281,000; Vermont, 108,000.

DON’T LAUGH AT FIDO! 


Don’t laugh at the other fellow’s 
Fido if you spot him prancing down 
icy streets sporting dog booties! 

The latest fad has good reason- 
ing behind it, according to David 
D. Bonney of the Museum of 
Science’s Education Department. 

“Many dogs get frost bitten toes, 
blisters and swollen feet because 
their owners don’t realize they 
aren’t immune to winter weather,” 
says Bonney. 

He advises an improvised “over- 
coat” for short haired dogs — a piece 
of blanket will do — they don’t have 
the same built-in natural protection 
against icy winds the long haired 
fellows have. 

Bonney. who supervises the care 
of all animals at the Museum of 
Science, has other cold weather tips 
for pet owners. 

“Winter is particularly rough on 
cats,” he says. “Putting the cat out 
for the night shouldn’t apply in 
winter. For one thing, it’s harder 
for cats to outrun dogs over snowy 
ground.” 

Bonney also points out that many 
a cat has sought warmth atop the 
tires beneath the fender of a ear, 
only to wake up after the unsus- 
pecting owner has started the car 
and injured the animal.

JOSEPH M. M. GRAY, O.D. 

Joseph M. M. Gray, D.D., who had 
been making his home in Winches- 
ter with his son, Joseph C. Gray, at 
4 Ridgefield road, died Wednesday, 
January 9, in Pelham Manor, N. Y., 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Ralph S. Fowler. 

Dr. Gray was the son of Joseph, 
and Mary Ann (Miller) Gray. He 
was born in Montgomery, Pa., Aug- 
ust 31, 1877, received his A.B. from 
Dickinson Seminary in 1896, his 
B.D. from Drew Theological Semi- 
nary in 1901 and his Doctorate from 
Baker University, Baldwin, Kansas, 
in 1914. 

He received the degree of Litt. 
D. from Syracuse University in 
1923, the S.T.I). from Dickinson 
College, in Carlisle, Pa., in 1931 
and the degree of Doctor of 
Humanities from Ohio Wesleyan 
University in 1949. 

On October 14, 1903, Dr. Gray 
married Elizabeth McCurdy, who 
died in Winchester in 1952. 

Dr. Gray was ordained to the 
Methodist Ministry in 1901 and dur- 
ing the nearly half a century of 
service, held pastorates in Balti- 
more, East Baltimore, Havre De 
Grace, Md.; Washington, D. C.: 
Kansas City, Mo.; Scranton, Pa.; 
Detroit, Mich.; and Columbus, Ohio; 
retiring from the Bexley Methodist 
Church in Columbus in 1950 after 
nine years there. He was an ex- 
change preacher in England during 
the summer of 1923. 

He served as chancellor of the 
American University at Washing- 
ton, I). C. from 1934 to 1940, was 
five times a member of the General 
Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church and was a member of 
the Uniting Conference of the 
Methodist Church in 1939. In 1918 
he lectured on history and religion 
in Army Camps in England and 
France. 

Dr. Gray was a 33rd Degree 
Mason. He was the author of many 
books and pamphlets, dealing for 
the most part with religious sub- 
jects. He and his wife came to 
make their home with their son in 
Winchester in 1951 soon after Dr. j 
Gray’s retirement. 

Besides his son here, and his 
daughter in Pelham Manor, Dr. j 
Gray leaves a son, Dr. Charles M. 
Gray of Tampa, Fla., six grand- ] 
children and one great-grandchild, j 

Family services will be held on 1 
Saturday in Pelham Manor, and it 
is requested that flowers be omit- 
ted. Burial will be in Baltimore, 
Md.

TREFREY ATTENDS 
FARM CONFERENCE 


In conjunction with the mid-win- 
ter meeting of the NAREB, Mr. 
James T. Trefrey, Wayland Realtor, 
with offices in Winchester and Wab- 
an, will also attend several meet- 
ings of the Farm Brokers Institute, 
of which he fs the Regional Vice 
President in the New England area. 
These meetings to be held in 
Washington, D. C. t beginning Sat- 
urday, January 12, will he attended 
by members of the Farm Brokers 
Institute from all parts of the coun- 
try and from these meetings Mr. 
Trefrey expects to bring to New 
England many of the country’s 
latest farm merchandising methods. 

“Farm brokerage is a business 
entirely separate from residential 
selling,” Mr. Trefrey said “and it 
is our plan to not only increase our 
knowledge in this phase of our 
business and so increase sales, but 
most important to bring a better 
selling service to the farmers of our 
territory through closer cooperatior 
between brokers in the area, 
my earnest hope that we can form 
a multiple listing service for all 
New England so that prospective 
purchasers for farm property may 
be shown brochures of farms bv one 
broker in a given area and eliminate 
the need for extensive traveling in 
search of listings.” 

"This plan would also bring into 
focus the farm properties available 
for residential development that 
have been given up as working 
farms. These properties are ex- 
tremely valuable,” Mr. Trefrey 
continued, “and in some cases the 
owners are not aware of this. If 
they were listed in a multiple sys- 
tem they would he brought to the 
attention of good builders who are 
desperately in need of land to con- 
tinue their business. We have many 
such people on our books who would 
welcome this service.” 

Mr. Trefrey also stated that there 
are many of our wealthier citizens 
who are looking for extensive 
acreage in which to invest. These 
so called "gentlemen farmers” con- 
tribute a great deal to the develop- 
ment of new and better methods of 
farming and number greatly among 
our farm owners in New England. 

On his return from Washington, 
Mr. Trefrey expects to begin re- 
gional conferences throughout Now 
England for the purpose of bring- 
ing to the brokers the report of the 
National Conference and to discuss 
his plan for a New England Farm 
Multi-List Service.

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"CAMEO GLASS" TALK 
FOR ANTIQUES GROUP 

“No man is alive today who can 
make this glass — and no glass in 
the world today is so valuable,” 
stated Mr. Louis Neiman before the 
January guest night meeting of the 
Antiques Study Group in the gal- 
lery of the library on Tuesday 
evening, during his lecture and ex- 
hibit of rare Webb Cameo Glass. 

Webb Cameo Glass, known to few 
antique lovers, was made between 
1850 and 11)10 in England by the 
Thomas Webb factory, and one or 
two others. Though actually a “Vic- 
torian era” glass, it is today so 
rare that most collectors and mu- 
seums know of each piece in ex- 
istence. In the making of the glass, 
time was the big essential — to make 
a single small piece of cameo glass, 
a workman would devote a whole 
year on the one item. He was paid, 
in those days, an average of one 
pound a week. So the finished piece 
of glass became a luxury that only 
the wealthy could afford. 

“Today such a workman would 
be getting at least $200 a week — 
and his finished piece of glass 
would bring $20,000 to $30,000 — if 
there were a man alive today who 
could do this work. And if anyone 
could possibly pay for it once the 
glass were made!” Mr. Neiman ad- 
ded. 

He brought a number of rare 
pieces of Webb Cameo glass to il- 
lustrate his talk, showing how this 
glass was blown in three to six 


layers, how the artist would sketch 
I then etch the design with special 
| tools. For this glass does not have 
I an applied design, it is etched into 
j the surfaces of the glass. In the 
| world of glass making, only five 
men could do this work among them 
the famous Woodall brothers. In 
America, men tried to experiment 
and copy this type of glass to bring 
i the cost down, but the copies made 
were very poor, and the experiment 
J soon failed. The Webb company had 
learned that the breakage in this 
glass was very high — piece after 
piece, after a year of work on it, 
would he lost in the firing. Even 
I the greatest craftsmen crossed 
! their fingers until the glass came 
| through its final stage. 

Mr. Neiman is an owner of a 
| thriving East Boston box factory

The Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety sends out an urgent appeal to 
all who are concerned with die wel- 
fare of our birds cO feed them 
throughout the winter, and parti- 
cularly during the increasingly fre- 
quent times when heavy snowfalls' 
cover the ground and whatever 
natural food supply may have been 
available. Snow, which creates ad- 
mitted hazards for the motorist and 
pedestrian, creates far more serious 
ones for the birds facing possible 
starvation because of it. 

Hungry birds are not difficult to 
nlease and their tastes are varied. 
The most popular foods for finches 
and chickadees are mixtures of wild 
bird seed with plenty of sunflower 
seed included. Woodpeckers and 
nuthatches like to visit feeders 
where suet is offered. But in an 
emergency it is not necessary to buy 
special items. A trip to the pantry 
may turn up peanut butter, stale 
doughnuts, cake crumbs, and bread 
crusts. Any of these are most ac- 
ceptable. Water, if it can be kept 
from freezing, is also craved in win- 
ter. Further suggestions may be 
had at Audubon House, or any Au- 
dubon Sanctuary. 

The Society points out that when 
you feed the birds you not only help 
them hut you also benefit from* the 
pleasure of their company. A 
brightly feathered finch can enliven 
a dull wintry day and make looking 
out of the window a special joy.

"UNSOUND EMOTIONALISM ' 

Editor of the Star: 

In last week’s issue there was j 
published a letter from Everett j 
condemning Senate Bill No. 315. 
The purpose of this Bill is to per- | 
mit stray, unclaimed animals, after | 
being legally impounded, to be 
made available for medical re- 
search, under direction of the Com- I 
missioner of Public Health. At t,ho j 
present time over 100,000 dogs and 
cats are destroyed in Massachu- 
setts pounds each year. At the 
same time research in laboratories | 
of one of the world’s leading med- 
ical centers is being seriously 
hampered for lack of experimental 
animals. 

I wonder if the writer of this 
article, and the many others who 
object to so-called “vivisection,” 
would he willing to deny to them- 
selves, their children and their 
families the benefit of all medical 
advance which has been based on 
animal experimentation? To do so 
they would have to refuse all sur- 
gcry, preventive vaccines, and the 
present day antibiotics as well as 
many other drugs. Would these 
same people wish to obstruct all 
future progress in the conquest of 
cancer or heart diseases ? It is only 
through animal experimentation 
that such can he brought about. 

The implication that animal ex- 
perimentation involves cruelty and 
abuse is farthest from the truth 
and is simply a reflection of un- 
sound emotionalism. Dr. Henry J. 
Bigelow is quoted in declaring what 
a wonderful animal the dog is. With 
this statement most surgeons and 
physicians would agree, but this 
fact should not give the implication 
that they oppose animal cxnerimcn- 
tation. I have known laboratory 
dogs who have been great pets and 
who have held the affection and 
greatest respect of those who have 
worked on them. They are treated 
with care and kindness. Of neces- 
sity surgical procedures on animals 
are carried out under anaesthesia 
quite as in humans. Injections and 
minor procedure may be done with- 
out anaesthesia as is the case with 
humans. When an animal must be 
sacrificed, this is accomplished by 
drugs quite as painlessly as in the 
animal pounds. In the one case it 
is an animal destroyed for no good 
purpose, in the other an animal has 
nobly served mankind. 

The animal lover, and I consider 
myself such, should also remember 
that most advances in veterinary 
as well as human medicine depend 
on animal experimentation.

I should like to raise my small 
medical-studentish voice against 
the campaign to defeat State Sen- 
ate Bill No. 315, which has been 
waged by the so-called anti-vivisec- 
tionists in the press and in the 
lobby. 

The hill proposes to save for med- 
ical research unclaimed animals 
now killed in the pounds of Mass- 
achusetts, but does not “let them 
take your pet away,” as the anti- 
vivisectionists’ pronouncements 
tearfully proclaim. Medical re- 
search in this state is hampered by 
a lack of experimental animals. 

I believe that it is morally pre- 
ferable to sacrifice the lives of some 
animals in furtherance of the cause 
of medical knowledge, than to do 
without advances.

Rev. William S. Packer of n 
Yale street, former Park Commis- 
sioner and an editorial writer for 
the Boston Globe for more than 35 
years, died Friday night, January 
11, at the Pond View Nursing Home 
in Stoneham after a long illness.

AND PLATITUDE" 

Editor of the Star : 

The letter by Mr. E. B. Willard 
of Everett published in Friday’s 
January 11, Star urging Winchester 
residents to advocate defeat of Sen- 
ate Bill No. 315 combines sentimen- 
tality and platitude in what on 
superficial inspection seems to be 
an appeal to support a worthy 
cause. The letter carefully sidesteps 
all logic and avoids pointing out 
that all that Senate Bill No. 315 
proposes is that a small percentage 
of the thousands of dogs slated an- 
nually for extermination in public 
pounds in this state be made avail- 
able for medical research and teach- 
ing. These animals are to be des- 
troyed anyway, but the proposed 
law would make them available to 
benefit mankind instead of being 
slaughtered routinely in pounds. 

The recently discovered Salk vac- 
cine, insulin, antibiotics, all of 
which have saved and prolonged hu- 
man life, could never have been dis- 
covered or perfected without animal 
research. This research is carried 
out under the strictest and most 
humanely possible conditions. The 
bill would he administered by the 
Commissioner of Public Health, and 
institutions using the unclaimed 
animals will be inspected and 
licensed. 

As a pet owner for years, I would 
be the last to support any animal 
hill which was truly “cruel and 
abominable.” The vocal minority 
of Antivivisectionists have hyster- 
ically opposed hills similar to Sen- 
ate No. 315 for years, hut the time 
has come for all responsible citizens 
to urge our legislators to take a 
mature and reasoned view of the 
whole subject and pass Senate Bill 
No. 315, a forward looking law 
which cannot help hut benefit ’he 
human race.

ANTARCTICA EXPEDITION MET 
A BASEBALL-MINDED PENGUIN 

Flights beyond the South Pole. | 
fireworks on a summer New Year’s j 
Eve, and a penguin that umpired a ! 
hall game— such were among high- 
lights of Operation Deepfreeze, 
1956. 

They are reported hy two Na- 
tional Geographic Society staff 
members who sailed to Antarctica 
with Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd, nnd who now nre home again 
from the bottom of the world. 

Staff writer Andrew H. Brown of | 
Wood Acres, Maryland, and photo- 
grapher John E. Fletcher of Ar- 
lington, Virginia, both are veteran 
high-latitude travelers. Admiral 
Byrd himself serves on the Board 
of Trustees of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Scientific Bases for IGY 

The two Geographic representa- 
tives accompanied the United States 
Antarctic expedition aboard the ice- 
breakers IJ.S.S. Glacier and U.S.S. 
Edisto. They saw and took part in 
the establishment of support and 
scientific bases for the forthcoming 
International Geophysical Year of 
1957-58. 

For Admiral Byrd, it was the 
fifth visit to the fi.OOO.OOO-squnrc- 1 
mile Antarctic continent, less than 
half of which has been explored or 
even seen. From McMurdo Sound 
to Kainan Bay, where Little Amer- 
ica V was set up, the ships of Oper- 
ation Deepfreeze plied hack and 
forth along the Ross Ice Shelf and 
beyond, surveying new coastlines 
and probing for possible landing 
points. 

On one of Deepfreeze’s air sur- 
veys across the high central 
plateau, Mr. Fletcher reached well 
beyond the South Pole into the 
area of the “pole of inaccessibility,” 
the unmapped heartland of Antarc- 
tica. There his party discovered 
higher levels than ever before found 
— a vast plain of snow and ice as 
much as 14,500 feet above the sea. 

Mr. Brown was aboard the Glaz- 
ier as it crashed through 12- foot sea 
ice to open a channel in McMurdo 
Sound. By snow tractor and heli- 
copter he visited Little America I, 
and the airfield laid out at Hut 
f’oint, so named for the camp built 
there almost half a century before 
hy South Pole explorer Robert F. 
Scott. 

Skyrockets in Midnight Sun 

On New Year’s Eve, thousands of 
miles from home, the men of Deep- 
freeze celebrated with an im- 
promptu fireworks display above 
the ice of Kainan Bay, even though 
at midnight the summer sun was 
still up. Naval pyrotechnics fur- 
nished smoke-trailing skyrockets. 

As base-building went on. the ex- 
pedition became fast friends with 
the penguins — the real resident- 
owners of Antarctica. 

“One particularly friendly and in- 
quisitive fellow,” Mr. Brown re- 
lates, ‘‘decided one day to join a 
softball game on the smooth ice 
alongside the Glacier. 

“He soon found the most advan- 
tageous spot possible to watch the 
; game — immediately behind the 
| pitcher. There he stood, waving his 
flippers and craning his neck, act- 
ing exactly as if he were calling 
balls and strikes in a big-league 
game. 

“Finally one batter hit a skidding 
ground ball across the infield and 
dashed for first base. Whereupon 
our white-shirted ‘umpire’ waddled 
just as fast to see what the play 
would be at the bag.”

As a harbinger of spring, the 
ground hog, robin and first corcus 
each has its advocates. Rut to 
many people there’s no more entic- 
ing promise of spring than simple 
garden seed. 

Since dreary January, gardeners 
have been thumbing through their 
seed catalogues where, as one help- 
lessly addicted reader admits, “all 
melons are monster, all asters are 
giant, all petunias double-fringed.” 
The magic of the dreambooks dis- 
solves all memory of past failures. 
And hope for this year’s gardens 
rises like sap in the trees. 

For their 1 05G gardens, an estim- 
ated 30,000,000 Americans will buy 
flower seeds and about half as 
many, vegetable seeds, say the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Seed 
sales have never been better. One 
larger mail order company alone put 
out as many as 1,500 varieties. 

Another company, which sells . 
through racks in stores, offers 1,- 
100. One of its most loyal custom- ■ 
ers, an elderly lady who trades at a 
Philadelphia department store, 
arrives with her chauffeur each 
spring and buys one packet of every 
single variety. 

Vegetable, Beware! 

Not all buyers are so easily per- 
suaded. Most are especially wary 
of new vegetables. One catalogue 
once devoted a whole page in praise 
of a newly developed vegetable 
called tampala. A Chinese import, 
it resembled spinach but withstood 
heat better and didn’t collect sand. 
Now a decade later, tampala is 
relegated to a back-page mention 
and good old sandy spinach holds 
down its traditional place in the 
book. 

Even yellow sweet corn had to be 
given away at first. People would- 
n’t buy anthing that looked like 
“horse corn.” Brocoli also had a 
hard time catching on. Since 1940, 
however, its sales have tripled. 
Such success augurs well for purple 
cauliflower, an old vegetable now 
being revived. It turns green when 
cooked and tastes like broccoli. 

Nationwide, the best seller con- 
tinues to be the radish, followed in 
order by lettuce, beets and cucum- 
bers. Gardeners’ tastes vary enough 
according to tradition and geogra- 
phy, however, that one company 
sends its seeds to stores in special 
assortments. Northern states get 
such quick -growers as carrots, 
beets, lettuce and radishes. The S 
(South) assortment features white 
radishes, collards, okra, turnips and 
mustard greens. 

Calls for the S assortment have 
recently been increasing in the 
north. In fact, the only assortment 
for which demand remains stolidly 
predictable is in the E — New Eng- 
land. Except in Boston, where the 
LV. (Italian) special cuts across 
geographic lines, New Englanders 
can still be counted on to want their 
pole beans, early corn and winter | 
squash.

PARKHURST AT NEVIS 


WITH COMMISSION HONORING 
A LEX A N DER II A M I ETON 

Richard Parkhurst of Oak Knoll 
is now on the Island of Nevis, Brit- 
ish West Indies, hj* vice chairman 
of the Alexander Hamilton Bicen- 
tennial Commission presenting in 
behalf of the people of the United 
Suites a bronze plixque which the 
commission unveiled on the island 
at the birthplace of Alexander 
Hamilton. 

The plaque, cast in Somerville, 
Mass., reads as follows: 

“At this site on January 11, 1757, 
was born Alexander Hamilton who 
subsequently went to the North 
American Colonies in search of 
education and who became one of 
the Founding Fathers of the United 
States of America which he served 
as officer in the Continental Army, 
member of the Continental Con- 
gress, signer of the Constitution, 
Secretary of the Treasury, and fi- 
nally as Inspector- General of the 
Army. In tribute to his immortal 
memory this plaque was unveiled 
by the Alexander Flumilton Bicen- 
tennial Commission on behalf of 
the people of the United States of 
America, January 1 1, 1957.” 

The heading of the most attrac- 
tive tablet carries ns its central 
motif a wreathed relief of Hamil- 
ton, flanked on both sides by the 
seals of Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. 

Mr. Parkhurst, former vice- 
chairman of the Boston Port Au- 
thority, and now president of the 
Mystic Terminal Company, Boston 
and Majne Railroad subsidiary, and 
vice-chairman of the Alexander 
Hamilton Bicentennial Commis- 
sion’s Committee on Birthplace and 
Boyhood Home, landed one day ex- 
actly twenty-five years ago on the 
Island of Nevis and found the re- 
maining walls of the Alexander 
Hamilton birthplace were without 
marker of any kind and that the 
record of its being: Hamilton’s 

birth site was available mostly be- 
cause of local knowledge passed 
down over the years. 

Upon returning to the States, 
Mr. Parkhurst presented the situ- 
ation to the then various author- 
ities and endeavored to arouse in- 
terest in the designing: and placing 
of a tablet, with appropriate cere- 
monies on the part of the British 
ami American Governments. These 
efforts were continued over the 
years without avail until the cre- 
ation by Act of Congress in 1955 
of the Alexander Hamilton Bicen- 
tennial Commission incident to the 
200th Anniversary of the birth of 
the first Secretary of* the Treasury 
provided a renewed opportunity 
for this desirable development to 
be brought into beingr. 

The plaque as notably worded 
by Laurens M. Hamilton, Chairman 
of the Commission’s Committee on 
Birthplace and Boyhood Home, and 
himself a direct descendant of Al- 
exander Hamilton, has been made 
by the T. F. McGann Sons Foun- 
dry in Somerville, which plant has 
produced many fine articles of met- 
al craftsmanship, including the 
statue of Commodore John Barry, 
known as the Father of the Amer- 
ican Navy, presented by the people 
of the United States to the Irish 


Government and erected at Wex- 
I ford, Ireland, birthplace of Barry, 
jin the summer of 1950. 

The unveiling of the Hamilton 
j tablet took place on the Island of 
| Nevis on the 200th Anniversary of 
Hamilton’s birth, January 11, 1957, 
in the presence of British Colonial 
and United States officials, support- 
ed by guards of honor from the 
Coast Guard and Navy of the Unit- 
ed States, and the Armed Services 
of the British Commonwealth. The 
official United States party was ex- 
pected to include the Undersecre- 
tary of the Treasury, Randolph 
Burgess, the Commandant of the 
Coast Guard, Vice-Admiral Alfred 
C. Richmond, Congressmen Can- 
field (New Jersey) and Gary (Vir- 
ginia), and Bicentennial Commis- 
sion representatives Laurens M. 
Hamilton of Warrenton, Virginia, 
and Richard Parkhurst of Winches- 
ter.

BOY SCOUT JAMBOREE 

Nino boys from Winchester, 
David Taylor, Thomas Hinton, John 
Looney, Thomas Joslin, Russell An- 
derson, Stephen Blair, Jonathan 
Hopkins, Alfred Ronney, Stephen 
Powers, are preparing for the 
Fourth National Boy Scout Jam- 
boree to he held at historic Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania, July 12 - 18. 

A 1,500 acre tent city will house 
more than 50,000 Boy Scouts, Ex- 
plorers, and leaders from all parts 
of the nation and some from other 
lands. It will have its own water, 
electricity and telephone exchange, 
post offices, and other services for 
the largest gathering of hoys in the 
western hemisphere. 

About one hundred special trains 
and hundreds of buses will trans- 
port Scouts to the Jamboree. Rail- 
roads are giving jamboree partici- 
pants special railroad rates and as- 
sisting in planning routes so that 
Scouts may visit leading cities and 
scenic spots before and after the 
jamboree. 

Contingents will arrive during 
the three days before the jam- 
boree’s opening date, July 12. 
Three days will be needed to speed 
the Scouts home after the jamboree 
closes the evening of July 18. 

A few openings are available un- 
til February 1, for Scouts who 
will be at least twelve years old, 
holding Second Class or higher. 

National, state, and local health 
nnd protective agencies are cooper- 
ating to give the jamboree a health 
and safety record better than the 
average city of 50,000 population. 
Doctors from home areas will travel 
and live with the contingents. Each 
jamboree Scout and Explorer is 
checked by a physician at home and 
again upon his arrival at the jam- 
boree. 

Already completed is a stage 100 
feet wide and 100 feet deep in front 
of a natural amphitheatre that will 
hold about 55,000 jamboree campers 
and guests. Spectacular programs 
are planned for the opening eve- 
ning, July 12, and the farewell pro- 
gram on the evening of July 18. 
Outstanding Americans will parti- 
cipate in both programs. 

There will be other Scout shows 
in sectional arenas. Campfires and 
daytime demonstrations will give 
each Scout a chance to show his 
stuff or be entertained and instruct- 
ed by the other fellow’s skills.

A First Aid training course will 
begin Tuesday evening February 
5, from 7 to 9 o’clock in the Red 
Cross rooms in the basement of the 
Town Hall.

It is 
easy to forget some of the details 
of First Aid work and many men 
and women repeat the course as a 
revue as well as to learn the newer 
methods of artificial respiration 
and other new concepts of First Aid 
treatment.

LIBRARY NOTES 


CKIUNR HOOK PROJECTOR 

Through the generosity of the 
Kn Ka Society, the Winchester 
Public Library has available a ceil- 
ing book projector to enable bed- 
ridden patients to read books on 
film projected onto the ceiling. 

The ceiling projector provides 
the therapeutic benefits of reading 
to those who are physically handi 
capped in such a manner that the 
use of ordinary material is difficult 
or impossible. Anyone, regardless 
of condition, can operate the ma- 
chine itself with the touch of the 
chin, the hand or foot. 

By merely telephoning the li- 
brary (and in case of serious illness 
with permission of the attending 
physician) a member of the library 
staff will take the projector to the 
patient’s home, or to the hospital, 
set it up for use and pick up and 
return the equipment to the library 
when the patient is finished. 

Selection of hooks on film may be 
made by each patient from a list 
of the varied collection at the li- 
brary. As more books are put on 
film, the library’s collection will in- 
crease. 

The ceiling projector is not only 
available to those seriously ill or 
handicapped but to any person who 
must stay home for several days 
due to illness. The value of such 
equipment is its use by all who 
need the therapeutic benefits of 
reading.

WHAT ABOUT OUR LIBRARY? 


CHILDREN’S NEEDS ACUTE 

— 

The Children's Department of the 
i Library is in “desperate need of 
additional space for readers and for 
! books.” This statement was made 
] in a survey by the library consul- 
tants, Mr. John Humphry and Mr. 

! Philip McNitf. It did not take them 
long to reach this decision when 
they saw how the children had to 
squeeze by the tables disturbing the 
occupants while looking for a book 
on the shelves. The crowded book 
shelves and the makeshift overflow 
closet were evidence enough to jus- 
tify the need of more space for 
books. 

In 1931 when the present building 
was erected, the six tables anil 
S twenty-four chairs in the Children’s 
| Room were adequate, but since then 
our town has grown. The Library 
has kept pace with this expansion 
until it has outgrown those original 
facilities. Now it is time to plan 
J once more for the future. 

Today 90 r /< of our children five 
through fourteen years of age are 
registered borrowers. More floor 
space, chairs, anil tables are needed 
to accommodate them. There should 
be sufficient room provided so that 
classes from the schools, scout 
groups or clubs could be given li- 
brary instruction without disrupt- 
ing the entire daily procedure. 

Our book collection has grown 
from 3,000 to 13,000 volumes. Addi- 
tional book sections have been add- 
ed in every available space — a 
closet has been opened up, and now 
i we are overflowing into the base- 
I ment stacks. To meet the needs of 
present day educational require- 
ments, these books must be brought 
out on open shelves which are easily 
accessible to the children. Accord- 
ing to national standards for a town 
of this size, we should provide ade- 
quate shelving for 20,000 volumes. 

The present workroom, which ac- 
tually is just a reconverted closet, 
rates second only to Fibber Mc- 
Gee’s. It is here that all children’s 
cataloging must be done. Books 
are mended, processed, and prepar- 
ed for bindery. Posters are made, 
and display materials gathered and 
stored. Six-thousand books are cir- 
culated each year to the schools, and 
these must all be prepared for de- 
livery. To attain any degree of 
j efficiency, working space, shelving, 
.and storage room are desperately 
4 needed. 

There should be toilet facilities 
for the boys and girls directly ad- 
jacent to the Children’s Room. A 
| cloak room is also needed where, in 
cold and storniy days, outside ap- 
parel may be hung to dry while the 
child is selecting his books. 

The time has come when an office 
is needed in which the Children’s 
1 Librarian can consult with parents, 
i teachers, group leaders, and book 
agents without constant interrup- 
tion. A certain degree of concen- 
tration is needed in the organization 
; of administrative duties, in the 
j purchasing of books, and in the 
preparation of articles and talks. 
These can be done only away from 
the inquiring chatter of children. 

We have tried to make the library 
habit an attractive, stimulating, 
and enjoyable experience in the life 
of every boy ana girl. In addition 
to the primary function of provid- 
ing good books for study and re- 
creation, other activities are offered 
which enlarge and enrich their 
growing years. Educational films 
are shown in the Art Gallery each 
week for five months of the year. 
Summer reading clubs and story 
hours serve to increase the reading 
interests in an enjoyable sort of 
way. The children have responded 
to these activities so enthusiastic- 
ally that it has been necessary dur- 
ing the past few years to encroach 
upon the facilities of the adult de- 
partment. On occasions we have 
had to take over completely the 
adult reference room, and often 
adults, wanting to see the art ex- 
hibit, have had to wait until the 
| story hour was over. While owi 
patrons have been most gracious in 
accepting these inconveniences, it is 
time now to provide facilities with- 
in the Children’s Department itself 
to accommodate an extended pro 
gram. 

Twenty-six years, ago the ?itizens 
of Winchester built a library to 
which they could point with pride. 
It is indeed a credit to their wisdom 
and foresight that the building has 
been functionally adequate all these 
| years without undergoing struc- 
tural changes. Now it is our turn 
| to face a public responsibility.

Realizing that an active dramatic 
group can learn by precept and ex- 
ample, as well as by doing, the Uni- 
tarian Players have organized a 
series of three winter meetings on 
stagecraft. Held at the church on 
successive Tuesday nights, these 
open meetings will present an in- 
timate view of what goes on hack- 
stage during a production, and will 
show how imagination, skill and 
teamwork can make an ordinary 
program into an outstanding one. 
Like the line on a winning football 
team, the backstage workers do not 
receive their due share of glory, and 
these sessions are designed to honor 
them and to interest others in the 
many facets of their important 
work. 

The series will begin on January 
29, at the Players’ regular midwin- 
ter meeting. Their very own Min- 
ister and Director, Rev. Robert A. 
Storer, will devote his energies v.o 
the topic “Backstaging the Direc- 
tor.” Following this, Mr. Robert 
H. Haseltine, best known to Win- 
chester theatre-goers as the Direc- 
tor of “Ladies in Retirement,” will 
present his point of views on “The 
Magic of Lighting.”

His 
summer work with the Falmouth 
Players, and his graduate studies in 
the field of the drama, make him 
particularly well qualified to pre- 
sent these topics. Along with his 
talk, a twenty minute film on “How 
to Build a Flat” will he shown. 

The third and final meeting, on 
February 12, will he presented with 
the assistance of the Arlington 
Friends of the Drama. Mr. Milton 
C. Paige, Jr., their President, along 
with a picked group of their back- 
stage workers, will lead a discussion 
of the problems involved in “The 
Organization and Management of a 
Backstage Group.” He will illus- 
trate this program with color slides 
of some of their recent Arlington 
successes. To conclude the evening, 
color slides of some of the Players’ 
own productions will bring back 
fond memories to the audience. 

Though designed primarily to 
strengthen their backstage oper- 
ations, the Players feel that these 
meetings will be of interest to many 
others in the community. They hope 
that everyone with dramatic inter- 
ests will join with them cor eve- 
nings of enjoyment and instruction.

FRESHMAN HOCKEY TEAM 
OUTCLASSES LEXINGTON 


At the Boston Arena last Satur- 
day morning spectators saw some 
high grade hockey, particularly in 
the first period, when Winchester 
defeated their League rivals from 
Lexington four to two. The first 
stanza opened at a fast clip with 
Winchester playing superbly fine 
hockey. Peter Branch, Billy La- 
marche and Dana Kelly, a smart 
trio comprising the first line, pour- 
ed a barrage of shots at the Lex- 
ington goalie. Although the lad 
from Lexington was tending the 
nets for the first time in his life, 
the puck simply would not go in 
for the Winchester boys. Toward 
the end of the period, however, 
Richy Jameson, a solid right wing 
on the second line, worked past the 
defense, and on a double assist 
from Charlie Myers and Doug 
Scott, was able to sink the puck. 

The second period opened a bit 
slower, but the same combination 
of a double assist by Myers and 
Scott to Jameson resulted in an- 
other Winchester score. At this 
point, Lexington put on their heav- 
iest drive of the game and man- 
aged to get two shots past Teddy 
Marks, who was in the goal for 
Winchester. For some little time, 
the score remained tied, until the 
first line broke in with another 
score by Lamarche on an assist 
from Branch. 

The third period opened at a 
faster clip with Winchester having 
things practically their own way. 
In spite of the fact that the local 
boys were playing a good brand of 
hockey, they couldn’t seem to break 
the jinx of the Lexington goal- 
tender. Finally, Captain Robby 
Eaton unassisted, sank a long shot 
for the fourth tally of the game. 
Mike Thorp was in the cage for 
Winchester in the third period and 
the extent to which Winchester 
controlled the puck is witnessed by 
the fact that Mike had only one 
“save” to make. 

Winchester does not play an- 
other League game until they meet 
Arlington on February 9 at the Bos- 
ton Arena at seven-thirty in the 
morning. This will be a crucial 
game for the local boys as it will 
probably determine whether or not 
they will gain a place in the play- 
offs. Arlington has not been beaten, 
although they have tied twice. Win- 
chester, on the other hand, has been 
beaten once, but has won five 
League contests in a row.

WINCHESTER AND WOBURN 
MEET AT LYNN 


TIGHT GAME LOOMS 
AS OLD RIVALS DO BATTLE 


Winchester High School’s hockey 
team, trailing Danvers in the 
Northeast Conference Division of 
the North Shore Hockey League, 
meets fourth-place Woburn Satur- 
day evening at 8 o’clock at the 
Lynn Arena and a capacity crowd 
is expected to see these ancient ri- 
vals do battle on the ice. 

Winchester has won the most 
games of any Northeast Confer- 
ence team, having seven in its win 
column to six for Danvers and five 
for third-place Marblehead. The 
Indians trail Danvers by a point, 
15 to 14, having lost three games 
while Danvers is undefeated, but 
has three ties. Winchester has not 
been tied this season. 

Woburn has won only three 
games, lost two and tied four. On 
the basis of what both teams did 
against Lynn English, generally 
considered the best team on the 
North Shore and leader of the Es- 
sex County Division, Winchester 
should be favored. The Indians 
edged Lynn, 3-2, in its best show'- 
ing of the season, while Woburn 
dropped a 4-2 verdict to Tippy 
Johnson & Co. last Saturday. 

Winchester has been something 
of an in-and-out team this season, 
and if the Indians have one of their 
bad nights against the Tanners, 
they will be in for trouble. If they 
can approach their form of the 
Lynn game, they should do all 
right. 

Winchester and Woburn met in 
the pre-season hockey jamboree at 
Lynn and the Indians won the ab- 
breviated contest, 4-0. This was 
hardly a real test, of course, but 
on what it does show, the Indians 
should not be short enders tomor- 
row'. 

Woburn, with only an outside 
chance at the Conference title, has 
to win this one to stay alive. Win- 
chester also wants the game to 
keep on Danvers’ heels. 

The two clubs are all even on 
goals, Winchester having made 31 
to 30 for Woburn, while the Tan- 
ners have given up 19 to 20 for the 
Indians.

'DOCTORS DO NOT WANT 
YOUR PETS” 


Editor of the Star: 

Passage of the Medical Research 
Rill, No. 315, soon to he considered 
by the State Legislature, is essen- 
tial to the health and welfare of 
every citizen of Massachusetts. To 
dispST any confusion which may 
have resulted from misleading and 
distorted information, here are a 
few facts for you and your readers. 

The public is aware of the almost 
incredible advances in modern med- 
icine which have brought untold 
benefits to the health of both hu- 
mans and animals. Many fail to 
realize, however, that animal re- 
search is responsible for nearly all 
of these accomplishments. With- 
out such research we would not 
have the Salk vaccine for pre- 
vention of paralytic polio, penicil- 
lin and other antibiotics for treat- 
ment of infectious, insulin for dia- 
betes, hormone therapy and treat- 
ment of cancer and endocrine 
diseases, liver extract for use in 
pernicious anemia, and many others 
including most of the common drugs 
and home remedies available at 
neighborhood pharmacies. 

Nor would surgeons have been 
able to develop the dramatic heart 
operations which today save the 
lives of thousands of children and 
adults, and to devise other oper- 
ations to correct congenital and ac- 
quired defects. These same con- 
ditions had first to he successfully 
corrected in animals under the same 
sterile techniques and the same 
anesthetics later used with humans 
in hospitals. Extensive develop- 
ments in anesthesia were also made 
possible through animal research. 

But humans are not the only ones 
to benefit. Veterinary medicine, 
devoted to the preservation of ani- 
mal health, has received immeasur- 
able aid from the same research 
that has helped humans. Vaccines 
to guard against distemper and 
rabies, antibiotics and sulfa drugs 
to combat infections, new know- 
ledge of dietary and nutritional 
needs — all have combined, in recent 
years, to nearly double the life of 
your pet. 

Let there be no misunderstand- 
ing. Doctors do not want your pets. 
Many of them have pets of their 
own which they regard as highly as 
you do yours. In fact, cat and dog 
pets will receive more protection 
than ever under the Bill’s provision 
to place all phases of animal hand- 
ling under the direction of the 
Massachusetts Commissioner of 
Health. Only a small percentage of 
the abandoned, unwanted strays, 
now uselessly put to death in the 
pounds, would he made available 
for medical investigation after hav- 
ing been kept the number of days 
prescribed by law. More than 117,- 
000 animals are killed in the pounds 
each year (State Commission fig- 
ures). 

Animal research is carried on 
with the utmost regard for the safe- 
ty and comfort of the animals in- 
volved. They are kept in clean, 
comfortable quarters and fed diets 
comparable to those of household 
pets. Such humane treatment is 
\*ssential to all good research. Reg- 
ular inspections will be made by the 
Commissioner of Health to ensure 
maintenance of high standards in 
use and care of research animals. 

Medical science is today at T.h'» 
threshold of its most productive 
era in the fight against the great 
killing and crippling diseases - 
heart, cancer, arthritis, the many 
diseases of aging, virus infections 
and others. Massachusetts, a world 
leader in medical research and edu- 
cation, will he seriously handicap- 
ped, and medical progress retarded 
unless Senate Bill No. 315 is passed. 
Therefore, every citizen should ex- 
press his personal views to his 
State Senator and Representatives.

tetamus (lock-jaw), and all of us 
who have been vaccinated to pre- 
vent smallpox, and now more re- 
cently to prevent

'LET US GIVE THANKS” 


Editor of the Star: 

As 1 am Chairman of the Board 
of Health in Winchester I would 
like to express my personal opin- 
ions in your columns on a very im- 
portant* subject pertaining to the I 
public health. 


Dr. Eric H. Hansen, President of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
in a recent statement to members 
of the Society warned of the dan- 
gerous authority which lies within 
the new animal seizure bill should 
it become law. Dr. Hansen explain- 
ed, “That under the provisions of 
the bill, an animal pound is defined 
as any individual or establishment 
which confines, cares for or dis- 
poses of seized, lost or strayed ani- 
mals, pursuant to contract or other 
arrangement with any city or town 
or other public authority.”

Ir h game that got pretty rugged at times Winchester and Woburn 
battlrd to a two-goal tie last Saturday evening in a Northeast Con- 
ference hockey game before a big and partisan crowd at the Lynn Arena. 
The Tanners, needing the game badly to retain their mathematical 
chance for the Conference title, looked good to win in the early stages, 
but faded badly in the final stanza when Winchester knotted the count.

Mr. O ’ L e a r y, affectionately 
known everywhere as “Dan,” was 
the son of Daniel, and Margaret 
(Sullivan) O’Leary. He was born 
May 4, 1891, in Woburn, but on 
Memorial Day following his birth 
he came with his parents to Win- 
chester, growing up in the Plains 
Section of the town on Swanton 
street. 

He completed grammar school 
and then went to work for the late 
Francis J. O’Hara, acting as care- 
taker of his estate on Mystic ave- 
nue and as his coachman. He later 
drove Mr. O’Hara’s one-cylinder 
Cadillac which was among the first 
automobiles in town. 

On March 29, 1914, Mr. O’Leary 
entered the Fire Department when 
its Central Station fronted on Win- 
chester place and was located on 
land, a part of which is now occu- 
pied by the police garage. 

He drove the three-horse-hiteh 
that drew the department’s famous 
old steamer, “Mary Ann” and was 
the last of Winchester's drivers to 
take a piece of horse-drawn appar- 
atus out of town, driving “Mary 
Ann” to Woburn to assist at a shop 
fire on Pleasant street, only a short 
time before the department became 
motorized. 

While a member of the Fire De- 
partment Mr. O’Leary took the ex- 
amination for carrier at the Win- 
chester Post Office, resigning as a 
fireman December 29, 1917. While 
waiting for his Postoffice appoint- 
ment he worked at the old Whitney 
Machine Shop which was torn down 
to make room for the Winchester 
Theatre. 

He was appointed to the Post- 
office as a carrier January 16, 1919, 
and he served continuously in this 
capacity for 36 years, being first 
| assigned to Route 4. This route in 
those days started at Knight’s 
Pharmacy (now McCormack's Apo- 
thecary) and covered both sides of 
Main street to the Woburn line, 
then down Cross street and through 
the so called “Sand Banks” section 
of the town. 

With the death of the previous 
carrier Mr. O’Leary was assigned 
to Route 7, the Symrnes corner 
route May 31, 1924, and he remain- 
ed on that route until he retired 
December 14, 1955. A cheery smile, 
a friendly greeting or a quip or two 
seasoned with a ready wit, made Mr. 
O’Leary welcome all over his route. 
Children and dogs followed him in 
every neighborhood while many 
elderly or infirm persons had their 
letters read for them or other kind- 
nesses shown them by the friendly 
“Dan” O’Leary. 

Mr. O’Leary was a member of 
St. Mary’s Holy Name Society, 
past secretary of the Postal Em- 
ployees Association and past pres- 
ident of the Catholic Order of 
Foresters. 

1913, lu* married 
j Catherine Madden of Winchester,

The meeting was 
held Tuesday evening, .January 22 
at eight o’clock. After a social 
hour of coffee and cookies served by 
Mrs. Paul Forrester and her com- 
mittee the business meeting was 
called to order by Mrs. Clarence 
Luitwieler, Jr., the president. 

The secretary, Mrs. Ronald Wy- 
man gave her annual report which 
incorporated the reports >f the va- 
rious other committees of the Asso- 
ciation. She spoke especially of the 
high standard of service given by 
the staff to the townspeople of Win- 
chester. In this regard she men- 
tioned particularly the regret felt 
by the board at Miss Petersens 
resignation in September but spoke 
of the high regard in which Mrs. 
Pearson is already held not only by 
the board and the other members of 
the staff, but by the townspeople 
whom she already serves. Mr.;. 
Wyman in closing her report gave 
special mention to Mrs. Luitwieler, 
the outgoing president who has so 
ably served the Association in the 
past two years. 

Mrs. Austin Broadhurst the 
Treasurer presented the report of 
the auditors carrying with it her 
annual report. 

Mrs. Wiklund gave her annual 
report which is always eagerly 
awaited. Winchester is indeed lucky 
to have such a very popular execu- 
tive director. Her report of the 
number of visits made astounded 
the audience and they were parti- 
cularly interested in the increase of 
the trend for generalization of the 
services given by the District 
Nurses to the Community as shown 
by the continued work in the schools 
and the temporary service to the 
Board of Public Health. As she so 
aptly put it the W.D.N.A. continues 


to help “in the prevention of illness, 
the care of the sick in their home 
and to contribute to the general 
welfare of Winchester.” In addi- 
tion the Staff has taken many 
courses in specific Public Health 
problems at Universities in Boston. 
Members of the Staff have also 
worked with many groups here in 
town; among them the Girl Scouts, 
the Red Cross on Blood Donor 
Days and the En Ka Society at its 
Annual Street Fair. In closing 
Mrs. Wiklund expressed her appre- 
ciation for the cooperation given by 
The Advisory Medical Staff, the 
Board and the Trustees of the As- 
sociation. 

Mrs. Herbert Ross, chairman of 
the nominating committee present- 
ed the slate for the coming year 
which was accepted as read. 

The business meeting then ad- 
journed and Mrs. Rowland Patrick, 
co-chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee introduced the speaker. Dr. 
David Cogxin, Director of the Howe 
Laboratory of Research at the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear In- 
firmary. Dr. Cogan is a graduate 
of Dartmouth College and of the 
Harvard Medical School. He be- 
came director of the Howe Labor- 
atory in 1943. His subject was 
“Some Highlights in Ophthamol- 
ojry” which he presented in a most 
interesting way. He told of several 
of the eye diseases of the past 
showing slides to explain them 
more clearly. He went on to des- 
cribe some of the existing eye prob- 
lems and showed how valuable good 
public health service can be towards 
preventing and curing these condi- 
tions. At the end of his talk he

This same duo doubled as “Bertram 
the Bull” — an act that seems so 
simple but is actually backed by 
real talent. The “Dream Ballet” 
began as a straight number- -girls 
in lovely filmy white — then made 
an about-face to comedy as the 
“dancers” John Ahern, Raymond 
Chase, Jimmy Davis and Sam Put- 
nam) came on in false fronts and 
wigs! We may as well face it — 
audiences love to see the men bur- 
lesque the female ballet dancers! 

In the dance end of the cabaret, 
top honors should go to Charlotte 
Thomson of Belmont, who has been 
with the cabaret for her second 
year, and who added a professional 
touch with her “Pony Boy” num- 
ber; and to Xorccn Johnron. Miss 
Johnson did a superb acrobatic 
number, then added frosting on the 
cake with her “Bird in a Gilded 
Cage,” and her lovely ballet. With 
June Moffette as the soloist in this 
latter number, the chorus joining, 
and Miss Johnson as the bird in the 
cage, the Cabaret reached the true 
feeling of the wonderful “Gay 90 ’l.” 

“Fair Haired Ladies,” with Phil- 
ippa Young as the plump little girl 
in red pinafore, was charming — a 
take-off on "he gins,” and good 
fun. 

Yes, there were some good voices 
and dancing feet in the cabaret. 

There was good comedy and acting, 
such as Dot Hickey and Joe Derby 
provide, and Mr. and Mrs. John 
Harrison. This reviewer still finds 
the biggest thrill of the cabaret 
each year in the Winton Drill — the 
precision drill of the Winton Club 
members and workers. In their 
trim scarlet and white costumes 
and white boots, these ladies make 
a magnificent showing. They are 
most attractive, yes — good to watch 
and applaud. They also remind the 
audience that these are the women 
who really work and make the Win- 
ton Club such a community instru- 
ment.

HEADMASTERS' 

NEW SPORTS RULING 
NOT TO AFFECT WINCHESTER 


Winchester High School’s direc- 
tor of athletics, Henry T. Knowl- 
ton., told the Star this week that the 
new ruling of the Headmasters’ 
Association, limiting players to one 
contact sport during any one sports 
season, will have no affect here, 
since the high school has been ope- 
rating under such a self-imposed 
rule for some time. 

Many believed after the ruling 
was made that a boy playing foot- 
ball in the fall would not be allow- 
ed to play cither basketball or 
hockey in that same year. Such is 
not the provision of the rule. 

A hoy cannot play soccer in the 
fall if he plays football. Similarly 
he cannot play both basketball and 
hockey during the winter. He could 
play either basketball or hockey 
and compete in either track or be 
on the rifle club. In the spring a 
boy can play baseball and compete 
in either track or tennis. 

Practically the new rule will af- 
fect a relatively few participants 
in schoolboy athletics, for there 
are very few either physically able 
or scholastically proficient enough 
to participate in two sports during 
any one season. If their physical 
resources did permit such partici- 
pation, the books would be pretty 
likely to catch up with the partici- 
pants before they went too far. 


UNESCO— 

"THE WAY TO PEACE”* 

Prize Winning Essay by 
David F. Moore 
of Winchester High School 


ll pk < Must the Biblical prophecy 
Iffy * “swords into plowshares and spears 
s, A into pruning hooks” wait until “the 
• Y last days” to he fulfilled? Can the 
! nations of the world together work 
j the gargantuan machinery of the 
I United Nations and actuate the 
^ | lofty principles of its charter 

which determines “to save succeed- 
ing generations from the scourge 
of war?” I do not know. But 
never in the world’s history has a 
better attempt been made: to abol- 
ish war by abolishing the conditions 
provoking it, to promote “the econ- 
omic and social advancement of all 
peoples.” Expressly created for 
this purpose is the Economic and 
Social Council with its twelve sub- 
sidiary organs called “Specialized 
Agencies.” This essay is devoted 
to one of these agencies, the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (UNP^SCO). 
I have chosen UNF^SCO because, as 
stated in the preamble to its Consti- 
tution, it is devoted to promoting 
and diffusing the higher activities 
of man, because it is devoted to de- 
veloping trust between nations, and 
because it. is devoted to establishing 
international peace founded upon 
the intellectual and moral solidarity 
of mankind. I believe UNESCO’s 
“moral solidarity plan” is the best 
way to make a Biblical prophecy 
come true. 

The United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiz- 
ation, open to all members of the 
U. N. and such other nations as can 
procure a two-thirds majority vote 
of acceptance, at present contains 
70 member nations, 4 of whom do 
not belong to the U. N. Nations 
may send as many as 5 representa- 
tives, but as a delegation cast only 
1 vote; there is no veto, and most 
measures can be approved by a 
simple majority of nations present 
and voting. The machinery of the 
Organization includes a General 
Conference, the policy-making 
branch meeting every two years, an 
Executive Board of 22 delegates 
elected from the General Confer- 
ence which prepares the General 
Conference’s agenda, determines 
the budget and executes the Gen- 
eral Conference’s programs, and 
a Secretariat whose head, the 
Director-General, is the chief ad 
ministrator of die Organization. 
The present Director-General is 
Luther H. p]vans, the former chief 
librarian of the Congressional Li 
brary; his headquarters and staff 
of 850 are located at UNESCO 
House, 19 Avenue Kleber, Paris. 
We shall now investigate his work 
to see where and how the 195G bud- 
get of $11,000,000.00 will be spent. 
We shall see how by using ingenu- 
ity in securing the help of many 
people and groups in similar work, 
the maximum work can be done 
with the least monetary expendi- 
ture. 

In its innumerable projects 
(many mentioned below) UNESCO 
must secure the cooperation of 
brother U. N. agencies, such as 
rAO and WHO, the participating 
nations, and nongovernmental or- 
ganizations such as World Friend- 
ship Federation and the Interna- 
tional Alliance of Women. Some- 
times nongovernmental organiz- 
ations, such as the International 
Theatre Institute, the International 
Music Council and the International 
Political Science Association, are 
created by UNESCO to fill a need in 
fields where they do not exist, and 
with little expense use them as lit- 
tle UNESCOs. In its dealings with 
countries UNESCO establishes Na- 
tional Commissions who advise the 
Departments of State on UNESCO 
affairs and inform the citizenries of 
UNESCO projects. 

One of UNESCO’s four chief du- 
ties is to collaborate with interest- 
ed nations in developing their edu- 
cational activities. In May, 1951, 
at Patzcuaro, Mexico, UNESCO 
first started this program, endeav- 
oring to train students from Latin 
American countries for 21 months 
to he teachers of “Fundamental 
Education.” In 20 surrounding vil- 
lages the student teachers help the 
children and adults to read prac- 
tical UNESCO booklets on topics 
such as health, culture, agriculture, 
citizenship and practical science. At 
Sirs el-Layyan, Egypt, a similar 
training center has been established 
and 212 students graduated. The 
first public library open to all castes 
is now in operation in India. 
Haitian signs of “Kebe l’lnesco fo” 
—support UNESCO hard— pay 
tribute to Pilot Project, a massive 
and most successful mission to edu- 
cate the exetremely primitive na- 
tives of Marbial Valley. Among 
the displaced Arabs of Gaza were 
founded 31 schools serving 11,000 
hoys and girls. All educational lit- 
erature, by international agree 
ment, is shipped com

Social j 
Science projects include studies of ‘ 
the effect of industrialization on 
the people s of Africa, India and 
Southern Asia, a project analyzing 
religious tensions in India md a 
centre to compile and investigate 
records of Egyptian antiquities. 
Especially realizing that scientific 
progress oft'*n determines a coun- 
try’s prestige, many countries 
clamor for such assistance; and aid 
is usually sent in the form of teach- 
ing handbooks for science teachers, 
catalogues of scientific equipment 
or instructions on how to build their 
own, monetary aid in the form of 
gift coupons or “Sales Coupons” 
which enable local soft currency 
to pay for hard currency educa- 
tional imports (or vice versa) and 
on-the-spot assistance of science 
experts. Although, as we have said, 
there is much interest throughout 
the world in sciences, five scientific 
exhibits are currently touring mem- 
ber states to attract more attention, 
or perhaps even to satisfy demand. 

It is UNESCO’s aim to fully ex- 
ploit indigenous natural talents in 
promoting, improving, and perpet- 
uating cultural pur uits and her- 
itages. Cu’turc is defined simply 
as any creative work on the part of 

the people created by hand or by 

mind. To protect authors and copy- 
right owners of cultural works, 
UNESCO has inaugurated the Uni- 
versal Copyright Convention, mow 
signed by about 52 countries. Real- 
izing the importance of museums 
in arousing cultural interest, 
UNESCO held a seminar at Brook- 
lyn Museum, attended by officials 
from 2G countries and represen- 
tatives from 50 American museums. 

In 1951 a similar seminar was held 
in Bristol, England, on painting 
and visual guides to education; ch* 
conclusions and recommendations 
were published under the title of 
“Art and Education,” a volume, mo 
doubt, many times used cO introduce 1 1 
art classes in countries for the first 
time. Catalogues of reproductions 
of famous paintings are also pub- 
lished. Music, they say, is an in- 
ternational language. But .hen so 
arc all facets of culture and the 
stronger UNESCO ties bonds of 
culture, the more our world will be 
a cohesive, tolerant world. 

Mass commun cation, UNESCO’s 
fourth and last department, was set 
up to aid the other fields of edu- 
cation, science end culture, and to 
help member states diffuse this 
knowledge as well. Eight teams of 
experts are offered to assist in de- 
veloping national communication 
facilities; Libya has already asked 
for them to establish a radio sys- 
tem. An Educational Film Insti- 
tute for Latin America was founded 
in Mexico and an international 
centre will be started this year to 
encourage production of films for 
children from 8 to 1G. 

What then is the purpose behind 

all of UNESCO’s benevolent deeds? 
Turning to the first article of its 


Constitution, we find it is “to con- 
tribute to peace and security by 
promoting collaboration among the 
nat ons through education, science, 
and culture in order to further uni- 
versal respect for justice, for the 
rule of law, and for the human 
rights and fundamental freedoms 
which are affirmed for the peoples 
of the world, without distinction 
of race, sex, language, or religion, 
by tho Charter >f the United Na- 
tions.” Obviously, its purpose fills 
n great need. The ninth General 
Conference is being held at New 
Delhi, India, at the time of this 
writing, November 5. It is ardent- 
ly hoped that there, in these critical 
times, UNESCO’s contributions to 
international understanding will ho 
greater than ever before; however, 
it ^ must he remembered thaf 
UNESCO can be only as good a<* 
those who run it, the nations and 
the peoples of the nations, and 
in their hands alone lies the re- 
sponsibility for UNESCO’s success 
or failure. Perhaps if they are 
willing to work hard enough, the 
world may yet look forward to find- 
ing “The Way of Peace” and keep- 
ing it forever.

I Any other employer record, such as 
j a cumulative payroll slip, which in- 
i' dicates the worker’s total earnings 
in 1956 may he acceptable. Mr. 
Murphy stated that those indiv- 


iduals who were self-employed dur- 
I ing the past year should bring a 
complete copy of their Federal tax 
| return for 1956 including Form 
| 1040, Schedule C or F, and Form 
| 1065, if applicable, Logothor with 
i any additional schedules or attach- 
I merits, when they visit the district 
I office to apply for benefits. A can- 
celled check, Internal Revenue 
Service receipt, or other evidence 


that the 1956 tax return was filed 
and the social security self-employ- 
ment, tax was pnjd must also he pre- 
sented to complete the claim for 
benefits. “It is definitely to the 
claimant’s advantage to bring proof 
of hi3 earnings in 1956 with him 
upon his first visit to the district 
office,” continued Mr. Murphy, “so 
that his claim may be processed 
promptly.”

Law and Diplomacy at Tufts Uni- 
versity and a former member of 
the Commercial Policies Staff of the 
State Department in Washington, 
D. C., will chairman the Winches- 
ter discussion group. “Decisions — 
1957” is sponsored by the World 
Affairs Council of Boston in co- 
operation with the Boston Public 
Library, the Massachusetts League 
of Women Voters and the Boston 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. The 
Winchester group and others in 
Greater Boston will entertain such 
questions as “How should the Unit- 
ed States compete with Russia?”, 
“What are the United States stakes 
in the Middle East?”, and, “How 
much trade — how much aid?” 
Newspapers, radio, and television 
will sponsor special programs on 
which experts will discuss the same 
topics featured in local discussion 
groups. 

An information kit, provided by 
the World Affairs Council and pre- 
pared under the auspices of the 
Foreign Policy Association, will 
provide guideposts for the group.

DISCUSS "GUIDANCE" 



In spite of the storm, an inter- 
I ested group of mothers attended the 
panel discussion on "Guidance in 
j the Junior High" presented hy the 
Junior High Associates last Tues- 
I day afternoon. Before introducing 
|the panel members, Mr. Dickman 
explained that directive guidance 
has been offered in Winchester since 
the mid-thirties. Then, it was 
primarily for college and vocational 
help. Today it is not only academic, 
but social and moral in scope, and 
much more thorough. 

Essentially guidance is an in- 
tegral part of good teaching. Be- 
cause pupils of junior high level 
are conformists and imitators, 
teachers can guide hy good exam- 
ple. Mrs. Dugan and Mr. Handy, 
Guidance Counselors, and the two 
teacher-panel-memhers of this dis- 
cussion, proved this point hy their 
presence alone. 

Beyond this, Mrs. Dugan pointed 
out that because student problems 
can be many and varied, total guid- 
ance has many phases. Sometimes

i directly, often indirectly and un- 
noticed, the wise counselor helps 
| the particular child according to his 
particular need. 

Mr. Handy outlined more speci- 
fically the areas in which junior 
| high guidance works. First, its 
testing program determines the na- 
I tive abilities and potential of each 
student. Where problems arise, 
student, and sometimes, parent, in- 
terviews are arranged. Complete 
records are kept up to date on every 
student. The guidance directors 
also collect catalogues on guidance 
and on colleges and private schools 
about the country. They offer films 
and talks on guidance for teachers 
and pupils. When necessary, they 
arrange for private tutoring, and 
dig up information about outside 
organizations in which a student 
may he interested. 

The part-time teacher-counselor 
has a practical instead of a purely 
theoretical knowledge of his sub- 
ject; therefore, his understanding 
is apt to he greater. This set-up 
has been in effect for a year and a 
half in our Junior High School, the 
whole program being under the dir- 
ection of Mr. Dempsey, who is Dir- 
ector of Pupil-Personnel of Win- 
chester. Mr. Dempsey’s definition 
of Guidance fts "helping the child 
! to help himself" sums up the sub- 
Iject most adequately.

placement. Rev. John W. Ellison, 
rector of the Church of the Epi- 
phany, is the resourceful chairman 
of the Winchester Hungarian Set- 
tlement Committee in charge of 
this worthy pr ogram. 

An Englisn class. was conducted 
daily from 9:30 to 3:00 in the 
Church of the Epiphany hy Mrs. 
Anne Austill of the church, an ex- 
pert teacher of basic English. Af- 
ter two weeks, the class was sep- 
arated for short periods into small 
units under other volunteers who 
had been observing Mrs. Austin’s 
methods. By the third week the two 
school-age children were put into 
school classes and adult attendance 
was greatly reduced because of in- 
terviews for jobs and actual place- 
ment in jobs. 

Now instruction has been shifted 
to evening classes under the vol- 
unteers mentioned above, and will 
continue as long as needed. Those 
who are moving to other towns are 
put in contact with English in- 
struction in their new locality. 
Their progress Jiaa been rapid, con- 
sidering that only two or three 
of them knew any English at nil 
when they arrived. Their back- 
ground of education and culture, 
and their various skills give prom- 
ise of worthy citizenship in the 
United States. 

More details will be found in the 
Star next week. In the meantime, 
let all of Winchester know that 
everything that has been given is 
deeply appreciated — money, cloth- 
ing, furniture * and furnishings 
(more are still needed), opportu- 
nities for learning and for work, 
the innumerable kindnesses involv- 
ing time and voluntary services of 
many people, and friendship. Sev- 
eral of them insist they want to 
live in Winchester. "We like Win- 
chester!"

U.W.F. HEAR ANALYSIS 
OF HUNGARIAN CRISIS

A most informative talk and dis- 
cussion of the critical Hungarian 
situation and events leading to it 
was given on Tuesday evening, 
January 22, by Gabriel T. Kerekes, 
formerly in the United States For- 
eign Service. Speaking at a meet- 
ing of 25 members and guests of 
the Winchester Chapter of United 
World Federalists, Prof. Kerekes 
gave a first hand picture and very 
helpful explanation of just what led 
to the present crisis. 

The meeting was held at the 
home of Miss Alice A. Main, 14 
Canterbury road. Robert B. Wil- 
liams, Chapter Chairman, explained 
that the speaker had been secured 
with the assistance of the World 
Affairs Council in Boston, whose 
services are available to organiz- 
ations interested in speakers or a 
program concerning international 
affairs. 

Now Professor of Finance at 
Babson Institute in Wellesley Hills 
and the New York Institute of Fin- 
ance in New York (formerly the 
New York Stock Exchange Insti- 
tute), Professor Kerekes gave the 
viewpoint of one experienced both 
in financial and political fields. 

From 1949 to 1952 he served as 
an Officer of the Economic Cooper- 
ation Administration in Austria 
and helped supervise the expendi- 
ture of $500,000,000 of counterpart 
funds to aid industrial and agri- 
cultural production. He knew per- 
sonally many in the Hungarian 
government today. Born in Hun- 
gary, he came to this country, com- 
pleted his education at Columbia 
University, served with the U. S.

Prof. Kerekes stated that just as 
we must take an interest in what 
is going on in Washington, we need 
to do the same for the United Na- 
tions. Regardless of the form of 
our Federal Government, if we do 
not elect good men and follow what 
they do, we cannot expect good gov- 
ernment. Likewise we must keep 
in touch with developments in the 
United Nations. 

Interpreting the Hungarian cri- 
sis, he brought out the somewhat 
surprising thought that the Rus- 
sians are encouraging Hungarians 
to leave by not entirely closing the 
border between Hungary and Aus- 
tria. Crossing is apparently made 
difficult so that no property will be 
be taken out. 500 a day still cross, 
although this has been 4,000 a day. 
The Russian objective appears 
eventally to bring Russians to live 
in Hungary, noted for its fertile 
land and rich mineral deposits and 
located in a strategic position in 
Europe. 

The recent turning of the Russian 
developed Hungarian army on the 
Russians was something the Rus- 
sians had not foreseen. Such un- 
expected developments may be a 
reason for the Russians seemirgly 
ignoring world opinion of their ac- 
tions in Hungary. The hope that 
Suez would divert much of the 
world’s attention may be another 
reason. 

It is vital that we know what is 
really going on. A strong stand by 
the United Nations and by indiv- 
idual countries, especially our own, 
is absolutely essential, in the face 
of developments such as those in 
Hungary. 

Had we taken such a stand 
earlier, Prof Kerekes feels the 
tragic results in Hungary would 
have been quite different. He is 
convinced the Russians don’t want 
war, but that they will go just as 
far as they can if not faced square- 
ly with the fact that they will be 
prevent from doing so. All of us 
must do what we can so that enough 
persons urge our government to 
take the needed action.

GIRL SCOUT NEWS 

Annual Meeting 

A large number of Winchester 
men and women interested in Girl 
Scouting attended the Annual meet- 
ing of the Winchester Council of 
Girl Scouts, Inc., held at the Girl 
Scout Cabin on Monday night. 

The meeting featured a forceful 
talk hy President J. Paul Mather 
°f the University of Massachusetts, 
a short business meeting and sing 
ing led hy Marion Roberts, conclud- 
ing with refreshments and a social 
hour. 

President Mather, the fouiteenth 
president of the University of 
Massachusetts, and one of the 
youngest in the country, spoke with 
ffroat feeling about the problems 
facing public education today. 

These problems, far more tremen- 
dous than most people realize, are 
brought about hy the increased 
numbers of students enrolling in all 
public schools, from the Ph.D. level 
to kindergarten. In part this in- 
crease is due to the great increase 
in population, with more children 
being horn at all economic levels. 
The increase in college enrollment 
is also due to the fact that advances 
in technological development have 
made it almost impossible for any 
one to hold a job without a college 
education. All of this requires more 
and better teachers and better 
teacher’s colleges. 

He emphasized the fact that Die 
tax supported Universities have not 
Jagged behind the private colleges 
in research, nor in the education of 
statesmen and leaders. 

To oven begin to meet the needs 
of public education, he points out a 
need for n change in the source of 
state revenues. All education is 
now dependent upon property taxes. 
He enthusiastically endorsed Gov- 


ernor Furcolo’s proposed State 
Sales Tax as the best solution to 
the State’s need for increased 
revenue. 

Everyone present thoroughly en- 
joyed listening to the problems of 
public education from President 
Mather’s viewpoint.

Winchester Flyer Dies In Crash 


Et. (j.g. ) John A. Shields, a Navy jot pilot, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John J. Shield* of 79 Oak street, was killed Saturday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 2, when his plane exploded during maneuvers near San Diego, 
Calif. Member of a crack Navy exhibition team, he was Hying an 
F7U Cutlass jet out of Miramar Naval Air Station and was participating 
in a squadron flight when the accident occurred. 

Witnesses of the accident said that Lt. Shields seemed to be having 
trouble with his plane immediately after the takeofT. The plane made 
several barrel rolls, straightened out and then went into a steep glide 
before exploding. 

Et. Shields was able to eject himself from his plane but apparently 
was at too low an altitude* for his chute to open, and he plummeted to 
the ground, falling in the Marine Corps Camp Matthews rifle range 
some 70 yards from the wreckage of his burning plane. The young 
aviator is believed to have died instantly upon his impact with the 
ground. He was pronounced dead at the Naval Air Station upon his 
arrival there.

After training there and at Bee- 
ville, Texas, he was graduated as a 
jet pilot, receiving his wings at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, in Septem- 
ber, 1955. 

His parents made the trip to 
Corpus Christi to see their son 
graduated and Mrs. Shields pinned 
on his Navy Aviator’s “wings.’’ 
Following his graduation he was as- 
signed as a jet pilot to Naval Air 
Base Miramar. He was anticipat- 
ing promotion to lieutenant senior 
grade later this month and was 
looking forward to the world cruise 
on which he and his squadron were 
soon to embark. 

Lt. Shields expected to complete 
his Navy service in December of 
1957. He had phoned and talked 
with his mother only a few days 
before news of his tragic accident 
was received here. 

Aside from his popularity with 
his mates, Lt. Shields was held in 
esteem by many civilians near his 
base, particularly for his interest 
in boys. On January 25 he held 
the closest attention of 150 scouts 
and their parents at the Cuyamaca 
School in El Cajon as he spoke to 
them on jet aviation. 

Besides his parents, Lt. Shields 
leaves two sisters, Ellen, 22; and 
Gloria, 15; two brothers, Anthony, 
11; and William Shields, 9; and his 
grandfather, Cosmo DeLuca, all of 
Winchester.

Members of the club seem to feel 
that in renting the hall to private- 
individuals, or to firms, the Select- 
men are permitting the hall to be 
used commercially. They feel that 
it should not be so used, and it has 
been pointed out that the town hall 
is located in a residential zone, with 
the business district on Mt. Ver- 
non street ending at the river, 
though the land across the street 
from the town hall is in the busi- 
ness zone. 

The Building Commissioner w as 
sufficiently impressed with this rea- 
soning to seek an opinion from the 
Town Counsel, and told the Star 
that the Counsel expressed the 
opinion that the Selectmen as cus- 
todians of the town hall have the 
right to rent it as they have done 
for the auction and antiques show. 

Legally, the immediate feeling 
seems to be that because the hall 
was used for commercial purposes 
prior to the Zoning Bylaw, any 
such use of the hall now would be 
a non-conforming use and therefor 
not subject to zoning restrictions. 

The Selectmen point out the hall 
has been used in the past for com- 
mercial purposes and that there has 
never been any policy that would 
apply to the present situation. They 
naturally want to do everything 
possible to assist the Rotary, and 
have already had the dates of the 
antiques show changed so as not to 
come immediately before the Ro- 
tarian Auction. 

A Selectman told the Star that 
the whole matter of town hall ren- 
tals may well be considered with a 
view to arriving at a policy that 
will be both legal and in the public 
interest. 

He stated that the Board has no 
wish to handicap the Rotary Auc- 
tion in any way, and to substantiate 
this statement pointed out that the 
Selectmen had postponed the exhi- 
bition of antiques until after the 
Rotary event so there would be no 
chance of the auction suffering. 

The Selectman said that the Ro- 
tary protest had opened up a wide 
range of enquiry as to the hiring of 
the hall by local and outside groups, 
as well as by business people, and 
that after the Town Counsel has 
ruled on any legal aspects that may 
apply to such rentals the Board will 
consider the matter carefully with 
a view to determining whether a 
new policy governing the rental of 
the hall should he made. 

Meanwhile the two rentals in 
question, for the auction on Feb- 
ruary 9, and the antiques show 
April 15, 16 and 17, will stand, the 
Board of Selectmen feeling that 
they have committed themselves to 
the use of the hall on those dates. 
The Rotary Auction is scheduled 
for April 13.

Have you noticed how many are using the cross walks around the 
center these days? Those safety islands in the square look pretty 
good with continuous traffic on the loose. 


Please do not send unsigned letters to the Star. We will not print 
letters unless we know who writes them, though if there is good reason 
for omitting the name we will withhold it. It is our opinion that an 
unsigned letter isn’t worth the space it takes in the paper, but there may 
he extenuating circumstances under which it is desirable to omit the 
signature. We will not, however, publish letters that come to us un- 
si gned, and we have had two good ones of this variety recently. 


They are already talking of a $10 tax increase for Winchester if 
this year’s town meeting goes along with just the budget requests, 
before any of the special articles are taken up. That is a tidy increase 
and would indicate some rough sledding for some of the special articles 
calling for sizeable appropriations. Taxpayers generally will be watch- 
ing the town meetings closely this year. A 60 dollar tax rate will hit 
a lot of us where it really hurts! 


We have had calls recently about the ducks at the Mill Pond, 
and one suggestion was that the town make an appropriation to feed the 
ducks during the winter. The Star investigated and found that the 
Park Department already has in its budget a sum of money with which 
to feed the ducks throughout the year, and representatives of the de- 
partment and tow n hall personnel seem to feel the feathered inhabitants 
of the mill pond are pretty well taken care of. As we have pointed out, 
the ducks cannot be taken away from the Pond except by State officials 
since they are wild ducks and consequently under State control 


Looking over the final list of candidates in this week’s paper the 
Star was reminded of a prophecy made a year or so ago by one close to 
town government in Winchester. It was his opinion that we are not 
too far away from the town manager form of government, and not be- 
cause we particularly need it. We still have plenty of competent 
persons in town capable of giving outstanding service in public office; 
but the fact is that it is growing increasingly difficult to get such per- 
sons to seek town office because of the effort necessary to get elected 
and the time which must be devoted to town business after the office 
is won! 

Town business is becoming more and more taxing, especially for 
the policy-making officers of the community, and apparently fewer usfcl 
fewer are willing to devote the time and energy necessary to such 
office, especially in view of the pressures and headaches involved. 

There are only three places where contests occur on the entire 
ballot for town office this year. For a time it looked as if only the 
office of constable w ould be contested, but more recently candidates pre- 
sented themselves to make contests also in the brackets for Board of 
Health and Selectmen. 

In the light of such apparent lack of interest the Star felt it might 
be pertinent to bring to the attention of the town the opinion expressed 
above. 

Of course there are those who would welcome the town manager 
form and others who will tell you the town business is so well cnndocted 
that those presently in office should be permitted to remain there with- 
out challenge. For its part the Star would like to see more, instead of 
Jess people showing their interest in town government by presenting 
their names for town office.

'organization training and spirit of 
I the Department’s personnel. Offic- 
ers Cogan and Amico were efficient, 
considerate and helpful in every 
possible way. We want you io 
know that they and all who are 
responsible for what they were able 
to ao have our lasting appreciation. 

We were further impressed to 
find that after Jack had passed 
away and some one of our many 
wonderful neighbors had evidental- 
ly contacted the appropriate de- 
partment, a crew was dispatched to 
effect a complete snow removal 
operation from the sidewalk and 
street area immediately in front of 
our house. 

This is the type of friendliness 
that one is not surprised to find on 
the part of a good friend or neigh- 
bor.

CHEETAH HOLDS THE RECORD 
AS NATURE’S SPEED KING 

Ever since the dawn of the hu- 
man race* men and animals have 
been running from and after each 
other. 

The odds haven't improved. One 
of man’s finest achievements on 
foot is running the mile in less than 
four minutes, an average speed of 
about 15 miles an hour. Compared 
to the grand champions of vrack 
and field, Homo sapiens hardly gets 
away from the starting line. 

The cheetah, or hunting leopard, 
accelerates to a speed of 45 miles in 
two seconds — a teat that man can 
scarcely match in his fastest racing 
car. And when the cheetah really 
goes into high gear, it proceeds at 
some 70 mph -a speed that would 
interest all hut the most lenient 
patrolmen on modern expressways. 

It is small wonder that Indians 
tame the amiable cheetah as a 
hunting companion. The long-leg- 
ged cat tires in 400 or 500 yards, 
however, and depends upon outpac- 
ing its quarry ni the first lightning 
thrust, the National Geographic 
Society says. 

Such sprinters as the Mongolian 
gazelle combine extreme speed with 
endurance. Explorer Roy Chap- 
man Andrews reported clocking 
these gazelles at 60 miles an hour 
in the Gobi. One was tailed by car 
for 20 minutes at an average pace 
of 40 mph. 

“Then he quit because he was so 
darned surprised that anything on 
earth could keep up with him,” Dr. 
Andrews said. “When we reached 
him he was squatting fiat on ohe 
sand waiting, not winded a par- 
ticle.” 

Numerous speedsters have been 
similarly clocked. Among the uop 
runners are pronghorn antelope 
(American champion), the black- 
buck, springbok, lion, wildebeest, 
Thomson’s gazelle, race horse, 
American elk, red fox, kangaroo, 
jack rabbit, wild ass, coyote, harte- 
beest, zebra, greyhound, and spot- 
ted hyena. Their speeds range 
from 60 to 40. 

Even the African elephant can 
charge through the bush at 15-25 
mph. 

The clumsy rhinoceros, an un- 
likely contender for a speed title, 
has been clocked at 28. As the 
rhino makes fierce, unpredictable 
charges, 28 is a dangerous speed. 
The giraffe can travel at 28 to 32 
mph although its long neck is a 
speed handicap. 

Not long ago, a pig dashed 100 
yards in 7.4 seconds to win a Cana- 
dian porker derby in Ontario. 

In nature’s sweepstakes, ground 
dwellers rank between those of the 
air and sea. 

Swimmers, as a rule, are slower 
than runners or flyers. But some 
seagoing mammals manage re- 
markable speeds. The dolphin, so- 
called “arrow of the sea,” can pace 
vessels slicing through the waves 
at 30 knots. 

Flyers get where they’re going 
the quickest. The peregrine hawk 
has been diving at speeds of 180 or 
more miles an hour for countless 
centuries. Rival aces are the 
frigate bird, swift, black vulture, 
and golden eagle. 

Among insects, the controversial 
deer botfly yields to none. Its top 
speed has been variously estimated 
from 50 to 800-plus miles an hour.

An entire day was consumed by 
the hearing held Wednesday at the 
State House before the Legislative 
Committee on State Administration 
on the controversial bill requiring 
all public boards to hold open meet- 
ings. 

Many Massachusetts newspapers, 
both dailies and weeklies, favor the 
bill, in support of which David 
Brickman, editor of the Malden 
News and Medford Mercury said 
the proposal is intended to protect 
the people’s right to know what 
government agencies are doing. 

Opposition came chiefly from 
representatives and officials of 
Massachusetts smaller towns who 
indicated that requirements of the 
bill would hamper functions of local 
government. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
rival forces indicated that an at- 
tempt will be made to draft suit- 
able compromise legislation. The 
bill would make almost all state, 
county and municipal agencies open 
meetings to the press and public, 
and require an agenda of business 
to be announced in advance. 
“Boards could retire into “execut- 
ive” or closed sessions only on two- 
thirds vote, but would have to take 
final action on matters in public. 
Records would also have to be avail- 
able for public inspection. 

Mr. Brickman said many of the 
bodies “deliberated behind closed 
j doors, make decisions behind closed 
doors, decide on spOridifu* behind 
dosed dpors and except when tney 
choose to provide the public with 
their own version of what has tran- 
spired, carry on administrative and 
even judicial functions behind closed 
doors.” 

Jonathan W. French, counsel for 
the Massachusetts Selectmen's As- 
sociation, headed the opposition and 
was later invited by Rep. Thomas 
J. Doherty (D., Medford), House 
chairman of the committee, to get 
together with Mr. Brickman on a 
redraft. 

Another public hearing will be 
held, probably next month, Doherty 
said, on the compromise version. 

Also in opposition, Roy C. Papa- 
lia, a state public utilities commis- 
sioner and former Watertown se- 
lectman, said “open” requirements 
for all town board deliberations 
would be impractical and result in 
“chaos.” 

Willis B. Downey, counsel for the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
said any necessary public informa- 
tion is revealed at public hearings. 
He said most of the routine busi- 
ness before the MTA trustees con- 
cerns internal matters.

WITH OVERWHELMING 
RESPONSE 


A Program of Adult Education 
appears to be a firmly established 
desire of Winchester residents ac- 
cording to the results of class regis- 
trations held last Monday, February 
4, in the Senior High School.

In addition to the :10 
persons regularly enrolled, 02 peo- 
ple have registered on .a waiting 
list to take the class when facilities 
are available. 

The Citizen’s Advisory Commit- 
tee will continue to study the pro- 
gram in operation and it is hoped 
it will prove to be a means by which 
the School Committee can deter- 
mine further interest in the devel- 
opment of an expanded program of 
education for adults in Winchester. 


OF TOWN WIDE CONCERN 


Since the forthcoming drive for 
funds for the Winchester Scholar- 
ship Foundation as of April 1 to 
April 7 inclusive by the Central 
Board of the Mothers’ Association 
is a matter of town-wide concern 
it was deemed appropriate to delve 
into history for the benefit of the 
new* members of our community 
with the hope that those to whom 
it is an old story will be patient. 

One afternoon in June, 1944, Mrs. 
George Chatfield, the incoming 
president of the Central Board of 
the Mothers' Association, invited 
her new hoard in for tea. This 
proved to be a most fruitful and 
pleasant occasion, for here the ori- 
ginal idea of the Winchester Schol- 
arship Foundation was born. 

A general dissatisfaction with 
th« methods then used for choosing 
scholarship winners was aired and 
a strong feeling that scholarship 
could and should he of general in- 
terest was expressed. 

At that time the scholarships, 
given by the Mothers’ Association, 
were awarded by a large and un- 
wieldy committee made up of the 
retiring president and secretary of 
each school chapter. Many of these 
officers were only too willing to be 
out-going and were unable to feel 
the importance and responsibility 
of this final job. 

The greatest handicap for this 
committee was its size. It was too 
big and it made scholarship infor- 
mation — some of which should be 
most confidential — common know- 
ledge to far too many. As a result 
of this discussion Mrs. Chatfield, 
the following fall, appointed Mrs. 
Lyman Smith chairman of a com- 
mittee to review the scholarship 
picture and recommend ways of 


I improvement. 

Mrs. Smith and the other mem- 
! bers of the committee, Dr. Otis 
'Alley, Mr. Neil Borden, Mr. Joseph 
j Worthen and Mrs. George Marks, 
I met many times during that winter. 
I The discussions were long and 
thorough and as a result, in the 
spring, a trial instrument of trust 
was sent to every organization in 
Winchester for criticism and sug- 
gestions. 

The following fall the committee 
set to work once more and on De- 
cember 31, 1945, the final instru- 
ment of trust of the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation was signed 
and sealed by its first trustees, Mr. 
James Nowell, Mr. Robert Stone 
and Mr. Joseph Worthen, thus en- 
abling the first scholarships to be 
given by the Winchester Scholar- 
ship Foundation in June of 1946.

NEW CHURCH STREET 
MEDICAL BUILDING 


Patients of doctors in the new 
medical building at 38 Church 
street find that their ills are nearly 
■dispelled when they enter the bright 
■ana cheery atmosphere of the cen- 
•tral waiting room in the front of 
the offices. The modern and com- 
fortable furnishings here, where 
■each patient waits for his appoint- 
ment, are in keeping with the theme 
•of comfort, convenience and econ- 
omy with which the building is de- 
signed. 

Plans for the structure began 
when a group of doctors located at 
31 Church street found they needed 
to expand and improve their facil- 
ities. These doctors now include Dr. 
Robert Barker, obstetrician and 
gynecologist; Dr. E. T. Blanch, pe- 
diatrician; Dr. Robert Griesmer, 
dermatologist; Dr. Donald McLean, 
pediatrician; Dr. John McLean, po- 
diatrist; Dr. Harry Mueller, pedi- 
atric allergist; and Dr. Harold 
Wheeler, pediatrician. 

After investigating several loca- 
tions in Winchester, they decided 
that the house belonging to Harry 
Chefalo, former selectman, at .38 
Church street could be made over 
into an excellent medical building. 
They engaged the firm of Hutchins 
and French, Architects, of Boston, 
who planned the Lewis Parkhurst 
School, to design the new building, 
and the remodeling and construc- 
tion was done by Alfred Elliott. 

The old house took on a modern 
loo!; with a front of tapestry brick 
and glass panelled door. Inside, 
remodeling included knocking out 
new doors in old walls and building 
new walls to form seven or eight 
doctor’s suites of three or four 
rooms each. Five suites are on the 
first floor, and the rest on the sec- 
ond. By June 29, 1956, the doctors 
were able to move into their new 
quarters. A new residence for the 
House of Fashion, which was in the 
old house, was constructed under 
the same roof. 

In addition to store rooms in the 
rear of the building, there is a 
lounge where doctors and their sec- 
retaries can catch a moment’s re- 
laxation between appointments. 
The doctors point out that one of 
the advantages of this type of 
medical building with combined 
offices is that they are able to have 
a fully equipped laboratory at hand, 
where testing and analysis can be 
done quickly and efficiently. 

Complete air-conditioning and 
fluorescent lighting throughout the 
building insure that patients will be 
comfortable as they glance through 
magazines from the literature rack. 
From the bright linoleum floors to 
the modernistic wood work in the 
waiting room, the Church street 
medical building is an example of 
a combination of comfort and con- 
venience.

In scanning \.he 
records we find that paintings by 
such noted artists as Herman Dud- 
ley Murphy, Stanley Woodward, 
Cyrus Dallin. William T. Kaula, 
Aldro Hibbard, Charles H. Wood- 
bury, Eliot OTlara and Elizabeth 
Lobingier have been exhibited in 
Winchester. 

Loan exhibits have come from 
the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, 
Boston Society of Water Color 
Painters and from the Guild of Bos- 
ton Artists as well as from other 
galleries. Annual exhibitions of 
Local Talent and the work of the 
High School students have been 
shown. All of these exhibits have 
been arranged and supported by the 
Art Association. 

As early as 1935 weekly Art 
Classes meeting in the Library Gal- 
lery have been sponsored by the Art 
Association. These classes are still 
continuing to give pleasure and 
good instruction to adults and chil- 
dren. , , . 

Will all of these pleasurable in- 
terests and activities have to be 
given up when the Library, of 
necessity, must use the present gal- 
lery for stacks and additional read- 
ing room space? Surely there is a 
need for a new gallery to carry on 
this fine tradition.

The Winchester Hospital Library, 
under the direction of .he Winches- 
ter Public Library and financed by 
the Kn Ka Society, has had vhe 
privilege of serving patients and 
staff at the Winchester Hospital for 
fifteen consecutive years. 

The library has grown rapidly 
since its first few years in oper- 
ation. At that time, the book *'ol- 
lection consisted of about one- 
hundred fifty hooks on deposit from 
the Public Library, and ninety-five 
purchased with funds from the Kn 
Ka Society. An average of seven- 
hundred fifty books were circulated 
each year. Books were taken vo 
each bedside by the Hospital Li- 
brarian once a week by means of 
the Coulson hook truck, another 
Kn Ka gift. 

Today, with further aid from Kn 
Ka, there is a working collection of 
five-hundred books. It consists of 
a varied selection of fiction and 
non-fiction including the latest best 
sellers. Depositing books from the 
Public Library has been discontin- 
ued. Books are now purchased as 
a permanent collection which are 
the property of tin* Winchester 
Hospital Library. 

Bedside service has increased to 
two days a week. The same fam- 
iliar Coulson book truck is stacked 
with a varied assortment of books 
and taken to each patient's bedside 
every Tuesday by the Hospital Li- 
brarian and Friday by in Kn Ka 
Hospital Library Aid. 

In the past, the books were 
housed in two makeshift bookcases 
at the end of a third-floor corridor. 
The cases and the hook truck were 
surrounded by oxygen tanks and 
wheelchairs because >f lack of 
space.

TEN LEY ALBRIGHT 


HEADS EASTER SEAL CAMPAIGN 


Miss Tenley Albright of Newton 
Center, 21-year old international 
figure skater who has given up com- 
petitive skating for medicine, has 
been named Massachusetts chair- 
man of the 1957 Easter Seal cam- 
paign of the Bay State Society for 
the Crippled and Handicapped. 

Miss Albright, daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Hollis L. Albright and a 
pre-medical student at Radcliffe 
College, began competitive skating 
at the age of 1 1 when she won the 
Eastern United States ladies' juve- 
nile championship four months 
after suffering from non-paralytic 
polio. 


MUNICIPAL FIGURES 
OF INTEREST 

The Town of Winchester is rapid- 
ly approaching the bracket of big 
business, if it has not already ar- 
rived there, having spent for all 
purposes in the year 1956, the sub- 
stantial total of $4,934,392.85. 

Town Accountant James Costello 
gave the Star this figure, stating 
that the town's expenditures in the 
past year were roughly $300,000 
more than in 1955. 

During 1956 the town took in 
from all sources $4,668,406.95, an 
amount greater by about $900,000 
than the previous year. Included in 
this figure is a temporary loan of 
$800,000 made in anticipation of 
taxes. 

At the close of 1956 the town had 
in its treasury $710,535.57, which 
was less than the year previous 
when the amount was $976,521.47 
overall. 

Mr. Costello told the Star that 
the town's revenue for 1956 actu- 
ally exceeded its expenditures by 
$157,321.43, made up of unexpend- 
ed balances and excess receipts. 
The town's general surplus at the 
close of the year was $475,401.59, 
of which there is of free cash $423,- 
074.20, an increase of $86,494.09 
over 1955. 

The water surplus for the past 
year was $23,574.97. This is $10,- 
312.89 less than the previous year. 
The town cut its funded debt last 
yeur by $42,000, leaving it at $2,- 
480,000.00. 


SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS 

Some persons who are eligible for 
social security insurance benefits 
may lose payments for one or more 
months in 1956 if they do not apply 
for their benefits before the end of 
January 1957, Gerald J. Murphy, 
district manager of the Cambridge 
social security office, said today. 

Retired workers, their depen- 
dents, or survivors whose earnings 
were $2080 or less in 1956 can get 
benefits for some months in the 
year. However, benefits can not be 
paid retroactively for more than 12 
months before the month in which 
an application is made. 

Anyone who was eligible for 
benefits in 1956 should make an ap- 
plication before the end of January 
1957 if in any month of 1956 he 
neither earned wages of $80 or 
more nor rendered substantial serv- 
ices in self-employment. He could 
be paid benefits for those months 
regardless of his total earnings in 
the year. 

A person may have earnings up 
to $1200 a year and get social secur- 
ity payments for every month in the 
year, Mr. Murphy declared. If he 
earns over $1200 in a year, benefits 
are withheld one month for every 
$80 or fraction of $80 in excess of 
$1200. However, payments are not 
withheld for any month in which 
the beneficiary neither earns wages 
of more than $80 nor renders sub- 
stantial services in self-employ- 
ment. 

After you reach 72, benefits are 
payable to you no matter how much 
you earn from then on. But earn- 
ings for the entire taxable year in 
which you reach 72 must be counted 
in determining whether payments 
can be made for months in that year 
before your 72nd birthday. 

For the reasons explained above, 
persons living in the Winchester 
area and who might be eligible for 
social security benefits in 1956, but 
who have not yet made an applica- 
tion, are urged by Mr. Murphy to 
get in touch with the Contact Sta- 
tion of the social security office, at 
the Winchester Post Office, open 
each Tuesday between the hours of 
10:30 a. m. and 12:30 p. in. without 
delay.

It is a fine 
model but a horrible mess from tee 
standpoint of beauty and architect 
tural design. 

New additions should, at least 
harm on 170 with existing style, line 
nnd mass. This has not been done. 
By clever designing, more working 
space can he given in such a way 
I that future generations could not 
I tell where the old structure stopped 
and the new parts began. The 
original plans may have notes as 
I to how this was to he done? 

The existing building has good 
I lines of roof and mass. The tex- 
ture of wall and roof surfaces were 
! not left to chance. But what have 
| we now? The new additions look 
like a new garage or fiat-topped 
chicken house. Yes, we said gar- 
age, because the largest ground- 
floor area is given over to the park- 
ing of cars. What cars? What 
modern car needs such Deluxe 
Parking? Costly? All you have to 
do is to multiply the estimated cubic 
foot cost by the number of cubic 
feet to he used for car parking. 
This is no secret. 

Note the huge flat roof areas. In 
this New England climate of snow 
and ice, fiat roofs are no help. 
What beauty is there in a box-like 
mass topped by a fiat tar-gravel, 
1 industrial type roof? 

The original architect gave U3 a 
beautiful building with sloping 
roofs covered with special thick- 
| butted, slates, to give pleasing 
shadow lines. Color, too, was care- 
fully planned. Study the main 
' roof of the existing building and 
you will see how rugged the slates 
are and how the width of each 
course changes slightly as the ridge 
is approached. Texture can add to 
the beauty of form. 

The above is to give you just a 
hint as to the many details that 
should enter into a well designed 
building. A public building should 
be as pleasing to look upon as the 
most beautiful monument. Our Li- 
brary will be there for a long, long 
time! 

In the present job, the new roof 
lines should blend with the old. And 
it seems to the writer, that the new 
additions should not look like warts, 
put up at the least possible cost 10 
fill a pressing need, more study 
space for our teen-agers? I could 
be wrong on that one. Call me if 
you do like what I say: call me if 
you do not!

It was refreshing to see in your I 
January 25 edition such a splcn j 
did summary of the case for vivi- 1 
section as that of Dr. Barger, Pres- I 
Ident of the Mass. Society for Med- j 
j icnl Research, also the corroborat- j 
I ing letter of our local Dr. Benson. | 

I yield to no person in my admir- 1 
ation and love for all our animal j 
friends; it is, in fact, almost an ob- 
session with me; hence 1 can well 
understand how officials, for in- 
stance, of such organizations as 
the Mass. S.P.C.A. can allow such 
sympathy to outweigh in their 
minds any due appreciation of the 
invaluable benefits mankind has 
gained through animal experimen- 
tation. 

A basic weak spot of the anti- 
vivisectionist’s argument against 
medical use of pound animals is, of 
course, the assumption, never clear- 
ly stated, that the average humane 
society is a rest home for ftged, un- 
wonted, or lost pets. The truth is 
that many so-called “animal shel- 
ters” function principally as execu- 
tion chambers. In their 1952 official 
report .(the lutest of which I have 
record) the American S.P.C.A. of 
New York report having handled 
233,114 cats, dogs, and other ani- 
mals for the year ending April 30, 
1952, of which more than 98 per 
cent are listed as “humanely des- 
troyed.” It is iust such — and only 
such — unwanted animals that would 
be made available under Bill 315 for 
animal vivisection, after having 
been kept the number of days re- 
quired by law. 

I refuse to believe that doctors 
and scientific men in general are a 
bunch of sadists, intent upon sub- 
jecting helpless animals to cruel and 
useless torture. Moreover, any in- 
timation that vivisection means the 
torture and carving up of thousands 
of household pets is simply untrue. 
In most experiments the subjects 
are mice, rats, and guinea pigs. 
The researchers move on to larger 
animals only when they are one step 
away from trying the procedure on 
human beings. 

I would remind the “antis” of the 
fact that if anyone in their imme- 
diate family has recovered from 
asthma, influenza, pernicious ane- 
mia, ulcers, tetanus, diabetes, or 
goiter, they can credit an animal in 
some doctor’s laboratory. To be 
thoroughly consistent they must 
debar themselves from the use — as 
Dr. Barger states — of Salk vaccine, 
penicillin, insulin, liver extract, 
hormones, etc., etc. The list is a 
long and growing one. 

In the interests of health, prog- | 
ress, and human longevity, I hope j 
and pray that the doctors may win j 
their fight, and that the anti-vivi- | 
sectionists as a real force are finish- j 
ed in America.

A Midwest safety authority to- 
night blasted law enforcement offi- 
cials for laxity in the death of over 
40,200 persons on the nation’s high- 
ways last year. 

Richard O. Bennett, speaking in 
Boston January 23, before the an- 
nual meeting of the American Mu- 
tual Liability Insurance Company’s 
Institute for Safe Living, said 
"We’ve been concerning ourselves 
too long with only drivers and 
pedestrians in traffic safety. "It is 
nigh time that we give a little at- 
tention to those who have the au- 
thority und the opportunity to 
control traffic accidents but do nor,” 
Bennett said. 

Accusing some public officials of 
"dragging their feet” on traffic law 
enforcement, he said, “What about 
the judge who handles traffic cases ? 
Is he selfishly dishing out small 
tines, suspended sentences and giv- 
ing outright dismissals to insure 
himself a long judicial life.” 

Bennett, Director of the Automo- 
tive Division of the National Asso- 
ciation of Automobile Mutual In- 
surance Companies, said some 
judges try to enhance their personal 
reputations by being suckers for a 
sob story. 

lie questions whether some mem- 
bers of the bench striving to be 
"fair” take into consideration many 
things not connected with the traf- 
fic violation. "Does he discriminate 
between offenders on the basis of 
economic level, whether they have 
an attorney, or whether a drunk 
driver could make a living if his 
license is revoked?”

Bennett told members of the In- 
stitute that all sorts of excuses have 
been advanced for not doing a good 
job of controlling traffic accidents. 
Too much horsepower in cars, poor 
highway designs, public apathy, 
teen-age* drivers and speed demons 
have been blamed, Bennett said. 

"Everyone of these is a lame ex- 
cuse. Excuses are diversionary. 
They focus attention away from 
potential solutions like enforce- 
ment.” , 

| Bennett said the three "E's of j 
traffic safety — education, engineer- 
ing and enforcement are all impor- j 
I tant — but that enforcement, applied j 
everywhere vigorously would be 
immediately effective in reducing 
1 accidents.

POUND Bill MAY AFFECT 
LOCAL PET OWNERS 


Senate Bill 315, concerning the ; 
requisition of lost and stray animals 
from animal pounds by medical 
research institutions, may have an 
effect on Winchester pet owners 
which up to this time has been 
ignored. The argument has been 
raging between the proponents of | 
the bill, institutions such as uhe j 
Massachusetts Society for Medical i 
Research and the Massachusetts 
Heart Association, and opposition ' 
from the MSPCA, the Animal Res- I 
cue League, and the Massachusetts 
Anti-vivisectionist Society. 

At a hearing Jan. 20, before the 
joint. Committee on Legal Affairs 
in the State House, controversy re- 
volved around the issues of the 
progress of medicine through ani- 
mal experimentation, the cruelty 
allegedly involved, and the right of 
the legislature to pass a law which, 
according to the opposition to the 
bill, violates the charter of humane 
societies established under law in 
this state. The bill is now awaiting 
•onsidoration in an executive ses- 
sion of the Committee on Legal 
Affairs, which will recommend 
either that bill be sent to the Sen- 
ate or discarded. 

Representative Harrison P. Chad- 
wick of 24 Everett avenue, who was 
present at the hearing, said that 
the case presented by the propo- 
nents of the bill was the best that 
ins been heard in comparison to de- 
bate on similar bills in the past. An 
outstanding speaker for the bill, he 
laid, was Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
he heart specialist who attended 
President Eisenhower during his 
llness. There were also several 
Winchester residents present. 

The issues debated at the hear- 
ng, however, may seem highly 
heoretical and idealistic to the 
iverage citizen, who is not directly 
•onnected with either the humane 
societies or the medical profession. 

This was indicated by the fact 
hat the authors of a great many 
letters received by Representative 
.’hadwick, and most of the speakers 
it the hearing, were people who had 
i direct interest in the controversy. 
What the bill might mean to a 
Winchester pet owner is a different 
matter. 

Stray dogs in Winchester are 
picked up by the town dog officer, 
dobert Heitz of 25 Water street. 
Because Winchester has no dog 
pound of its own, he takes them to 
i kennel in Woburn run by Michael 
Seminatore, where they are kept 
for the six days prescribed by law. 

As Seminatore’s is a private ken- 
nel, he is paid by the town of Win- 
chester for boarding the dogs. Stray 
dogs, it should be made clear, are 
hose without collars and tags. This 
does not include pets who are 
properly licensed. After six days 
stray dogs that have been unclaim- 
ed are turned over by Mr. Heitz to 
the Angell Memorial Hospital in 
Boston. Here the dogs are treated if 
sick, and placed in homes whenever 
possible. If, after a suitable period 
of time, no place can be found for 
the dogs, they are humanely put to 
sleep. 

Tne point at which Senate Bill 
315 would affect a dog picked up in 
Winchester is after it had been in 
the Woburn kennel for six days, the 
“minimum time . . . required be- 
fore execution under the then exist- 
ing law” as described in the bill. 
Although Winchester has no writ- 
ten contract with the Angell Memo- 
rial Hospital, and has what Dr. Eric 
H. Hanson, President of the 
MSPCA, describes as a "gentle- 
man’s agreement” with the hospital, 
this agreement comes under Lhe 
classification of "other arrangement 
with any city or town . . .’ in the 
bill, and any dog or other stray ani- 
mal taken to the hospital from 
Winchester would he eligible to be 
taken by an institution for research. 

However, as Dr. Hansen pointed 
out, this is in conflict with the pur- 
pose of the Angell Memorial Hos- 
pital and the MSPCA in general, 
and if the bill is passed, the hos- 
pital would no longer be able to 
help Winchester by handling its 
stray dogs. 

Since the medical institutions will 
need only a small percentage of the 
stray dogs now being handled by 
humane societies and pounds, ac- 
cording to a circular distributed by 
the Massachusetts Society for Med- 
ical Research, the rest would have 
to bo disposed of by some agency 
n Winchester or subsidized by the 
town. 

The administrator of the bill it- 
self would be the Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public Health, 
who at this time is Dr. Samuel 
Kirkwood of 7 Swan road.

$37,000 FOR 
ARTHRITIS RESEARCH 


Six separate fellowships totalling

"Motorists driving in New York 
State next month should make cer- 
tain they have adequate automom- 
bile insurance to meet the new 
law,” an American Automobile As- 
sociation officials warned today. 

Robert S. Kretschmar, Executive 
Secretary of AAA’s >1. ..•husetta 
Division, pointed out ch;;„ a* n«*w 
compulsory auto insurance law goes 
into effect in New York on Friday, 
February 1st. The law requires all 
motorists driving in the Empire 
State to have $10/$20,000 limits of 
public liability plus $5,000 property 
damage. These limits are higher 
than the Massachusetts compulsory 
coverage, presently requiring only 
$ 5 /$ 10 , 000 . 

"Massachusetts motorists should 
check with their insurance agents 
before driving in New York,” Kret- 
schmar said. "The New York 
statute applies even to those whoas 
cars are registered in other states.” 

If the operator of an out-of-state 
car which is not properly insured 
is involved in an accident o r in a 
traffic violation, including parking 
violations, he will lose his "right 
to operate” in New York for one 
year. 

The AAA official reported: 
"There appear to be no plans for 
road blocks nor is there expected 
to be any wholesale checking of 
out-of-state drivers in New York.” 
However, he strongly urged all Bay 
State motorists to make certain 
their insurance is adequate before 
driving in New York.

FIRE SAFETY 

IN NATIONAL ELECTRIC WEEK 

1 . . M 

A survey among towns in the 
Boston area shows that if someone 
j had not tinkered with their electri- 
cal protective devices, several hun- 
dred fires would not have occurred 
last year. 

Chief James E. Callahan of the 
Winchester Fire Department said 
I today that where the electrical pro- 
tective devices in use are not of the 
i tamper-resistant type, too many 
home owners are prone to replace 
a 15 ampere fuse with a larger 
size, namely 30 ampere. 

“Fireworks got wider publicity 
for the damages they did. but were 
I not as serious a threat to safety 
careless use of electricity,” Chief 
Callahan said today. 

The firecracker made a loud re- 
port when it exploded, hut when 
something goes wrong with the 
electrical circuit, there may be no 
warning. This is the reason why 
all electrical circuits should he pro- 
tected with the proper size fuse 
! which serves as the safety valve of 
electricity.” 

During this, National Electrical 
i Week, we should check all our 
t electrical circuits and make cer- 
i tain that the proper size fuses are 
; in these circuits. Normal home cir- 
cuits require the use of 15 ampere 
j fuses. In our latest homes there are 
| a few special appliance circuit* 
where the wiring is heavier and the 
use of 20 ampere fuses are recog- 
; nized. Make doubly sure before 
I using these 20 ampere fuses that 
your circuits are designed for 
j them. If the panel does not list 20 
i ampere circuits have your electrical 
1 contractor chock before installing 
anything larger than 15 amperes. 

If fuses blow frequently, because 
of too many appliances on one cir- 
cuit, check with the Adequate Wir- 
ing specialist at your local electric 
company. Remember: Proper fuses 
and proper wiring assures safe 
efficient and economical operation 
of your electrical equipment. 

| Fuses are designed to protect 
the circuit wiring and the cord 
attached to your appliance. They 
are not designed to protect against 
the extensive use of cords, one ex- 
tension cord plugged into another 
extension cord, running over door 
ways, under rugs and through holes 
in walls to other rooms. With too 
much of this cord in the circuit, the 
electrical characteristics are such 
that while the cords heat up and 
cause fires, there is not enough cur 
rent flowing to cause the fuses to 
blow. 

The cord on your appliance has 
sufficient capacity for the job it 
has to do and is adequately pro- 
tected by a 15 ampere fuse or fus- 
tat, provided no additional cord 
is used to supply the appliance. 
When your outlets are too far 
apart and you start running extra 
cords, look out, you can become a 
“statistic.” Call a qualified elec- 
trical contractor to install more 
outlets.

The Scholarship Foundation • on- 
sists of a representative from each 
contributing organization plus re- 
presentatives from the sustaining 
membership. Its duties — to elect a 
i chairman, secretary, and treasurer, 
i to elect the three trustees, vo ciect 
| a four member gift committee, to 
i elect the Scholarship Committee 
of four plus the principal of the 
High School. 

Members of the scholarship com- 
mit tee serve for four yearn with 
lone member retiring each year, 
i The senior member serving ns 
chairman has therefore three years 
of service before assuming vhe 
chairmanship. It is vhis commit- 
| toe that selects the winners of 
| scholarship awards and that carries 
lout the secondary purpose of vhe 
foundation "to gather and provide 
I data for others proposing vo award 
! scholarships.” 

High School students are told of 
the Foundation in the handbook 
given to them on the first day of 
school. An, assembly is held im- 
mediately .following Spring vaca- 
tion at which forms arc given vo 
eligible students — those who have 
maintained an average of 30% or 
| better during their last two years. 
One form is to be filled out by the 
applicant. The other is to be ->om- 
pleted by the parents or guardian; 
pertains to the financial situation, 
is received in strictest confidence 
and later destroyed. 

Upon the return of the applica- 
tions, two members of vhe Scholar- 
ship Committee call upon all of vhe 
teachers of all of the applicants. 
Each teacher is asked to fill out a 
chart which rates the student from 
1-10 on ability, character, citizen- 
ship, industry, leadership, maturity, 
Personality and scholarly cliarae- 
eristics. These charts and the ap- 
plications are then carefully evalu- 
ated by the Scholarship Committee 
and the final winners ■•hosen. 

I Since it is the objective of vhe 
Foundation “to stimulate, recog- 
nize and reward scholastic excel- 
lence or other outstanding merits” 
Honor Awards are also given, 
usually not more than four or live, 
to deserving students who do not 
require financial aid. 

The amount of the individual 
scholarship is made consistent with 
the chosen school or college. If a 
scholarship winner fails lo follow 
his proposed plans the scholarship 
is refunded and his case is reviewed 
in view of his new plans. In a few 
cases the Foundation has invest- 
igated and met need beyond a stu- 
dent’s first year.

LOCAL MISSIONER RETURNS 


SEVEN YEARS IN BOLIVIAN 
MISSION FOR FATHER Met ABE 

Father John J. McCabe, M.M., of 
Winchester, returned to this coun- 
try recently on furlough from the 
Bolivian missions. 

Father McCabe, the son >f Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis T. McCabe, <>f San- 
ta Ana, Calif., formerly well-known 
residents of Myrtle terrace, served 
as pastor of the Santa Ana mission 
for the past five years located on 
the outskirts of Cochabamba, high 
in the Andes Mountains. 

The Santa Ana he has known for 
the past five years is a poor strug- 
gling parish composed mainly of 
Quechua Indians. These people are 
descendents of the once powerful 
Incas who ruled most of South 
America before the coming of Co- 
lumbus. 

During his stay as pastor of 
Santa Ana, Father McCabe witness- 
ed the first group of graduates 
from the modern parochial school 
conducted by the Maryknoll Sisters. 
He also inaugurated a mobile med- 
ical clinic to help the poor in out- 
lying districts. To Father McCabe 
goes the credit for the completion 
of a new modern chapel in one of 
the Indian areas and before he left, 
he drew up plans for the building of 
a new wing for the school. 

This is Father McCabe’s second 
furlough. He first went to Bolivia 
with a pioneer group of Mary- 
knollers in 1942. On his first mis- 
sion assignment Father McCabe 
labored in the Pando region of Bo- 
livia, known as the “Green Hell” 
area for its lush foliage and dense 
and treacherous jungles. In 1949, 
after seven years, che ordinary 
length of service Maryknollers 
spend in an area before a furlough, 
Father McCabe returned to the U.S. 
On his return to the missions he 
was assigned to the Gala Cala dis- 
trict, a station high in the Andes 
Mountains. 

“The dire need of Catholics in 
South America is that of priests to 
instruct and minister to the great 
mass of her people isolated in the 
rugged mountains and teeming jun- 
gles,” reports Father McCabe. 

“Although 99 per cent of Bolivia’s 
population is Catholic in name, less 
than 25 percent are Catholic in 
practice. Although baptized, the 
vast majority of Bolivians have not 
been instructed in the fundamentals 
of the Faith, nor even cared for in 
a sacramental way, because of lack 
of priests to serve the scattered 
habitations of the inaccessible re- 
gions. To minister to some 3,500, 
000 Bolivian Catholics, there are 
only about 400 priests, approxi- 
mately one every 5,750 persons. 
Nine out of every ten Bolivians are 
Indians or metizos, and 85 per cent 
of the adults are illiterate. 

Father McCabe sees the lay apos- 
tolate as the present answer to the 
acute shortage of priests until a 
native clergy can he built up. He 
proudly boasts of two hoys from 
the Santa Ana parish presently 
studying in the seminary for the 
priesthood. In addition, two local 
gii ls have entered the convent. 

To instruct the people in the 
sacraments, Father McCabe has one 
full time and three part time cate- 
chists in his parish. In addition he 
has a group of volunteer lay teach- 
ers instructing children and adults 
in 35 to 40 classes a week. 


To reach the four mission sta- 
tions in this area, Father McCabe 
calls on the service of a sturdy 
motorcycle. No other vehicle is 
suitable on the hilly, narrow paths 
among che Quechua. 

Following his stay in this coun- 
try, Father McCabe is expected to 
return to his mission sometime in 
the summer of this year. While he 
is here, Father Gerald P. Ziegien- 
geist, M.M., of Plymouth. Mass., is 
serving as pastor of the Santa Ana 
mission. 

A native of Boston, Father Mc- 
Cabe, attended Immaculate Con- 
ception Parochial School, Boston 
College High School, and Boston 
College, before entering Maryknoll 
in 1934. Ordained to the priesthood 
in June 1942 he was assigned to 
the Maryknoll Missions in Bolivia 
shortly thereafter.

HIGH SCHOOLERS NEED 
MORE SPACE 

"Tho needs of ‘intormedintrs’ or 
high school students, of vhe great 
14 to 20 year old group, who no 
longer wish to he treated ns • hil- 
dren, should ho re. ignited by giv- 
ing them special quarters or 
for (a) leisure reading and (n) 
school reference work, with adult 
hooks available, but without dis- 
turbing adult readers.” 

(From American Public Library 
Building by Joseph Lewis Wheeler, 
Librarian and Alfred Morton '.iith- 
ons, Architect.) 

At present, the Winchester I un- 
lie Library can accommodate only 
a fraction of Winchester young 
adults of high school age who wish 
to use the Students’ Room. The 
situation becomes more acute as the 
number of registered borrowers of 
this age increases. Ninety-nine 
per cent of the 081 Winchester High 
School students are active users of 
the library. 

When the present library build- 
ing was planned, no room was set 
aside for young adults. As the 
need became apparent, a small per- 
iodical room was converted into the 
present Students’ Room. 

With every available inch in use, 
the room will seat fifteen students 
— nine of whom can he seated at 
tables — and provides shelving -or 
only a fraction of the hooks neces- 
sary for school assignments and re- 
creational reading. The materials 
and space available will not take 
care of the freshman class alone. 

Last April these prospective 
high school freshmen from the 
Winchester Junior High School and 
Saint Mary’s Junior High School — 
numbering over 200 — toured the 
Adult Library in order to become 
familiar with books and materials 
used for high school reading and 
reference assignments. At that 
time all of these eighth graders re- 
ceived a library card. Through 
these visits the library attempts to 
give hoys and girls an idea of ma- 
terials which can he of help during 
their four years of high school. Un- 
fortunately, due to lack of space, 
this material is not always in a 
place available to students. 

At 2:00 p. m. "during the High 
School Rush” it is not unusual to 
see as many as 50 young people re- 
turning books, trying to wedge 
their way into the Students’ Room 
to select a book, or attempting to 
find reference material. The en- 
tire library staff, in addition to the 
Young Adults Librarian and Refer- 
ence Librarian, at that hour of the 
day, must devote themselves to dir- 
ecting students to the hooks \:hey 
need. This often means that adults 
in the library must wait for c.heir 


hooks. The result is general agi- 
tation and a great deal of confusion. 

Because of the lack of adequate 
j shelving, many hooks on the High | 
School reading list must he kept ,n 
out-of-the-way stark areas. Fori 
the same reason, the collection of ; 
college catalogs, magazines, and 
other pamphlets for young adults is 
inadequate. The entire collection | 
of career pamphlets has to he kept i 
'n the Adult Reading Room. Since 
this is tho time when many young 
people are making plans for their 
future, it is of the utmost impor- I 
tnnoe that this material he put in ! 
one place where young adults may * 
browse at will. 

There should he a quick-rofer- j 
**nce area with encyclopedias and | 
dictionaries accessible to high 
school students. At present, i sec- 
tion of the Adult Reading Room has 
been set aside for student refer- 
ence. The natural exuberance of 
boys and girls of this age often dis- 
turbs those adult patrons who use 
the same room for quiet reading. 

To accommodate the needs of the 
young adults who use the library, a 
; 1’oom large enough to seat 45— 50 
’ people should he made available 
with sufficient shelving house a 
good collection of hooks .for juick- 
reference, class assignments and 
general reading, pamphlet material 
| and magazines. Enough space bc- 
I tween shelves and tables and chairs 
j should be provided to allow stu- 
dents to choose hooks without the 
necessity of disturbing others who 
| are reading or studying. 

The town of Winchester has al- 
ways taken great pride in its future 
I citizenry and will wish io continue 
giving this group ever possibley as- 
' sistance. 

‘‘Xo group more keenly needs the 
public library than the young peo- 
ple, especially that group from 15— 
20 years of age who are adjusting 
themselves to places in adult life. 
The stabilizing influence of hooks 
which heip them psychologically, as 
: well as vocationally and aestheti- 
i cully, is essential in the develop- 
i ment of responsible citizens.”

RARE PAINTING 
ON EXHIBITION 




The Winchester Trust Company 
has on exhibition in its Church 
street office a rare oil portrait of 
Benjamin Franklin, painted in 
Paris by the artist Joseph Silfredo 
Duplessis about 1780. The picture 
is the property of a Winchester 
resident. 

For some years this painting Las 
been the subject of considerable 
controversy, it having been con- 
sidered by picture dealers as a 
“Copy.” However, science has in 
recent years, developed methods by 
which a Museum Laboratory can 
positively identify the artist who 
originally painted the picture; and 
also make archaic the old “by guess 
and by Gorry” method. 

The x-ray of a canvas shows the 
basic lines in the foundation; then 
the brush stroke of the artist, which 
in modern methods is as positive a 
means in the identification of the 


! original painter as is the finger 
print of the individual. Other tests 
I of age and the type of pigments 
' used in the paints also pinpoint the 
! pattern. The old method of a visual 
examination of a canvas by an ex- 
perienced dealer was the only 
means at hand and such an opinion 
was, in the absence of contrary 
data, usually accepted as factual 
evidence.

PATENT TO MEPEWETHEB 

Walter J. Morowcther of 211 
Forest street was the recipient on 
January 29, of U. S. patent No. 
2,779,406, entitled “Screen For Au- 
tomobile Windows.” 

There are n number of advan- 
tages in providing the windows of 
an automobile with screens. For 
example, they add to the comfort of 
passengers when the car is in mo- 
tion and especially when it is park- 
ed at an outdoor theatre or beach 
where insects are prevalent. They 
also prevent many of the serious 
accidents that are caused by bees 
or wasps stinging the driver and 
causing him to lose control of the 
vehicle. However, notwithstanding 
these beneficial effects, most of the 
present-day automobiles are not 
equipped with screens. 

The mounting of a screen in an 
automobile presents unique prob- 
lems. It must be readily removable 
and, at the same time, be held se- 
curely against accidental displace- 
ment by vibration and wind. It 
must also have sufficient structural 
stiffness to keep its shape without 
the use of intermediate '.toss bars 
and wide frames that interfere with 


the vision or view of the driver. 

To present a solution to this 
problem, Mr. Merewether has de- 
vised a novel screen which not only 
meets the foregoing requirements 
but may also be installed without 
the inn of tools and without defac- 
ing the window frame of the ve- 
hicle. As additional advantageous 
features, it is readily adjustable to 
allow for variations in window 
s ‘Zes; it is neat and inconspicuous 
m appearance; it may he stored in 
! n minimum of space when not in 
juso; and it does not interfere with 
the normal operation of the auto- 
mobile window. 

It should he noted that no central 
joints or supports are employed in 
constructing the screen of Mr. 
Merewether’s invention, and its 
frame is so inconspicuous that tho 
screen affords practically the same 
freedom of vision as an unscreened 
window. Furthermore, the frame 
of the screen may he chrome plated 
or decorated ah desired to har- 
monize with the trim of the auto- 
mobile and thus present an unusual- 
ly attractive appearance. 

The application for this patent, 
which consists of six claims of ori- 
ginality, was filed on July 3, 1953.

BORIS GOLDOVSKY 

Colorful M. C. of Metropolitan Opera News of the Air, comes to 
Winchester March 9 to introduce and make his inimitable comments on 
the several popular operas, from which he will conduct leading members 
of the New England Opera Company in favorite passages at the high 
school auditorium. The Winchester Community Theatre is sponsoring 
the event. 


ONCE FOUND OPERA BORING 

GOLDOVSKY INTERVIEWED 
BY L. T. W. 


“Were you always interested in 
opera?'’, interviewer L.T.W. of the 
Winchester Community Theatre 
asked Boris Goldovsky, colorful 
M. C. of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company’s “Opera News of the 
Air” and dynamic director of the 
Opera School of the New England 
Conservatory of Music. 

“No-o-o-o-o” replies the engag- 
ing Goldovsky voice with a rising 
inflection. “I was trained as a pi- 
anist and conductor, I thought ope- 
ra a little boring and stilted! 

“One day, when I was about 24, 
I was invited by Dr. Lert to come 
to Philadelphia to play the piano 
score for La Boheme in his Opera 
Workshop at Curtis Institute. Sud- 
denly as I watched the company 
under Dr. Lert’s direction acting 
their parts as if they were real 
people, as well as singing beauti- 
fully, I realized opera was wonder- 
ful!, that it was only the manner 
of performance which had been 
terrible. 

“It was a revelation to me. It 
started my quest for the ideal 
opera performance.” 

Today Mr. Goldovsky directs the 
Opera School of the New England 
Conservatory of Music, heads an- 
other in Pittsburg, West Virginia, 
is a well-loved figure at the Berk- 
shire Music Center opera depart- 
ment, has written “Accents on 
Opera,” is celebrated for his “Pi- 
ano Portraits” and has completed 
tours of 20 states and Canada with 
his successful Goldovsky Opera 
Theater. 

“Where do you get your stars, 
Mr. Goldovsky,” we asked. “We 
make our stars. There are today 
many more singers with fine musi- 
cal training than there were years 
ago. We audition young singers 
from all over the country for our 
schools.” he replied. 

“What happens when a singer is 
accepted by you?” Our genial vir- 
tuoso answered, “The singer is 
taught to integrate dramatic per- 
fection with musical proficiency; in 
other words, not only to sing his 
part at top performance but to con- 
trol his facial muscles and body 
movements to identify his whole 
being with the character he is rep- 
resenting. 

“This takes endless rehearsal 
and detailed regard for each minute 
stage effect. The characterization 
must even extend off stage between 
acts so that when the singer re- 
enters the mood is clear.” 

“Is it true, Mr. Goldovsky, that 
you feel opera in America should 
be sung in English?” we query. 
“Yes,” he answered with a smile 
“I believe most American-trained 
singers cannot express themselves 
well in a foreign language. As long 
as they just stood still and sang 
that type of performance got by, 
but good acting is more than pretty 
sounds — it is the projecting of 
thoughts and emotions. Few sing- 
ers can think and feel in a foreign 
language. If opera is ‘done well’ it 
gains from being done in English.” 

“Where do you get the English 
versions, Mr. Goldovsky?” “We 
had to delve into the problem our- 
selves,” he replied. 

“Did you hire professional writ- 
ers?” we asked. “No-o-o-o, for bril- 
liant word people with no know- 
ledge of music cannot do it best. 
The sentence must go with the 
melodic line. We have searched 
original manuscripts wherever pos- 
sible and have come up with com- 
plete librettos. Sometimes we have 
also discovered musical errors re- 
peated through the years which we 
have corrected.” 

“Aral what about your future 
plans, Mr. Goldovsky, or are your 
present versatilities all-consum- 
ing?” 

“They keep me busy but I 
do have a new project, a fascinat- 
ing one. Next summer at Tangle- 
wood I shall assemble a group of 
designers and engineers ami we 
will work on new scenery mate- 
rials of plastic and light metals. 
This should affect the future of 
stage craft.” 

“Thank you, Mr. Goldovsky, for 
your sidelights on a great musical 
career.” As 1 said good bye to this 
winner of the 1954 Peabody Award 
for Outstanding Contribution to 
Radio Music I thought, Winchester 


is indeed fortunate to be host 
March 9 to one of the most inter- 
esting personalities in the musical 
world today. The town is also for- 
tunate in the organization of the 
Winchester Community Theatre 
and its president, Mrs. Carlene 
Samoiloff, whose foresight it was 
in bringing us this unique per- 
former and part of his company.

Without consideration of the 
Personnel Board’s determination of 
equitable salaries and wages of 
Town Employees within their jur- 
isdiction, the Finance Committee 
estimates the 1957 tax rate at 
$54.60. Certainly I am concerned 
with an annual increase of $74.38 
in my own real estate taxes. 

Naturally, we would all like to 
share in an addition to he 'ibrary, 
increased educational facilities, a 
skating rink and why not, cov- 
ered tennis courts, etc. The serious 
question presented is whether we 
can at this time, afford those items 
which give rise to a perennial tax 
increase without running the risk 
of ultimately drying up the most 
substantial source of revenue. 

Since the tax rate i> determined 
by the amount voted to be raised 
and appropriated divided by total 
valuation of taxable property, ei- 
ther new sources of revenue must 
be found or expenditures reduced 
before reductions can he achieved. 

Presently, there is proposed a 
State Sales Tax which, it is sug- 
gested, could be enacted into law 
with the necessary safeguards to 
provide a measure of relief for 
property owners. However, I am 
persuaded that the history of the 
use of specified tax revenues label- 
ed at their inception as “tempo- 
rary,” coupled with the probable 
costs of collection, promises no 
panacea in this respect, 

Your selectmen have suggested i 
the use of town-owned property : 
by clean, light industry. Or- ! 
tainly some of the new industries of 
this type are welcome additions u> 
a Town which uay face the joss of 
a major industry. It should be 
noted in this connection that a 
neighboring town will acquire an 
insurance company Lo broaden its 
tax structure. I believe that this 
area needs further exploitation and 
that an important measure of re- 
lief could be provided by the en- 
couragement of selected new indus- 
tries without changing the primary 
characteristics of Winchester as u 
residential community.

At an open meeting in the library 
Tuesday night, a group of forty- 
five people heard a detailed explan- 
ation of the plans for the new li- 
brary addition. With a long black- 
tipped pointer in hand, Mr. Isidor 
Richmond of the architectural firm 
of Isidor Richmond and Carney 
Goldberg of Boston described the 
construction and function of the 
two proposed wings, using enlarg- 
ed floor plans and a scale model. 

One wing will connect at an 'in- 
gle to the northwest corner of what 
is now the children’s room, and will 
form a new, much larger children’s 
room on the first floor, and contain 
offices for the library staff and read- 
ing rooms on the second. The other 
wing will join onto the north end of 
the library, facing Washington 
street. This wing will be one story 
high, and hold an auditorium or ex- 
hibition hall and several small 
rooms. A courtyard between the 
two wings will be used for parking. 

The total cost of this construction 
is placed at $396,000. 

Mr. Richmond stated that he and 
his partner made an extensive 
study of branch libraries in and 
around New England before start- 
ing on this project. He said the new 
design was influenced by the beauty 
and solid construction of the pres- 
ent building, and the exterior de- 
sign of the wings will be harmo- 
nious with the existing building in 
color and texture, although the cost 
of building the new wings entirely 
of the same kind of granite as the 
old would he prohibitive. 

He described the site of the h 
Ibrary as “just what an architect 
j loves to get his hands on,” and de- 
signed the back wing to take full 
'advantage of the view over the 
1 pond. 

At the end of Mr. Richmond’s 
,talk there was an extended ques- 
tion period, during which such sub 
jects as air-conditioning, lighting, | participating 
and use of space were brought up, 
and the amount of increase in the 
tax rate necessary to finance the 
new wings was discussed.

CHARLES HADLEY WATKINS 


Charles Hadley Watkins >f Mid 
j dleton, formerly of Winchester, 
I died suddenly Tuesday, February 
1 19, in Washington. Ho suffered a 
1 stroke three weeks ago, shortly 
I after arriving in Washington ,o act 
as head of tht* National Historic 
Sites Commission, to which ho had 
been appointed in 1955 by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. 

Mr. Watkins was long identified 
with the insurance business as 
broker, Boston agent and chairman 
of the hoard of tht* Excelsior Insur 
a nee Co., of Syracuse. Ho lived 
for many year., at 2 Ridgefield 
road, leaving town in 1953 to go to 
Middleton where he and his wife 
bought and restored a 1750 house. 

Mr. Watkins was the son of Rev. 
T. Corwin, and Emma H. Watkins, 
lit* was born December 1, 1886, in 
Boston, was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1909 and received an hon- 
orary degree of A.M. in 1942. 

Mr. Watkins had been active con- 
tinually in Harvard affairs over ihe 
past 48 years, serving as a former 
class agent and chairman of ihe 
Harvard Fund; director of the Har- 
vard Alumni Association and as 
chairman of the Committee of Dec- 
orative Arts for the Harvard Ter- 
centenary in 1936. 

He also served as chairman of the 
committee which restored the fam- 
ous Dana- Palmer House on Quincy 
street, Cambridge; secretary and 
later president of the Harvard Club 
of Boston and vice president of the 
Associated Harvard Clubs. 

He was a trustee of Mt. Ida Jun- 
ior College; treasurer of the Sharon 
Sanitorium, director of Silas Pierce 
& Co., Ltd., and treasurer of the 
Lantern League of the Old North 
Church. 

While in Winchester Mr. Wat- 
kins was actively identified with 
the Unitarian Church, serving .is 
chairman of the standing and build- 
ing committees of the church and 
acting as toastmaster at the ban- 
quet which celebrated the comple- 
tion of the church parish house. 

He was active in the Winchester 
Art Association, which he served 
as president, and he was one of the 
residents of the town to give a one- 
man exhibit in the Library Art Gal- 
lery, showing a part of his fine col- 
lection of etchings. He was pres- 
ident of the National Early Amer- 
ican Glass Club. 

He was also a former vice pres- 
ident of the Second National Bank 
of Malden and trustee of the Tewks- 
bury State Hospital and Infirmary. 

Mr. Watkins was a member of 
the Harvard Club of Boston, the 
Union Club, the Club of Odd Vol- 
umes and the Century Association 
of New York. 

He was also a member of the 
visiting committee of. the Busch- 
Reisinger Museum of Harvard and 
of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

Secretary of the Society for the 
Preservation of Covered Bridges, 
he also belonged to the Society for 
the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities, the Essex Institute of 
Salem, the Middleton Historical So- 
ciety, Rush Light Society, and vhe 
Cape Ann Littoral and Historical 
Society. 

Mr. Watkins was long active in 
affairs of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and in 1912 helped io 
raise money to meet pressing needs 
of the orchestra. 

As treasurer of the Lantern 
League, he played an important 
part in raising the money i>» re- 
build the steeple of the Old North 
Church. This led to hi*' first meet- 
ing with President Eisenhower, 
when he went to Washington to 
present a watereolor hv Forrest 
Orr of the Old North Church with 
steeple restored. 

He leaves his wife. Laura (Wood- 
side); a son, C. Malcolm, associate 
curator of the Smithsonian Na- 
tional Museum in Washington; a 
brother. F. Webb of Shelburne 
Falls, and a sister, Mrs. Ralph G.

The female of eerie fascination 
who works her will upon others — 
the male sex in particular- is a 
familiar figure on our stage. Tho 
practice of feminine witchery is as 
universal as eating (as most of us 
have discovered), but John Van 
Druten had the intriguing idea of 
introducing a dash of mediaeval 
witchcraft into a modern situation, 
and weaving therefrom a play. 

A modern young woman possess- 
or! of supernatural gifts is not too 
believable a character, but such is 
Mr. Van Dru ten’s craftsmanship 
and skill of the theatre that he con- 
trives to keen the idea steadily en- 
tertaining. True, the middle section 
of his comedy lapses into conven- 
tional love business, with its well- 
known ups and downs, but his skill 
in previous and subsequent portions 
more than makes up, and the play 
as a whole provides a pleasant eve- 
ning's diversion. 

No doubt, too, the deftness of 
the Parish Players had something 
to do with it. It was indeed pleas- 
ant to see this veteran cast with 
their skilful interplay and acting 
talent milk all the goodness out of 
this somewhat naive concoction, 
and emerge with characters so hu- 
man and colorful. 

Who would choose between Mar- 
ian Blake and Jacqueline Sibley as 
the bright particular star of this 
play? Certainly not this reviewer! 
From the curtain’s rise, both were 


equally at home in their parts and 
entrenched in the hearts of their 
audience. From tho sinistei gleam 
in her eyes as she cast, her first 
spell through growing tenderness 
as she yielded in turn to the spell 
of Romance, to withering scorn and 
righteous indignation in the final 
art, Marian, as alway , played the 
part for everything there was in 
it. And can she use her eyes! 

Into the part of the eccentric 
aunt Jacqueline poured her theat- 
rical bag of tricks — tho simper, the 
slink, the exuberance, the gestures, 
the giggles, the grimaces — and 
from it all emerged a character 
that added color, vivacity and 
charm to the evening's enjoyment. 
An intriguing portrayal. 

As for Henry Fitts, his talents 
seem to grow with each impersona- 
tion. We envy him his naturalness 
and ease of manner. ( Anri good- 
looking. too! Or is "handsome’' the 
word? "Handsome” is the word!) 
Thanks to the skill of both, his 
love scenes with Marian Blake -it 
corns to me — gave the illusion of 
reality - something amateur love 
scenes rarely do. 

In lessor parts, George Hobb, Jr., 
lent the role of Nicky Holroyd a 
pleasing personality and a well- 
rounded impersonation; while Bob 
Blake, a • the magician without the 
"temperament’* or "nerve” for it, 
did his usual efficient job in a diffi- 
cult part. 

What can one say of Piowacket 
(nee Petroushka Archibald) except 


that, she came through with flying 
colors .just, being her own dclight- 
! ful self! Not that she failed to show 
an occasional flash of temperament, 
but then, an actress is entitled to 
that. And histrionic talent, we 
learn, runs in her family. (We won- 
der what she really thought! C6uld 
it be, perhaps: "There go those 
crazy humans, up to their silly 
j tricks again.

A man who smokes less than a pack 
a day has about one chance in 30 
of developing the disease. The non- 
smoker has about one chance in 270 
of developing it." 

A few years ago when scientists 
finished their research on cigarette 
tobacco and announced their find- 
ings, the manufacturers of cigar- 
ettes realized that the revealed 
truth of it was more than a passing 
concern to them. They could not 
deny the fact that several injurious 
chemicals were found. Something 
must be done about it, their fortune 
depended upon increasing sales and 
a cessation was impending. Then 
there was a rush to make filters, 
that allegedly, would make smok- 
ing safe. Each manufacturer ex- 
ploited his own. 

Scientists have found that, to 
date, filters do not make cigarette 
smoking harmless. “An American 
Cancer Society study of nearly 200,- 
(100 middle-aged men has reported 
that smoking apparently increases 
the risk of death from coronary 
heart attacks, as well as from lung 
cancer.” 

Following a temporary lull in the 
activity of sales of cigarettes, as 
well as of whiskey, there has been 
a great increase of both, due to a 
tremendous expenditure of adver- 
tising in newspapers and mag- 
azines. Convinced that it “pays to 
advertise,” full - page advertise- 
ments were made attractive by 
skilled artists who seek to allure 
and beguile. Pretty girls and smil- 
ing boys appear happy by indul- 
gence. The alcoholic smilingly dis- 
plays his favorite brand in a way 
to tempt the thoughtless and un- 
wary Thus millions are spent in 
promoting the sale of non-essentials 
that injure and debauch. 

The manufacturers of whiskey 
keep the Alcoholism Boston Com- 
mittee and Alcoholics Anonymous 
busy night and day, faithfully serv- 
ing the fallen in ways considered

John A. Volpe, prominent Malden 
contractor, has resumed his duties 
as president of the John A. Volpe 
Construction Company in Malden 
after an absence of four years.

RED CROSS QUOTA RAISED 


Winchester's quota for the 1057 
campaign of the local chapter of 
the American Red Cross has been 
raise*! $800, to a total of $10,500 
which must he secured in the town, 
according to Robert M. Edgar, *21 
Oxford street, fund campaign 
chairman. 

At a meeting hold on Monday 
night of this week. Chairman Ed- 
gar told the local chairmen of the 
1057 fund that word had come from 
national headquarters of the Red 
Cross to Royee II. Randlett. board 
chairman of Winchester Chapter, 
that the increase is necessary, as a 
part of an additional five million 
dollars which has been added to the 
National Red Cross 1057 Campaign. 

“The Red Cross, since July 1, 
105b,” Edgar told the local chair- 
men, "has expended its entire dis- 
aster budget of four million dollars. 
Recent critical flood situations have 
inflicted very heavy destruction on 
Eastern Kentucky, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Tennessee, necessitat- 
ing extensive relief operations. 
These places may seem a very long 
way from Winchester, but that is 
the purpose of the Red Cross to 
aid all Americans when they need 
it. 1 am quite sure that we shall 
have no difficulty in persuading res- 
idents of Winchester to do, as they 
always have, their proportionate 
part in quickly restoring the na- 
tional Red Cross disaster fund to 
a point where it will be ready to 
give immediate relief to distressed 
Americans wherever disaster may 
strike in 1057. 

"We, who are secure in our 
homes, want to he ready to help 
less fortunate Americans whose 
homes have been taken from them 
-or damaged in some manner, by 
tinforseen disaster. No community 
can ever be sure that fire, tornado, 
•>r some other disaster may not vis- 
it it at anytime. The Rod Cross 
must he kept ready, with funds 
available, to move quickly and 
sufficiently, wherever disaster 
strikes.” 

Chairman Edgar announced at 
Monday’s meeting that Otis W.

named as co-precinct chairman of 
Precinct 6, for the one-day, house- 
to-house campaign which will he 
conducted in Winchester on Sun- 
day. March 10, to secure the neces- 
sary $19,500 in contributions from 
the residents of Winchester. 

He also explained to the local 
chairmen, some of the other dis- 
aster events in the Red Cross’ fis- 
cal year ’56-57 which, totalling 115 
disasters, resulted in the wiping 
out of the disaster budget of the 
national organization. Among 
these, Edgar said, were the Hurri- 
cane Flossy, during which the Red 
Cross spent $790,000 in relief work; 
the Andrea Dorea Ship Disaster, 
$80,000; Hurricane Betsy- Puerto 
Rico, $2,937,500; and Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia floods and 
tornadoes $214,400. 


"These are only a few of the 115 
disasters into which the Red Cross 
moved promptly and efficiently,” 
said Edgar. "Some of the money 
used in these instances to give 
prompt relief to families who were 
suffering bitter hardships came 
from Winchester’s contributions to 
the 1956 Red Cross Campaign. 

"There certainly is no telling 
when disaster may strike in 1957 — 
or where — and the Red Cross must 
he ready to meet it. Here in Win- 
chester we must all do our part, 
even though our quota for 1 057 is 
still a modest one and can he raised 
quickly if everyone will contribute 
his, or her, share.”

HOOVER COMMISSION 
RECOMMENDATIONS SEEN 
IN NEW TOWN BUDGET 

Presentation M vhe Town Budget 
as a program of services lo he ren- 
dered rath or than as details of 
! items to he purchased is vhe uit- 
! standing new development inaug- 
j u rated by vhe Fiscal Survey Co.n- 
mittee and described in .he :orth- 
! coming Town Report. The Com- 
mittee will say “Program budgeting 
in a systematic form is a new de- 
velopment in municipal govern- 
ment that is spreading rapidly. 
Recommended by Hie Hoover Com- 
j mission for the federal government, 
jit has been urged by experts .is a 
sound approach for lesser govern- 
I ment units. They state that ;hc 
‘plan is rapidly earning perfor- 
mance niche far itself in vhe admin- 
istration of government at all 
levels in the United States. This 
recognition stems from its superi- 
ority first, as an improved instru- 
ment of management . . . ; second, 
as a more meaningful and effective 
device in the hand of the legislative 
body for evaluating and controlling 
financial operation . . . ; and vhird, 
as a plan more comprehensible vo 
the individual citizen’.” 

In defining what such a system is 
the Committee explains vhat “a 
budget is an expression in financial 
terms of a specific plan, or pro- 
gram, for a definite future period. 
Every single operation of govern- 
ment proceeds according to i plan, 
or program, whether or not .hat 
program is spelled out in n system- 
atic, or detailed manner. In ’.he 
! preparation of all budget requests 
there has always and necessarily 
been some plan of activities, outline 
of projects to he done, or schedule 
of work to be accomplished, though 
this plan may have been sketchy, 
informal, or even never reduced .o 
writing.” 

“Urogram budgeting simply sys- 
tematizes these plans, formal or 
informal, as previously made. It 
envisions setting these programs 
down on paper in such manner that 
the ideas, and needs, may be com- 
municated vo, and understood by, 
all reviewing boards, che town 
meeting members, and the citizens 
of the town generally.” For this 
year this type of budgeting is of 
an introductory character, only a 
few of the larger departments hav- 
ing been called on to follow com- 
pletely the new procedure. 

All departments have, however, 
prepared information in accordance 
with a prescribed new and uniform 
classification of accounts, as out- 
lined in the new Town Budget and 
Accounting Manual, prepared by 
this committee. In this it is point- 
ed out that “Winchester has had in 
the past no manual, no general and 
detailed guide to the departments 
to aid them in determining what 
form of budget document is expect- 
ed of them, or what terminology *>r 
description of items ... is called 
for. As a result there has been no 
uniformity, hut instead wide diver- 
sity, of preparation .and presenta- 
tion. Recently there has been a 
strong and growing movement 
throughout this country and Can- 
ada to standardize procedure and 
to adequately guide department of 
ficers through well prepared and 
comprehensive b u d g e t instruc- 
tions.” This new financial infor- 
mation method “permits, for the 
first time in Winchester, a classi- 
fication of expenses by which sim- 
ilar items in any and all depart- 
ments are uniformly identified. 
Thereby, the cost to the town of 
any one item, service, or type or 
expenditure can be readily deter- 
mined.” 

A master copy of all such budget 
information as it was submitted by 
the vurious departments is now on 
public view in the office of the town 
accountant. Any citizen of the town 
may read it there nnd study all or 
any part of it. This informative 
compilation is much more .n detail 
than the summarized version pub- 
fished in the Town Warrant and 
Finance Committee report.

More Academic Honors To Winchester 


Four seniors nt W inchester High School have been commended by 
the National Merit Scholarship ( corporation for distinguished perform- 
ance* in its nationwide search for students of unusual ability, according 
to Principal W. Howard Niblock. 

The students honored are: Robert A. Kugler, Brenda K. McGowan, 
Frances N Swisher, and Sara J. Woodward. 

They have also been named Massachusetts state runners-up in the 
1957 Merit Scholarship competition. 

“The seniors honored today are among the top one or two percent 
in ability in the state, according to John M. Stalnaker, president of 
NMSC. "While they did not quite reach the finals of the 1957 Merit 
Scholarship competition, their unusual promise deserves recognition. 
Indeed, we want to encourage every one of them to make a special cfTort 
to obtain the best college education possible. Both student and country 
will profit.” 


As state runners-up. the local 
students will be sent, letters of rec- 
ommendation by NMSC for use in 
applying to the colleges they wish 
to attend. 

The National Merit Association 
competition provides the largest 
system of privately financed schol- 
arships offered in the United 
States. High schools may enter 
their most outstanding students in 
the annual competition. The first 
hurdle the students face is the 
“Scholarship Qualitiying Test,” a 
high-level measurement of poten- 
tial ability to benefit from a college 
education. 

This year over 166,000 outstand- 
ing seniors from 12,500 high schools 
entered, with 750 four-year schol- 
arships worth an estimated $3.75 
million at stake. 

NMSC was established in 1955 
through grants of $20.5 million 
from the Ford Foundation and the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 
Over forty business and industrial 
firms offer four-year scholarships 
through its facilities. 

The results of this year’s Nation- 
al Merit Scholarship Corporation 
program has indicated some very 
interesting statistics of significant 
importance to the Town of Win- 
chester. The 166,581 boys and girls 
from all over the country who par- 
ticipated in the quest for the four- 
year college scholarships are se- 
lected from the top ten percent of 
their high school’s senior class. 
This group represents the best stu- 
dents in all private and public 
schools in the United States. 

Of the 31 seniors from our high 
school who entered the scholastic 
competition, Winchester had four 
students place in the national fi- 
nals: Kirby Baker. Bradley Ross, 
Mary Kiley, and Whitney Smith. 
This accomplishment places these 
students in the top one or two per 
cent nationwide. The four students 
honored as state runners-up (Rob- 


ert A. Kugler, Brenda K. McGowan, 
Frances N. Swisher and Sara Jane 
Woodward) placing in the top one 
or two percent in ability in the 
state gives Winchester over 25 per 
cent of its group in the highest rat- 
ings possible in the Merit Scholar- 
ship competition. 

Another fact of significance is 
that the entire group of 31 seniors 
was placed in the upper 25 per cent 
in the quantitative section of the 
test, and in the upper 12 per cent in 
the verbal section of the examina- 
tion. 

A record such as this made by 
Winchester High School students 
indicates the excellent qualifica- 
tions and backgrounds our students 
take with them into national com- 
petition. Our community should 
take just pride in the caliber of 
Winchester students and the pro- 
gram of studies, high standards, 
and quality of leadership set by our 
Winchester teaching stafT, when 
competition such as the NMSC pro- 
vides indicates our students are 
placing in the top percentiles of the 
outstanding students in the United 
States. 


ADDRESSED 

CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE 


Winchester's representative, Har- 
rison Chadwick, took a day off from 
the Massachusetts legislature last 
week to visit the Connecticut legis- 
lature. While there, he addressed 
the Connecticut lawmakere on com- 
parative procedures in the legisla- 
tive bodies of Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and New York. Among 
other things. Rep. Chadwick said 
that if his bill to install an electric 
rollcall machine in the Massachu- 
setts House were passed 100 hours 
would be saved in each session and 
that this amounts to 24,000 man- 
hours since there are 240 members.

Many young people who have grown up and married are going out 
of Winchester because they cannot afford to live in the old home town. 

With them goes bred-in-the-bone Winchester stock that Is a real asset 
to the future of the community. 

The same is true of the residents in the twilight of life who have 
contributed to the Winchester we have known over the years, and want 
to spend the remainder of their lives in the tow n they love. How many 
such residents we have seen move out of town to .Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut or to other communities where the tax burden is 
less heavy. 

Nor is it only the young and the old who will be hit by a substantial 
lax increase this year. The family of modest means in its own home, 
is going to find it hard to meet even a $5.00 increase. 

Winchester has spent a lot of money lately. Its appropriations 
have mounted yearly. This is not peculiar to Winchester, of course, 
but it is still a fact. Our recent school building program, exclusive of 
furnishings and architects’ fees for the senior and junior high schools, 
cost $2,210,134.51, and if we are to believe the school authorities, more 
buildings and additions are in the immediate offing. 

The overhead railroad will add directly and indirectly to Win- 
chester’s tax burden. We have just begun to adjust our pay scale for 
teachers and town employees to conform with the going rates in com- 
parable communities. This adjustment is bound to cost more and more 
as time goes on and new teachers and employees are necessary. The 
State financial condition is bound to have its impact on us all. 

There comes a time in every business after large capital outlays 
when a leveling-ofT period is necessary, when further expenditures, ex- 
cepting those vital to the business, are carefully scrutinized, and gene- 
rally postponed until the business has a chance to absorb past expendi- 
tures and adjust itself to the increase in operating expenses such 
capital outlays produce. 

A town, or city, is also a business, generally larger, it is true, but 
still no different in principles of operation from a factory, market or 
shoe shop. Communities also need leveling-off periods. This may be 
a good year for Winchester to start. 

Most of the expenditures for the town departments cannot he cut 
too much. They pay for services for which the town has indicated a 
desire. We must also keep in mind a new school for the West Side 
hill district, to say nothing of another lire station in that same locality, I 
and a probable addition for the newly remodelled and enlarged high j 
school.

FIRES 

Firefighters made a number of 
runs to the Town Dump this week. 
Chief Callahan warns residents 
; using the dump to avoid throwing 
! away hot and smouldering ashes 
i from fireplaces or incinerators as 
i this seems u> he the way many of 
the fires start. 

The first call came at 10:40 Sat- 
urday morning for a “hot spot’’ in 
the rubbish. This was a fire that 
the dump caretaker had already put 
out, but which was still smoking. 
At 2:20 that afternoon box 35 was 
rung in from the street for a pile 
of rubbish burning at the dump. 

At 9:52 Monday morning, box 35 
was rung in from the fire station 
for a fire at the dump which re- 
quired five hours labor to bring un- 
der control. Over 2,000 feet of hose 
were used in combating the fire. 

Again on Tuesday morning at 
8:30 the dump became a trouble 
spot, and a hull dozer was used to 
clear away the smouldering rubbish 
| so firefighters could douse the heart 
of the fire. They worked for three 
hours. 

A series of brush kept the fire- 
fighters busy when they were not 
at the dump. At 5:00 p. m. Friday 
a grass fire was extinguished near 
27 Sunset road. 

Two fires were reported in the 
Town Forest, one near Grove street 
at 2:37 Saturday afternoon, and 
the other at 1:45 Sunday afternoon 
near Wellington road. Both fires 
were small, and firefighters used 
! brooms to extinguish them. In 
this method the fire is swept back 
into the already burned section so 
it will die out. 

Brooms were also used for a 
brush fire near Johnson road at 
1:00 p. m. Saturday. Arlington and 
Winchester fire departments were 
both present at a brush fire on Trin- 
ity road at 12:05 Sunday afternoon, 
and after extinguishing the fire on 
the Winchester side of the line left 
j the operation in charge of Arling- 
j ton. 

Two brush fires during the first 
of the week were at 60 Franklin 
road at 2:16 p. m. Monday, and at 
j 54 Emerson road at 9:01 Tuesday 
morning. Box 263 was rung in for 
the former blaze. 

Firefighters were roused out at 
3:20 Wednesday morning to an- 
swer a report of wires burning in 
a tree in front of 1 1 Lloyd street. 
They remained until an Edison re- 
pairman arrived. 


EARTHWORM GAINS ATTENTION 
AS FISHING, FARMING BEGIN 


Again with spring at hand, peo- 
ple turn to the earthworm as a lure 
for fish and fertilizer of gardens. 

Sometimes called fishworms, an- 
gleworms, nightcrawlers, d e w 
worms and rain worms, the multi- 
tudinous wigglers have served man- 
kind since antiquity, the National 
Geographic Society says. 

Cleopatra guarded the rich Nile 
Valley worms as a state secret. 
Naturalist Charles Darwin doubted 
“whether there are many other 
animals which have played so im- 
portant a part in the history of the 
world as have these lowly organiz- 
ed creatures.*’ Others have called 
them the world’s first plowmen, 
chemists, irrigation systems and 
fertilizer factories. 

From burrows lacing the soil, the 
worms venture to the surface at 
night to feed on decaying plants 
and other organic material. Some- 
times they drag the provender un- 
derground to eat at leisure. The 
digested product is a black sub- 
stance called the earthworm cast- 
ings, a powerful natural fertilizer. 
Some authorities say that fruit and 
vegetables grown in such enriched 
soil have more flavor and often 
greater size. 

Prodigious Workers 

The worms’ burrows help the 
earth to hold air and moisture. Up- 
ward of 50,000 earthworms inhabit 
each acre, Darwin estimated. Over 
15 tons of soil per acre may be 
brought to the surface each year by 
the untiring “cultivators.’’ 

Earthworms came into commer- 
cial importance in recent years. An 
Ohio fishing-tackle firm recently 
ordered 25,000,000 lobworms (lug- 
worms that burrow in sandy places) 
from England. Millions of Egypt- 
ian worms have been exported to 
the United States to fertilize soils. 
A Washington, D. fishing hobby- 
ist decided to raise a few for his 
personal use, later to find himself 
in the earthworm business with an 
inventory of 2,000.000 worms. 

An Arlington, Virginia, resident 
some years ago treated his barren 
backyard with earthworm castings. 
Today, tomuto vines climb almost 
to the eaves of his bungalow. His 
flowers are the envy of his neigh- 
bors. 

A New York City student earned 
his way through college selling 
worms to anglers. A “worm farm” 
near Hereford, England, sold more 
than 1,000,000 specimens between 
last June and September to fisher- 
men seeking trout, perch, roach and 
grayling. The redder worms are, 
anglers say, the more attractive 
they are to fish. 

To satisfy increasing demands, 
worms often are packed in tins with 
preparations that feed and insulate

them from undue heat and cold. 
Tins for individual fishermen may 
contain only a hundred specimens. 
Huge commercial shipments for 
fishing interests and agriculturists 
move by truck or train. 

Earthworms live in all parts of 
the world where conditions are fav- 
orable. They have been found at 
15,000-foot elevations in the Andes 
Mountains. In Australia worms 
sometimes grow 10 feet long as 
compared to the 10-inch whopper 
of the United States. Some peoples, 
including the Maoris of New Zea- 
land, use worms for food.

This is Red Cross week-end in 
Winchester! 

Nearly five hundred residents of 
the town will, commencing today, 
ring doorbells throughout vhe town 
in order to secure $19,500 to meet 
the Winchester Chapter’s quota in 
the 1957 National Red Cross Cam- 
paign. 

The doorbell ringing will be by 
495 women and men who have vol- 
unteered their time and services, 
determined that on next Sunday— 
Red Cross Sunday in Winchester — 
word will he flashed to state Red 
Cross headquarters that Winchester 
is among the first communities to 
over-subscribe its quota for 1957. 

At an enthusiastic meeting of 
Committee Chairmen and Precinct 
Captains this week, 1957 Chairman 
Robert M. Edgar of 21 Oxford 
street, said that “I share your en- 
thusiasm that on Sunday, March 1. 
we shall be able to send word that 
Winchester residents have again 
met their obligations as American 
‘neighbors’ and oversubscribed their 
Red Cross quota for 1957.” 

Those assembled in the vestry of 
the First Congregational Church 
for the pre-campaign meeting were 
told that every resident is to he 
urged to give something for the Red 
Cross campaign. One precinct cap- 
tain reported that, in many cases in 
former years, neighborhood solici- 
tors have been told that “my hus- 
band gives at his business address.” 

It was agreed that, in this year’s 
Red Cross campaign in Winchester, 
the solocitor would agree chat 
“that’s fine, but how about giving 
a token additional contribution, r,o 
we can put our town over the lop, 
quickly ?” 

The funds solicited will be taken 
to the Winchester Trust Company 
next Sunday afternoon. There, un- 
der the direction of Miss Helen M. 
Monroe, campaign treasurer, they 
will be tabulated. 

Those at the meeting were told 
hy Chairman Edgar that “either the 
precinct captains or the individual 
neighborhood solicitors may bring 
their collections to che Winchester 
Trust Company. 

“We hope, however, that the in- 
dividual solicitors will bring them 
in, for in that manner we shall 
get our total tabulated more quick- 
ly. A committee of local Red Cross 
workers will be on hand to welcome 
all solicitors nnd we hope we shall 
see many of our 495 volunteers at 
the Trust Company early on Sun- 
day afternoon.” 

Special Gifts Chairman Ralph H. 
Bonnell, Jr., of 7 Lockeland roud 
told the meeting that preliminary 
work among the special gifts list 
has already indicated that this por- 
tion of the campaign will “do well 
this year, as we have found a real- 
ization that, in addition to the need 
for funds for the regular work of 
the Red Cross, something *'xtra 
must be secured this year in order 
to replenish the national disaster 
fund which has been exhausted by 
the 115 disaster relief campaigns 
in which the Red Cross has parti- 
cipated in the past year.” 

1957 Fund Chairman Edgar om- 
phasized that “we all need \.o give 
just a little more than usual, ;.*or 
again I want to point out that it 
could he in Winchester that a disas- 
ter might strike. The Red Cross 
disaster fund is really American 
neighbors helping other American 
neighbors, no matter where they 
may live. It’s a fund which ail 
Americans want to keep replenish- 
ed.”

AN OPEN LETTER 
TO ALL LEATHER WORKERS 

Dear Members: 

It is about time that you were 
informed of the true facts concern- 
ing the problem of Beggs & Cobb 
Tanning Company and our Union. 

In our negotiations of 1955 vhe 
Officials of Beggs & Cobb stated 
time and time again thnt without 
added productivity they would not 
be able to continue operations at 
the Winchester Plant. As a re- 
sult, the workers went to a mass 
meeting nnd voted to return to work 
and accept the Company’s Incentive 
System, of which Management 
claimed w’ould enable them to oper- 
ate the plant at 24 packs or more. 
Since w’e have resumed work, the 
highest increase in packs were 20, 
which lasted only a short time. 

At a meeting between Union and 
Management, it was proposed to 
your Union Officials a plan to re- 
schedule the Regular Work Week 
so as to enable the plant to operate 
6 consecutive days instead of 5 
days. This plan was rejected by 
your officials because they felt as 
long as the Regular W'ork Week 
was agreed to at the 1955 Negotia- 
tions and accepted by both parties, 
that to change it would be a viola- 
tion of our agreement, and that if 
we accepted it, it would also mean 
that some workers would have to 
work Saturday’s for straight time, 
in order to get their forty hours of 
work. The Company has tried vo 
make it appear that the Union has 
refused to co-operate with them in 
this matter. “Now you be the 
judge.” 

At a recent meeting between 
Management, your Business Ajjent, 
the Union Council and che President 
of your local, it was proposed that 
since the Company claimed that be- 
cause of their customers’ demand 
for pasted leather that they had a 
chance to establish a good market 
and that this plan would only in- 
volve 2 departments, namely, the 
setting-out and the pasters of the 
Grain shop; that we would recom- 
mend to these 2 departments to 
accept this plan provided that the 
Company and Union would set a 
specified period of time, and after 
such time, if the Company wished 
to continue this schedule, then they 
would pay the premium of time and 
one half for any time worked on 
Saturday’s. This Company refused. 
“Now who is kidding whom?” 

The Plant Manager stated in his 
recent letter, that because of the 
Union’s refusal to co-operate with 
them, they were forced to drop pro- 
duction to 12 pack. “Now who is to 
blame?” It is their lack of fore- 
sight and mismanagement ihat is 
to blame, because they claim that 
they could see this condition com- 
ing months ago, but were unwilling 
to accept the provision of the con- 
tract agreed upon and pay the 
premium of overtime for Saturday 
work. Your Union Officials have 
bent over backward to help to put 
the Company back on its feet. But, 
when it seemed that they were 
about to balance themselves, they 
became weak in the knees and top- 
pled over for which the Union and 
its Members are being blamed. 

It’s about time they realized that 
if they utilized their time, money, 
and so-called Geniuses in making 
the fine quality leathers that Beggs 
& Cobb has been known for; instead 
of fighting and trying to break the 
Union, only then could they see a 
future for the Company.

Many nnd varied have been v,he 
methods employed by the Ways and 
Means Committee of \,he Winches- 
ter Mothers’ Association vo raise 
funds for the Winchester Scholar- 
ship Foundation, but always v.he 
same story over and over of so 
many people giving unselfishly of 
their time and energy so that the 
Winchester Scholarship Foundation 
might be a permanent and worth- 
while organization, a completely 
American afFair that knows no 
boundaries of race or religion. 

Unfortunately the records at hand 
do not or could not name everyone 
involved but possibly a brief re- 
view with available names might 
prove interesting.

Editor of the Star: 

It may be of interest to some of 
your readers to know something 
concerning the finances of v’ne Boy 
Scouts. The Fcllsland Council, of 
which Winchester is a member, re- 
ceives a substantial portion of che 
funds necessary for operations 
from the Community Fund drive. 

This year our share amounted to 
$16,620. However, as the basic 
outline of the budget for council 
operations shown below indicates, 
this is not sufficient to bear ihe on- 
tire expense. 

The Community Fund -'an in- 
crease the allocation to the Boy 
Scouts only in proportion to the 
total increase which may be sub- 
scribed in future campaigns. In or- 
der to make up the difference, the 
community fund approves and au- 
thorizes Sustaining Membership 
campaigns. 

The purpose of adult membership 
in scouting is to help boys do in 
scouting that which they can not 
do for themselves. Some members 
serve in administrative capacities 
such as the scoutmaster who may 
give as much as four or five 
hundred hours of his time a year. 

The sustaining membership pro- 
vides an opportunity for those who 
are unable to give of their time to 
give financial support and vhus 
play a responsible part in the 
Scouting movement. A sustaining 
membership gives one an oppor- 
tunity to identify one’s self with a 
national movement lending finan- 
cial and moral support to a pro- 
gram whose purpose is the develop- 
ment of citizenship and character. 

Participation in the Community 
Fund means acceptance of a re- 
sponsibility for not otherwise seek- 
ing through public drives additional 
monies. Thus v.he Boy Scout or- 
ganization does not make any com- 
prehensive appeal to the public, but 
rather approaches only vhose 
known to be interested in scouting. 
Of necessity, therefore, it may be 
that many people actually interest- 
ed in scouting have been uninten- 
tionally denied an opportunity v.o 
participate in the past. 

The digest of the budget :"or 
Fcllsland Council operations for 
this year is outlined below. In Win- 
chester we have eight troops of 
scouts, seven cub packs, and chree 
explorer posts. These groups 
serve over 750 boys. The .otal 
number of boys in the Fcllsland 
Council organization is 2888. The 
towns of Medford, Stoneham, Bur- 
lington, Woburn, and Winchester 
make up the council.

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
LIFE AND DEAlHi 

Editor of the Star: 

Although a lot of publicity has 
been given to the educational film 
being sponsored by the Winchester 
District Nursing Association, I 
wonder if it is realized what a uni- 
que opportunity this is to learn a 
few simple but important facts 
which may make a difference be- 
tween life and death to many wo- 
men. 

Last year nearly a thousand wo- 
men in Massachusetts alone and 
fifty thousand in the United States 
died of cancer of the breast. 
Eighty per cent of these women 
could be alive and healthy today if 
they had known and practiced the 
.'procedures demonstrated by thi» 
film. This is simple arithmetic 
which is understandable to us all* 
and it seems incredible that any 
Winchester woman of twenty years 
or over would fail to attend one of 
the two showings of the film. 

Many people take the ostrich at- 
titude that this couldn’t happen to 
them and is meant for the other 
person, but unfortunately the per- 
son to which it does happen has to 
be a “you” to someone. When it 
does happen the previous impor- 
tance of a bridge or shopping date, 
or hairdresser’s appointment, that 
prevented learning these facts, be- 
comes a tragic triviality. 

Lest there be any misunderstand- 
ing, this film is not meant to sup- 
plant the physician and regular 
examinations, nor does it send wo- 
men scurrying to the doctor with 
cancerphobia. Rather it will teach 
every woman to be a valuable aid to 
her doctor and to relieve many of 
the useless fears that arise out of 
ignorance of some of the basic facts 
of this disease. Most important of 
all, it will save money, suffering 
and lives. 

Done with dignity and good taste, 
concerned only with early detection, 
no woman should let anything in- 
terfere with her opportunity to at- 
tend. If my judgment of the innate 
good sense and intelligence of Win- 
chester women is correct, (and 
I’ve had a fair experience with it,) 
then two showings of this film 
should not be enough to accom- 
modate them.

Junior High parents unable to 
hear Dean George Makechnie of 
Sargent College last Tuesday miss- 
ed a very informative evening. 
Speaking on “Physical Education in 
Seconday Schools,’’ Dean Make- 
chnie first pointed out what we all 
know but hate to admit: Americans 
just do not exercise enough to keep 
physically fit. 

For this reason, physical educa- 
tion in the schools which is thought- 
fully designed to develop the stam- 
ina, co-ordination and flexibility of 
every student is of particular im- 
portance. To accomplish this, a 
good plant is helpful; more impor- 
tant is a good program of gymnas- 
tics and sports. 

Obviously, over-emphasis on 
team and competitive sports can be 
detrimental to such an all-inclusive 
plan. The answer to this is not 
the elimination of competitive 
sports, but the creation of i greater 
number of teams to include all stu- 
dents, with emphasis on exercise 
and physical development rather 
than competition. 

Dean Makechnie had high praise 
for Winchester’s Junior High 
School, for the faculty and school 
as a whole, and for the exceptional 
physical education facilities and 
program. In this regard. Mr. 
Meurling explained that Winches- 
ter’s fame in the field of sports 
comes not at the expense of a broad 
physical education program, but be- 
cause of it. 

Illustrating this point in another | 
way was the fine demonstration of 
dancing and precision marching by 
a team of 8th grade girls selected 
from Mrs. Montgomery’s ••lasses. 
In the tap dancing routine were 
Gail Tonello, Sally Clark, Penelope 
Borden and Linda Gagliormella.

“Because of the construction job 
for the next two years amounting 
to $220,000,000,” Mr. White said, | 
“large amounts of additional new j 
capital will he required. It will be 
necessary to undertake periodic 
; permanent financing of our short 
I term borrowings by the issuance of 
stock or debt securities. In view of 
i the current tight money market, it 
is all the more necessary that our 
I credit he preserved through vhc 
j maintenance of satisfactory earn- 
i ings levels in order to carry out this 
financing successfully.” 

Mr. White noted \-hat the plant 
| investment per average Company 
telephone has gone up from $220 in 
j 1946 to $302 in 1956 and that this 
rise resulted from increasing con- 
struction costs during the period. 

“In a business like ours,” he said, 
“it is very important that the prices 
we charge for service be kept in 
line with the higher investment re- 
quired to provide it. In fact, it is 
necessary that this increasing in- 
vestment be anticipated in estab- 
lishing rates for telephone service.” 

Mr. White pointed also to *‘on- 
tinually rising costs of operation 
and cited wages as the Company’s 
biggest single cost in providing 
service, or about two-thirds of oper- 
ating expenses, not counting taxes. 
As to taxes, he said the Company’s 
total operating taxes in 1956 rose 
to a little less than $50,000,000, an 
increase of 11.6 per cent over 1955, 
and was the Company’s biggest 
tax hill over. 

“Through operating economies 
and greater efficiency,” he said, 
“steps are regularly being taken to 
offset these continually increasing 
costs of operation. Substantial as 
these steps have been and will con- 
tinue to be, they are far from ade- 
quate to overcome the impact of 
wage, material and tax increases 
which have so characterized this 
postwar inflationary period.” 

Mr. White’s report said that the 
1956 growth in the Company’s busi- 
ness included many services newly 
available. He cited particularly 
the service features such as answer- 
ing and recording sets, push-button 
telephones, cordless switchboards, 
speakerphones, mobile radio and 
teletype services as playing new 
roles in thousands of New England 
industrial and commercial firms. 

The report also described many 
service improvements and cited as 
the biggest strides the provision of 
dial equipment for the handling of 
both local and long distance calls. 
During the year, 49 more central 
offices were converted to dial oper- 
ation. At the end of the year dial- 
operated telephones were over 31 
per cent of the Company’s total 
telephones, as compared with 50 
per 'ent in 1945. 

With reference to the further in- 
stallations during 1957 of Direct 
Distance Dialing — which permits 
telephone users themselves to dial 
certain distant cities and towns — 
the report said, “A real start has 
been made in the introduction of 
this new method of handling long 
distance calls.”

MR. WHITE REPORTS 

With its operations geared to 
the accelerated pace of ihe New 
England economy, the New Eng- 
land Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany in 1956 added 139,652 tele- 
phones, Erskine N. White of 
Kangeley, Company president, says 
in his annual report to stockholders. 

He reported that this increase 
was the largest ever experienced 
by the Company, except for the 
period right alter World War II, 
and that it brought total telephones 
in service to 2,818,962. 

He called 1956 “one of the most 
active years in the history of our 
business” — a year in wi ich the 
Company made the largest invest- 
ment in new and improved facil- 
ities. and a year in which employ- 
ment, revenues and expenses in- 
creased and more new capital was 
brought into the business. 

While earnings >n invested 
capitai were at a rate somewhat 
above the average postwar level,” 

Mr. White said, “they declined from 
6.32 per cent for who preceding 
year to 6.26 per cent for the year 
1956. Net income per share was 
$9.01 compared with $8.95 for the 
year before. But, for the last quar- 
ter. the annual rate had dropped to 
$8.85 reflecting the addition of 611, 

000 new shares in September. 

“Truly the year 1956 pointed up 

the difficult problem of building, ex- 
panding and improving facilities 
on a large scale during a period of 
rising costs. But we cannot select 
the period that is most favorable 
for our expansion. We must build 
to meet public demands for service 
whenever they are made upon us — 
confident that through operating 
economies and increases in the 
prices we charge for telephone 
service whenever they are neces- 
sary, adequate earnings can be 
maintained.”

TIIK MONEY QUESTION 


At the coming Town Meeting, the 
| Library Building Addition Com- 
j mittee and the Trustees will pre- 
sent to the Town Meeting members 
j details of the proposed building 
addition to the Children's Library, 
an exhibition hall and meeting 
room wing, and renovations to the 
existing building to provide more 
I hook shelf area and improved read- 
er facilities. 

These plans have been prepared 
•after careful study by the distin- 
guished architectural firm of Rich- 
mond and Goldberg, whose recent 
works include the Egleston Square 
branch of the Boston Public Li- 
brary and ».he Winchester Square 
[branch of the Springfield Public 
Library. This firm was awarded a 
gold medal by the city of Boston 
for excellence in design and con- 
struction of the Southern Brookline 
Community Center. 

The proposed additions together 
with renovations, site work, fur- 
nishings and architects’ fees are 
estimated to cost a total of $396,- 
000. The architects feel confident 
that this estimate will be very close 
to an actual figure obtained by 
competitive bidding. 

However, the Building Committee 
and Trustees are of the opinion that 
the Town Meeting members would 
much prefer to vote on a firm con- 
tractor's bid rather than on an es- 
timated cost. 

Accordingly at Town Meeting, 
request will he made for $19,000 
which represents the architects’ 
fees necessary for completion of 
working drawings and specifica- 
tions. This amount will be deducted 
from the total project cost of $396,- 
000. From these drawings and 
specifications, bids will be solicited. 
The low bid will he presented at a 
special Town Meeting to he called 
later in the year and at that time, 
authorization for construction will 
be voted. It is believed that con- 
struction can begin in 1957. 

Information furnished by the 
Town Accountant indicates that 
$300,000 of the $396,000 estimated 
cost can be bonded for twenty 
years. This would mean an in- 
crease on the tax rate of only 54 
cents per $1,000.00 of assessed 
valuation the first year, reducing 
each year to 34 cents l>v the twen- 
tieth year. The balance of $96,000 
would come either from surplus oi 
1957 revenues.

THREE PATENTS TO BRADLEY 

John I. Bradley, Jr., of Winches- 
ter, and Joseph \V. Ayers, Easton, 
Fa., were the recipients on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1957, of three United 
States patents, all dealing with 
glue compositions that are particu- 
larly useful in the manufacture of 
plywood. 

Plywood is made by gluing to- 
gether a number of thin layers of 
wood so that the grain of each layer 
is at right angles to that of its ad- 
joining ones. The glue for this 
purpose has been made for some 
years by incorporating natural wal- 
nut shell flour in a water solution 
of a phenolic resin adhesive, and, 
according to Messrs. Bradley and 
Ayers, the plywood produced there- 
from possesses the highly desirable 
properties required for all-weather 
and marine applications. However, 
because the use of increased 
amounts of the walnut shell flour 
would reduce the amount of -esin 
required in the manufacture of the 
glue, experts in the field have for 
some time been trying to provide 
low cost materials which may he 
utilized in comparatively large 
amounts while at the same time

DR. JOHN HERBERT WAITE 

Dr. John Herbert Waite of 42 
\\ ildwood street, an internationally 
prominent ophthalmologist anil 
from 1931 to 1941 ophthalmic chief 
of the staff of the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, died Satur- 
day .February 23, after a long ill- 
ness. He had made his home in 
Winchester for 34 years. 

Dr. Waite was horn November 
24, 1889, in Bellefonte, Pa., the son 
of John Sitman. and Mary I,. (Bot- 
torf) Waite. He was graduated, 
magna cum laude from Bueknell 
University in 1911 and was award- 
ed the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Sciences by Bueknell in 1936. 

Following his graduation from 
Harvard Medical School in 1916, he 
interned in pathology at che Boston 
City Hospital, and then entered die 
service of the Rockefeller Founda- 
I tion. spending four years In the Far 
; East helping lay the foundation for 
later projects to be carried out in 
that area. 

After returning to the United 
States in 1919, Dr. Waite spent a 
, year as a Resident in Medicine at 
! Albany, New York, and then ‘*n- 
tered the Massachusetts Eye and 
Ear Infirmary in Boston io begin 
his work in ophthalmology, for 
which he became world renowned. 

Between the years 1931 - 1941 he 
was the Ophthalmic Uhief of Staff 
at the Infirmary, and Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Ophthalmology at Har- 
vard Medical School. Since 1941 
he had been a consulting surgeon 
at that hospital and was consulting 
i ophthalmologist on the staffs of 
New England Deaconess, Peter 
Bent Brigham, Children's and In- 
fants’, and New England Baptist 
Hospitals, New England Peabody 
| Home for Crippled Children, and 
the Winchester Hospital. 

He was a fellow of the Massachu- 
setts Medical Society and a fellow 
I of the Boston Medical Library. He 
I was a member of the American 
Medical Association, American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, American Ophthalmologic- 
cal Society, and New England 
Op hthal mologieal Society. 

He had been a member *>f the 
Board of Honorary Consultants for 
the Army Medical Library since* 
1946, and was on the Editorial 
Board of the* Archives of Ophthal- 
mology from 1929 through 1942. 
He was a member of Phi Beta Kap- 
pa honorary scholastic fraternity 
and of Phi Gamma Delta and Nu 
Sigma Nu. 

Dr. Waite is survived by his wife, 
Florence Long Waite*, of Winches- 
ter ; a son, John H. Waite, Jr., *>f 
Westmont, N. L: anci two daugh- 
ters, Mis. David H. (Joanne) Scott 
of Wenham ami Mrs. Bruce A. 
(Elinor) MacDonald of Manchester.

EDITORIALS 

Michigan State University is reported to have recently concluded 
a survey, during which it was found that in this country there are 
1 10,000 scholarships available for boys and girls at the college level, 
totalling $31,000,000. Last year, the survey found that 17,000 of these 
scholarships went begging for want of application for them. 

These brawls at schoolboy sports events are causing grave concern 
to parents and school authorities, and especially to those lovers of high 
school athletics who do not have too much trouble looking ahead to the 
discontinuing of such events if the trouble does not stop. 

One of Winchester’s student bandsmen was set upon by young 
thugs at Monday’s game at the Garden, his instrument knocked from 
his hand and he in turn badly beaten and kicked. Another Winchester 
youth was attacked without warning at the North Station while waiting 
for a friend. 

We hold no brief for the local group who started a Winchester cheer 
at a hot-dog stand packed upon their arrival with supporters of a rival 
team. They got what they asked for, and as we get the story, it wasn’t 
f un! 

Winchester plays in the Garden again tonight. Let’s all behave 
ourselves and do our rooting at the game! Let’s leave the fighting j 
to the pugilists who ply their wares at the Garden for cash! Especially 
let us not help to permanently discontinue such enjoyable events as the 
basketball and hockey tournaments! Believe us when we say it won’t 
take too many more Donnybrooks to do just that! 

We hope everyone will read Mr. Mott’s letter about the library else- 
where in this issue. The Star has printed the letter because we feel it 
only fair to present both sides of a question involving roughly half a 
million dollars. 

The library supporters have presented their case, ably and enthu- 
siastically in the Star for several weeks now. Mr. Mott is not convinced 
that all of their arguments are sound: at least he urges the town meet- 
ing members to make sure that they are sound. 

He suggests that the town meeting members ask themselves certain 
questions, and if they cannot answer them to find the answers by per- 
sonal investigation before town meeting convenes. He does not say 
that the library supporters are wrong, but he does ask the town meeting 
members to make sure that they are right. 

This is by no means bad advice, whichever way your preferences 
tend, and the same yardstick Mr. Mott asks the town meeting members 
to apply to the library addition can as well be applied to every capital 
outlay this year, no matter how desirable. 

The more we talk with people about town the more firmly we are 
convinced that this town meeting should examine proposals to spend 
large sums of money with necessity rather than desirability the deter- 
mining factor. A whole lot of us are becoming gravely concerned with 
the tax rate, now and in the future. 


WINCHESTER CRAZY QUILT

buildings in our town reminds one 
of the crazy quilts our mothers 
made with bits of cloth, taken from 
this and that, found here and vhere, 
following a pattern that made no 
rhyme or reason and finally were | 
used to cover something.

enough. The present one would j 
have been, and should have been ' 
big enough, if the powers that be 
had had the proper foresight in the 
first place.

When more blunders are added to j 
the crazy quilt of . buildings, we 
might chafge admission to curiosity j 
seekers, so that the proceeds would ; 
alleviate the burden for Winchester 
taxpayers. Relief has to come 
somehow, because the trend is 
spend, spend, spend regardless of 
circumstances, and without com- 
mon sense. The hill to the poor 
house is only an ant hill now!

MAMMOTH CHEESES 

For the Lenten season Converse 
Market has on hand eight mam- 
moth cheeses weighing over 350 
pounds apiece. Each cheese stands 
about two feet high, with a diame- 
ter of twenty inches. These cheeses 
were ordered and made especially 
for Converse in May of 1955 by the 
Kraft Food Co. at their cheese fac- 
tory in Lowville, New York. Low- 
ville is located in the heart of the 
dairy and milk-producing region 
of New York. 

Since 1955 the cheeses have been 
naturally cooler cured at Lowville 

a period of 22 months. Each huge 
cheese contains between 3500 ami 
4000 pints of pure milk, and bears 
the official stamp of a natural New 
York State Mohawk Valley Ched- 
dar Cheese. 

1 wo of the cheeses are now at 
Converse and the remainder in 
storage. The cheeses are not cut 
until shortly before they are sold 
in order to preserve their flavor. 
The cutting is done at Converse by ; 
Mr. Bill Armstrong, who hopes to 
be able to leave one of the cheeses j 
on display for this coming week, 
providing the weather does not take 
a sudden warm turn. 


BABE RUTH LEAGUE 


An important change made by the 
Board of Directors of the Babe 
Ruth League, Inc. Trenton, N. J., 
in the Age Determination Date 
should greatly benefit our Winches- 
ter League, several of its present 
members and Little League grad- 
uates trying out this spring. 

In 1955, the National Committee 
for Amateur Baseball which in- 
cludes the membership of Babe 
Ruth League, Inc., National Feder- 
ation of High School Athletic As- 
sociations, American Junior Legion 
and many other groups, unanimous- 
ly voted to adopt September 1, as 
its Age Determination Date, as of 
the 1956 playing season. 

As this caused considerable hard- 
ship on ex-Little Leaguers born in 
August, who as 14 years old were 
placed in a position of competing 
with older experienced boys, 
the Babe Ruth league adopted a 
policy for the 1957 season and in- 
cluding those on the 1956 teams. 

Therefore, in the best interest of 
these 13 and 14 year old boys, a 
special waiver is made for Little 
Leaguers born in August 1943, and 
prior to September 1st, 1944, will 
be considered as 13 years old, those 
of last year teams born in August 
1942 will continue as 14. 

While no future policy has been 
established, this gives our boys se- 
lected through our tryout system, 
in the 13 and 14 age group this 
year, an opportunity for three sea- 
sons of Babe Ruth Baseball. 

It will also give an excellent 
chance this year for a season of 
baseball for several 15 year old 
boys, as each team can carry a 
maximum of 5 boys, along with fi- 
ll and a minimum of 5-13 year 
olders.

In expressing regret for leaving 
the 302 Baptist churches of Mass- 
achusetts, Dr. Tuller said it was his 
personal choice to remain with the 
Baptists of Massachusetts for a 
quarter of a century. 

“However,” Dr. Tuller stated in 
his resignation statement to the 
Board of Directors of the Conven- 
tion today (Tuesday, February 26), 
“I must say ‘not my will, but Thine 
be done.’ My personal desires must 
be rejected. My decision, I am 
convinced, is the will of God :'or 
me t this time.” 

The state president of the Mass- 
achusetts Baptist Convention, the 
Rev. Dr. Finley Keech of Fall River 
praised the “foundations for pro- 
gi ss that has been put down in 
the past two years by Dr. Tuller 
during which time four new church- 
es have been established in Lynn- 
field, Bedford, Dedham and Wil- 
mington.” 

In his resignation statement, )r. 
Tuller said in part: “My stay 

among you has been all too short, 
and I have enjoyed ‘very moment 
of it. My resignation comes fully 
twenty-two years before I had ex- 
pected it to. I have been looking 
forward eagerly to seeing die fruits 
of our labor together. It is only the 
prayerful consideration of the most 
impelling set of circumstances vhat 
has driven me to the conclusion 
that I have, under God, no alter- 
native but to accept the invitation 
extended to me by our national or- 
ganization. I have high hopes 'or 
-lie future of the Baptist work in 
Massachusetts.” 

Previous to coming to Massachu- 
setts, Dr. Tuller was general secre- 
tary of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches, and assistant secretary 
and director of Christian Education 
of the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.

ASKS NEW RATES 

The New England Telephone and 
| Telegraph Company on March 1, 
Hied a revised schedule of rates 
I with the Department of 
Utilities that will increase tele- 
phone revenues in the Common- 
j wealth by approximately fU . r 
! cent. 

•’Existing rates for 
service were authorized 
ruary, 1955,” said Hugh 
donald, Maasachusett 
! Manager for the Telephone Gotti 
pany, “and they are based >n .-osts 
las they existed in 1954. The u*\v 
j rates bled with the Department of 
j Public Utilities today are based on 
i costs as they will exist in 1957 ind 
on a telephone plant investment 
; that will he substantially higher 
(than when our rates were last de- 
termined. 

"Our investment in a telephone 
plant has been growing rapidly,” 
Mr. Macdonald said. “Back in 1951 
jour investment per telephone was 
j $260. Today it is $307, an increase 
j of IS per cent. As we continue to 
! build to meet public demands for 
; expansion and improvement, higher 
construction costs will bring our 
I Massachusetts investment u> oven 
higher levels in the next few years. 
To keep pace with this steadily in 
j creasing investment and to keep 
lour rate of earnings at an adequate 
level, additional revenues .are ur- 
gently needed now. 

‘‘In addition, after weeks >f bar- 
gaining the Company has now mad - 
firm wage proposals to the union 
organizations representing tele- 
phone employees. These will re- 
sult in increased wage costs about 
the same in amount as the wage 
increases of October, 1955. Exist- 
ing rates, therefore, do not reflect 
the cost of either of these two wage 
increases <>r other increased wage 
costs which altogether amount io 
approximately $12 million a year 
in Massachusetts. 

‘‘It is the steady increase in plant 
investment and the impact of wage, 
material and other expense in- 
creases that make necessary che re- 
lief we are now seeking. ~ In the 


steps we are taking to keep the 
i business financially sound we are 
; looking at the needs of Massachu- 
setts telephone users not only as 
they are today, hut as we know 
they are going to he during the 
i next few years. 

“It i* only through the main- 
tenance of earnings at satisfactory 
levels that we can induce people to 
put their savings into this busi- 
; ness. This is the only way we can 
I acquire the permanent capital need- 
ed to build additional telephone 
facilities to meet these future tele- 
phone requirements. 

“It is estimated that the proposed 
rates will increase our Massachu- 
| setts revenues by a little over $IH 
million per month which, after 
: taxes, would increase the Com- 
| panv’s net income by about $700,- 
000 per month. With two million 
telephones now in service in Mass- 
achusetts. this will mean an aver- 
I age monthly increase per telephone 
j slightly in excess of 75 cents.” 

The principal changes in the pro- 
; posed schedule are as follows: 

For over half of the 1,200,000 
1 residence customers in Massachu- 
: setts the proposed increases would 
range from 20 cents to 70 cents per 
month. For the remainder, the 
proposed increases would range 
from HO rents per month to $1.40 
per month, the maximum increase 
| applying only to one-party full sub- 
urban service in metropolitan 
Hoston. The rate for local calls 
from public telephones would re- 
; main at 10 cents. 

Proposed increases for business 
service are somewhat higher than 
for residence service. They include 
increases for switchboard trunk 
lines, dial switching equipment on 
customers’ premises, push-button 
telephones and other miscellaneous 
equipment used by business cus- 
tomers. 

A 5-rent increase is also pro- 
posed on most station-to-station 
calls of more than 16 miles. Per- 
son-to-person rates would be in- 
creased and a 15-cent charge in 
addition to the regular message 
charge is proposed for all collect 
calls. These changes in Long Dis- 
tance rates will only affect Long 
Distance calls within Massachu- 
setts.

Before Town Meeting; voting

the Public Library. Vou mist pake 
up your mind ns to how pressing 
is the request to spend in estimated 
$400,000 for revamping the Library 
building. 

Crowding at the Library «s 
claimed, especially on school days. 
Vou should visit the Library up- 
stairs, evenings, Monday thru 
Thursday. Look in at the Childrens’ 
Room between two and five o’clock. 
Also. Saturday morning, just after 
the free movie is over.

Is Our Library Overcrowded 

Is it true that the taxrate will go 
up, even without special appropria- 
tions such as the above sum? 

Will the School Committee hold 
down its budget, this year, hut 
bring in a very large "must” re- 
quest in 1958 ? That means, .he 
school interests will vote this year 
for the Library $400,000 and expect 
a return favour in 1958. Spreading 
such a sum over i twenty-year 
period is just kidding-the-public, 
shall we say? 

Is our Library over-crowded 
after only twenty-five years of 
service? That is no age at all for 
a public building. One architect 
has said that our Library is oxtra 
rugged in its construction. It cer- 
tainly makes a beautiful picture, <>n 
that exceptionally fine site by the 
Old Mill Pond. 

Is it understood that die alledged 
overcrowding may (or did once) he 
due to teen-agers doing iheir home- 
work studying at the Library 
rather than at iheir own homes?

Ih it understood that the above 
dors not include legitimate study 
by English and Social subject pu- 
pils who, from time to time, are 
given definite subjects, •♦ailing for 
us** ft lrference books found only 
in the Library? The number of 
*uch pupils, at any one time, is 
never excessive. Kach brings a 
memo slip from the teacher. At 
the Library, an expert gives guid- 
ance on procedure. Such a project 
i» worth-while. 

Sat urday Condition 

Another alleged time and place 
of overcrowding at our Library 
comes when cho free, Saturday 
morning movies (Educational) are 
over, and the children are permitted 
to go down stairs to the Children’s 
Reading Room. Here they look- 
over reading matter and \.ake out 
hooks. AH power to this fine habit- 
forming activity. This makes a 
hectic period hut it is not of long 
duration or true of every day of the 
week. This Saturday condition can 
he handled; in fact the area of the 
Children’s Room can lie doubled, at 
u cost way, way under the plans 
suggested. In fairness to all, each 
of you should visit this department, 
suv, between 5 - 5, Monday through 
Thursday. I’p stairs, the writer 
has been unable, so far, to see the 
hectic conditions reported many 
months ago, by adult readers. The 
busy time for the Main Reading 
Room and Special Rooms is eve- 
nings between seven-thirty and 
nine o’clock. Try to look in then, 
Monday through Thursday. If you 
can not do so, you can at least get 
some of your neighbors to look in 
and tell you? This is repeated be- 
cause it should be done! 

Is it not true that che existing 
i Exhibition Hall is large enough for 
most exhibits and most clubs? The 
new Hall is not much larger. Down 
stairs, now, we have the Rich Room 
which measures 28' x 22' that can 
be opened for club meetings with 
no dishonor to the memory of a very 
line citizen. It has been suggested 
that the schools would cooperate 
by opening one of several new 
Flails, if the Educational Mov- 
ies need more seating. In the 
Junior High there is a long room 
marked Library hut not used as 
such. When the writer looked in 
the other day, the shades were 
drawn and a projector stood on a 
table. ^ Is yet another Hall a 
“must,” under such conditions ? 

Is Space Available? 

If the Library Staff is to be in- 
i creased, or needs more working 
I space, is not space available on 
other floors? The original plans 
seem to say “Yes.” Could there be 
1430 square feet not now used to 
the best advantage? 

Is it wise to dismantle most of 
the present Book Stacks? Even 
after drastic culling, many books 
with worthwhile quality, must be 
kept. But such books are not in 
constant demand and can rightly 


be shelved on the top or bottom 
levels of the Stack Room. The 
writer got the impression .hat. our 
Stack Rooms had space if used only 
as Planned? 

Has any one, besides the writer, 
checked the original plans? It 
would seem logical to find out what 
suggestions the architect had in 
mind? A reliable authority n- 
fortned the writer that such ‘xt.en* 
sions were on paper and the finish- 
ed job would have presented a har- 
mony of roof line and wall: not a 
hodge-podge as now offered at a 
prohibitive cost. 

Radical Change 

And again: is every one content 
to see the present fine, yes beautiful 
building, so radically changed, as 
shown in tin* new model and plans? 
Does not the new, two-story Chil- 
drens’ Wing, that sticks out. to- 
wards the Fond, look like any new 
machine shop? Is not a box a box, 
no matter what you call it. Up \.o 
now, did any one claim any beauty 
for the fiat tar-and-gravel roof? 
Just utility and only Bonded ~or 
twenty years of ugliness. Brick 
walls, painted tomato-bisque, will 
never fool anyone that they are 
associates with the rest of .he 
building. 

The $400,000.00 estimate Includes 
a far too modest sum for window 
hangings, to keep out the hot 
afternoon sun, and general furnish- 
ings. We know how chose items 
mount! We pass over .he yearly 
increased cost to the town, to cover 
cost of increased staff and nearly 
twice as much area to heat and ».o 
light. Also exterior brick walls to 
go over every few years, plastic 
paint or regular!

Editor of the Star: 

Distribution of Town Reports 
confirmed statements recently pub- 
lished in the Winchester Star, .o 
the effect that the Tax Assessment 
List would be omitted from the 
Town Reports partly as an economy 
measure and partly because die 
distribution of the list was believed 
to serve no useful purpose except 
to satisfy idle curiosity. As long 
ago as 1942, when a similar pro- 
posal was made, the writer, then a 
member of the Town Finance Com- 
mittee, succeeded in persuading .he 
Committee that the deletion of chis 
list would be a shortsighted econ- 
omy. The same reasoning '.hat 
proved to be persuasive then, may 
help to convince this year’s Town 
Meeting that publication of the Tax 
list in 1958 and future reports 
would be for the best interests of 
the taxpayers of the town. 

The continued interest of citizens 
generally in town affairs and will- 
ingness to give time freely, is one 
of the things which has distinguish- 
ed Winchester from some of its less 
fortunate neighboring bties and 
towns. Representative Town Meet- 
ings have unavoidably taken away 
some of this interest for many 
citizens. The Town Report is the 
only remaining link for many 
others, and this is of little value un-

less it is read and kept more than 
thi» few days needed for a cursory 
examination. If curiosity )i* • > on- 
venience of the tax list for *)cca- 
sional reference causes a large 
proportion of Town Reports to be 
kept, any advertising man will 
agree that the rest of the report is 
more likely to be read. There is 
little in the 1956 report that would 
justify saving by the average 
citizen and it is a good guess .hat 
a large proportion if .hose distrib- 
buted have already found .heir way 
to the waste basket — and Town 
Meeting hasn’t been held yet. 

The 1955 Town Report contained 
143 pages, of which 197 contained 
reports of town officers and Com- 
mittees; 155 pages the iax list; and 
91 pages the report of (he Town 
Accountant. Nearly all of this lat- 
ter section contains substantially 
the same data as appears in much 
more readable form in the excellent 
revised report of the Finance Com- 
mittee. If the Cost of printing the 
Town Report is proportionate to 
the number of pages, about a thou- 
sand dollars per year could be saved 
by leaving out the portion of the 
Town Accountant’s report that is 
substantially duplicated in .he Fin- 
ance Committee report. Since the 
Tax List must be set up in type, if a 
limited number of separate reports 
from the Assessors are to be print- 
ed, it is reasonable to believe that 
the saving of the cost of printing 
the Accountant’s report would more 
than offset that of restoration of 
the Tax List. This should dispose 
of the economy justification for de- 
letion. 

Our system of town .government 
provides many safeguards over the 
expenditure of money by the Town. 
The preparation of budgets by 
Town Officials, scrutiny by Hie Fin- 
ance Committee, approval by vote 
at the Town Meeting, advertising 
for bids, approval and payment of 
bills by town boards, the Town Ac- 
countant and the Town Treasurer, 
means that at some point or other 
niore than 250 citizens have a part 
in the expenditure of funds raised 
by taxation. The other side of the 
coin, that of assessment, of equal 
importance to the town and of vital 
interest to individual taxpayers is 
left in the hands of only Three men, 
whose decisions can only be revers- 
ed by costly legal proceedings .at 
county or state levels. The only 
safeguard that the taxpayers can 
have against arbitrary discrimin- 
ation in assessment is that ..he 
widest possible distribution be 
given to the tax lists, so that every 
Board of Assessors may know that 
discrimination would be quickly 
discovered and something done 
about it at the next election if not 
before. 

I 

It is not enough to state the fact 
that Winchester is fortunate in 
having a Board of Assessors whose 
ability, experience and integrity are 
beyond reproach. It may not al- 


ways be so. The writer owns a sum- 
mer home in a New Hampshire 
town in which favoritism and dis- 
crimination in tax assessment is so 
flagrant that taxpayer suits against 
the town are becoming almost an- 
nual routine. The best way to pre- 
vent this from happening in Win- 
chester is to continue publication of 
tax lists in the town reports every 
year. 

The cost of such protection? The 
Finance Committee states in its 
current report that “every $46,000 
of expenditure adds approximately 
$1.00 to the tax rate.” If the added 
cost of printing the tax list in the 
annual report over that of printing 
a smaller number separately were 
about $900, this would represent 2c 
on the tax rate or about 25<? per 
year for the average real estate 
taxpayer. Is this too high a price 
to pay for future protection, a bet- 
ter informed citizenry, or if you 
prefer, convenient reference or 
curiosity?

Winchester adults fortunate 
enough to enroll in the experiment- 
al adult education program before 
class limits were reached are en- 
joying a wide variety of activities. 
Enthusiastic approval of this pro- 
gram by enrollees has been ex- 
pressed as the classes reached the 
half-way mark last Monday. 

The program was organized by 
the school committee upon the rec- 
ommendation of an advisory com- 
mittee composed of local citizens 
which had been appointed to study 
adult educational needs in Win- 
chester.

MRS. OCTAVIA TUFTS 


Mrs. Octavio Tufts of 120 Hut- ! 
chinson road, widow if Bowen I 
Tufts and a former widely known 
resident of Winchester, died at her | 
home Saturday, March 9, after a 
long illness. 

M rs. Tufts was the daughter of 
David, and Mary (Charlton) Wil- 
liams. She was horn December 28, 
1885, in Chicago, III., and spent her 
girlhood there, coming east vo at- 
tend Smith College. She was mar- 
ried September 24, 1906, in vhe well 
known “old stone castle” in Lex- 
ington, and spent the first years of 
her married life in that town, later 
living in Arlington before coming 
to Winchester in 1918. 

Her first home in Winchester was 
on Highland avenue. Later she and 
her family lived for many years on 
Stratford road until after her hus- 
band’s death on April 7, 1935, when 
she moved to the home built for her 
tm Hutchinson road in Arlington. 

Though Mrs. Tufts was active in 
many Civic enterprises, she will he 
best remembered for her contribu- 
tion to the Red Cross, here and in 
Boston. For many years she head- 
ed the motor corns of the Boston 
Chapter and in Winchester she is 
generally credited with providing 
impetus that resulted in vhe Chap- 
ter’s progressing to its present- 
day stature. 

Mrs. Tufts became associated 
with the Winchester Red Cross 
Chapter soon after her arrival in 
town and worked with and for lIic 
new group during the war years. 
She became Chapter chairman in 
1926 and due to her dynamic leader- 
ship and indefatigable efforts vhe 
Chapter grew and nourished. 

She was largely instrumental in 
organizing the Winchester Chapter 
Motor Corns and b was while she 
was president that the water safety 
program was instituted with ' lass- 
es meeting at Sandy Beach, before 
the days of the town beaches. Dur- 
ing the days of the W.P.A. sht*; or- 
ganized the Red Cross sewing class- 
es under this agency and she per- 
sonally delivered much of the dour 
and wheat sent to Winchester by 
the Food Administration. 

Mrs. Tufts concluded her service 
in the local Red Cross after vhe 
death of her husband, resigning as 
president in 1936 at about the time 
she left town. Besides her Red 
Cross activity she was a member 
of the Florence Crittenton League, 
Winchester Garden Club and -he 
League of Women Voters. A .’mem- 
ber of the Church of the Epiphany, 
she was also a member of the Wo- 
men’s Guild of the church, and was 
very active in working for the suc- 
cess of the annual Parish Bazaars. 

She leaves two daughters, Mrs.

Last year, LCDR Larson was 
awarded a commemorative plaque 
by the Aero Club of New England 
for establishing a Boston-to-San 
Diego helicopter flight record. Lar- 
son flew the 3500-mile trip in 62 Mi 
hours.

Twice LCDR Larson was award- 
ed the Sikorsky converted winged 
“S" for rescues and advancement in 
the helicopter field. One tor vY»e 
rescue of a fighter pilot Ens. Specte, 
Fighter Squadron 34 based at Naval 
I Air Station Quonset Point, Rhode 
I Island. Ens. Specte had crashed 
1 in Hull Bay, Mass. These awards 
were presented to Commander Lar- 
son by Igor Sikorsky, the father of 


crash. One of the photographers 
flown, Josef Scaylea of the Seattle 
Times, snapped photos of the crash 
which were subsequently used in 
Life Magazine. 

Praises Hiller 

Scaylea was high in his praise 
for the performance of the HTE-2 
and stated “despite the high alti- 
tude and gusty winds, the Hiller 
surely did perform well and I was 
amazed by its smoothness and 
stability.” 

Helicopter squadron HU891 was 
commissioned in May 1952, at the 
Naval Air Reserve Training Unit, 
NAS Seattle. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Larson was a former train- 
ing officer of the squadron. 


LCDR Larson has had a number 
of thrilling experiences in his fiv- 
ing career. While at NARTU, 
Seattle, in 1953, he successfully 
maneuvered his HTE-2 helicopter 
to a breathtaking pinpoint landing 
after flying over and under high 
tension powerlines and avoiding a 
gapping six foot ditch at Golbar, 
Washington. 

The near fatal mishap was caused 
by loss of the tail rotor which 
whirled off during the flight on re- 
turn from a search of aU. S. Naval 
Patrol Bomber which claimed 11 
lives. 

Copter Crashed in 1953 

LCDR Larson, was uninjured 
when his helicopter crashed in the 
water during a Naval Air Show for 
governors of 40 states in Seattle 
for their annual convention in 1953.

NEW TELEPHONE DIRECTORY 
FOR WINCHESTER 

Thirteen north-of-Boston 'tele- 
phone exchanges, including Win- 
chester, are grouped together in a 
new local directory area and will 
have first delivery next January of 
the new telephone directory which 
will nerve them. 

Manager James E. Lowthers of 
the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company’s Winchester 
office reported that the new direc- 
tory is in early stages of prepar- 
ation and that it will be designated 
North Suburban (Boston) Tele- 
phone Directory. 

It will replace two of vhe Com- 
pany's present suburban direc- 
tories of smaller scope — one serv- 
ing Everett, Malden, Medford 
(MYstic) and Melrose only; che 
other serving Chelsea, Revere and 
Winthrop only. In addition vo vheso 
exchanges, the new directory will 
include Burlington, Reading, Stone- 
ham, Wakefield, Winchester and 
Woburn, giving them representa- 
tion for the first time in a localized 
Telephone Company directory. 

Customers’ alphabetical listings 
in the new directory will be set un 
similar lo the present arrangement 
in the big Boston book — that is, all 
listings lo he in one sequence for 
all 13 exchanges. It has been found 
that the single sequence arrange- 
ment is handier, in that It elimin- 
ates the necessity of first locating 
a particular section of the directory 
before starting co look for the de- 
sired listing. 

Yellow Pages (Classified List- 
ings) in the new directory will be 
published in accordance with a div- 
ision of the 13 exchanges into three 
market areas as follows: (1) Chel- 
sea, Revere and Winthrop; (2) 
Everett, Malden, Medford (MYs- 
tic) and Melrose; (3) Burlington, 
Reading, Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Winchester and Woburn. With vhis 
grouping, only die classified listings 
of the exchanges in a market area 
will be contained regularly in vhe 
directories delivered in chose ex- 
changes. 

All telephones in the North Sub- 
urban area will also be listed, as 
usual, in the 1958 issue of the big 
Boston directory which covers all 
exchanges in the Metropolitan Bos- 
ton telephone area. Its vwo vol- 
umes (alphabetical and Yellow 
Pages) will be delivered next No- 
vember and December. 

Manager Lowthers said vhe new 
North Suburban directory s aimed 
at improved directory service for 
telephone users in vhe 13-excnange 
area. In the seven exchanges 
which already have a local directory 
it will provide a larger local cover- 
age and in the six exchanges now 
without any local directory it will 
eliminate the necessity of relying 
solely on the big Boston directory. 

Studies the Company has made 
show that on the average, 72 per 
cent of the calls a person in the 13- 
exchange area originates, .go vo 
other telephones within the area. 
This is an indication that the new 
directory will be more frequently 
used than the big Boston directory, 
and that people will find its use 
more convenient because of its 
smaller size in comparison with 
the big Boston directory. 

If users’ experience with the new 
North Suburban directory, vo be 
determined in a survey after its 
publication, bears out its expected 
popularity, the Company expects vo 
carry out plans for three more dir- 
ectories in the Metropolitan Boston 
telephone area, each covering a 
given number of exchanges. Such 
a plan would require a few years 
to put into effect entirely, it would 
not only provide all telephone 
users in the Metropolitan area with 
directories easier to handle and 
generally more convenient, but 
would result in savings of paper 
and printing by eliminating ‘thou- 
sands of listings from each direc- 
tory which are of little or no in- 
terest to a majority of users in each 
directory area.

RECEIVES AIR AWARD 

Maj. Virgal E. Sansing, oper- 
ations officer with die 311th Fight- 
er Bomber Squadron at Osan Air 
Base, Korea, has been presented 
the Far Fast Air Forces Able Aero- 
naut Award for outstanding skill 
and judgement which prevented 
what could have been a serious air- 
craft accident. 

A native of Bay City, Tex., Major 
Sansing will return in July to his 
wife, Mrs. Connie Sansing, and 
their three children, Jerry, Bruce 
and Virginia, who are living at 15 
Lloyd street, Winchester, while the 
major is on his tour of duty in 
Korea. 

Presentation of the coveted 
award was made to Major Sansing 
by Col. Wayne E. Rhynard, 68th 
Fighter Bomber Wing Commander, 
who recalled the event which led to 
the commendation. 

On September 14, 1956, Major 
Sansing and 1st Lt. John E. Regan 
took off from Osan Air Base on a 
normal transition flight. Major 
Sansing, having been recently as- 
signed to the Far East Theater, was 
completing the transition rides re- 
quired for operational readiness in 
the F-86F Sabre Jet. 

Although he had a total of 1,298 
hours in jet fighters, he had flown 
only eight hours in the F-86F, 
weapon of the 68th Fighter Bomber- 
Wing. 

Almost immediately after he 
raised the gear handle following 
take-off. Major Sansing felt a vio- 
lent change in rudder force and the 
rudder pedals deflected almost half 
their full travel. 

He swiftly pulled up the aircraft 
to decrease air speed and to gain 
altitude. Lieutenant Regan called 
Major Sansing and told him the 
nose wheel had not fully retracted 
and appeared to be cocked. 

Then it was found that the nose 
gear was cocked 70 to 30 degrees 
from the normal down or landing 
position. The major called the con- 
trol tower and advised the mobile 
control officer of his difficulty. 

Emergency fire fighting equip- 
ment was dispatched to ihe runway 
on stand by status. The mobile 
control officer suggested chat the 
major make an approach and touch 
his nose wheel down in an effort co 
swivel it to its normal position. 

Major Sansing touched the nose 
wheel to the runway, hut it failed 
to deflect from the cocked position. 

A trail of fire killing foam eight 
feet wide was laid on the runway, 
beginning 2,000 feet from the ap- 
proach end and extending to the 
7,000-foot marker. 

Landing at an indicated air speed 
of 130 knots, the Sabre Jet began 
a long slide on a nose wheel that 
still refused to unlock at first. The 
major steered the craft by using 
the braking action of his left wheel, 
which was off the foam path. The 
wheel finally snapped from its 
locked position and the jet rolled 
to a stop 6,500 feet from the ap- 
proach end of the runway. 

The wing commander said Major 
Sansing's “experience and cool 
judgement” combined with excel- 
lent ground coordination averted an 
aircraft crash and possibly saved 
his life.

Second Meeting Completes Budgets 


Despite early doubts of a quorum that delayed the opening of the 
meeting, 203 town meeting members finally turned up for the first 
adjourned session of the limited town meeting at the Memorial Audi- 
torium at the high school Monday evening. Between the banging of 
the opening gavel and the final adjournment motion by Mr. Lane at 
11:20 the delegates managed to complete the long Article 7, dealing 
with departmental budgets, a number of which had been deferred at 
the opening meeting on Thursday, March 14. 

Rev. Herbert K. A. Driscoll, pastor of the Immaculate Conception 
Church, made the invocation at the opening of the meeting and the 
first budget considered was that of the Selectmen, postponed when the 
Board was unable at the first meeting to tell Mr. Hewis why this year’s 
town reports cost $500 more to print than last year’s with the Assessors’ 
reports deleted. 

Mr. Saltmarsh explained that the 
Tax Lists have been printed sep- ; 
arately for sale this year and gave 
page prices for each and other data fi-L 

in support of his contention that * N ^ 

the cost of this year’s printing is ! 
not out of line, also informing the | 
meeting that since the Board got * 
only one bid for the work, it had 
no choice in the matter of awarding 
the printing contract. 

The meeting seemed satisfied 
with his explanation, and voted the

nance Committee under the budget. 

The Building Department budget 
was next considered and Mr. Mer- j 
row' wanted to know if the figures 
in the sum requested reflected the j 
fact that the Building Commission- , 
er proposes to retire as Agent of 
the Board of Health.

Mr. Saltmarsh explained that 
after April 1 the present Building 
Commissioner will no longer serve 
as Health Agent, but will spend 
his full time as Building Commis- 
sioner, the $770 he has been getting 
as Health Agent being applied to 
his Building Commissioner’s Sal- 
ary. 

The increase brings the Building 
Commissioner’s salary to $1926, to 
which is added $3209 for Inspector 
of Wires, a tenure of office job un- 
der civil service, and $489 as gas 
inspector. The total, $5622, is the 
same as last year with the six per- 
cent increase. 

The meeting accepted Mr. Salt- 
marsh’s explanation, appropriated 
the $13,030.84 recommended and 
moved on to consideration of the 
Board of Health budget. Under this 
head Mr. Hewis questioned the 
amount recommended, both for re- 
pair of the bulldozer and for fill. 

He stated that the Board of 
Health got $2,000 for repairs to 
the bulldozer last year and with 
$3,000 recommended this year will 
have spent $5,000 on the bulldozer 
in two years, a sum he believed 
excessive. He also questioned the 
amount recommended for fill in the 
light of what he described as the 
lack of fill at the dump, stating the 
many costly fires there could not 
occur If the fill was being used. He 
said the town is covering the dump 
with money, but not with fill, the 
rubbish, odor and rats being still 
in evidence there. 

Mr. Redding replied for the 
Board of Health, explaining that 
the money spent on the bulldozer 
last year was for the driving mech- 
anism, and this year’s money is to 
be expended for a complete motor 
overhaul. 

He added that the fill requested 
is necessary and the meeting sup- 
ported him, appropriating the $33,- 
506 he requested. 

Consideration of the deferred 
Highways budget resulted in a de- 
bate of some length over the advis- 
ability of the tow*n buying a Grad- 
all, a huge piece of equipment for 
which great claims were made by 
its proponents. 

Mr. Hewis opened the debate by 
asking for the cost of the Gradall, 
how much time it will save and 
how many men it will displace. 

Mr. Saltmarsh replied that the 
Gradall costs $30,400, and that it 
does about any kind of construction 
job that any municipality encoun- 
ters. Engineers estimate that the 
machine will save in construction 
costs up to $5,000 in 12 months, and 
that the Selectmen assume in 1958 
it will save $7,000 and in 1958, $10,- 
000. The life of the machine, Mr. 
Saltmarsh said, is 10 to 15 years 
and its upkeep, $600 a year, or 
higher. The Board estimates its 
savings in equipment in ten years 
to be about $100,000. 

As Mr. Saltmarsh described the 
various uses of the Gradall it seem- 
ed able to do about unything but 
baby sit. 

Mr. Rotondi prefaced his re- 
marks by stating he has nothing 
but admiration for a Gradall, which 
he has encountered often in his 
work as a contractor. He did not 
question its efficiency or ability to 
do the sort of thing it is intended 
to do. 

He did question Winchester’, 
need for the machine, in fact felt 
that it would be diflicult for tht 
town to find for it enough of the 
sort of work the machine does to 
keep it busy.

The Ford Foundation on March 
14, announced the final payments 
totalling $98,315,300 to 3,300 priv- 
ate hospitals in its $200 million pro- 
gram to improve and extend com- 
munity hospital services in the 
forty-eight states, Alaska, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico. 

The program is one part of the 
appropriations of $500 million an- 
nounced by the Foundation on De- 
cember 12, 1955. This total also 
included $210 million to raise col- 
lege faculty salaries and $90 million 
to strengthen medical school in- 
struction. An additional $10 million 
has since been approved to match 
contributions to the National Fund 
for Medical Education by industry 
and individuals. 

Winchester Hospital was among 
those benefitting by the Ford Foun- 
dation's generosity, its total grand 
being $55,000. Its final grant on 
March 14 was $27,500.

No one knew yesterday afternoon when the Star went to pre*s 
what would happen at last night’s town meeting: whether the delegates 
would follow the advice of the Finance Committee and those concerned 
with keeping the tax rate as low as possible consistent with good muni- 
cipal practice, or whether they would he persuaded to vote for large 
capital expenditures by any one of several groups backing special 
articles in the warrant. 

As you read your Star you will have learned, if you are interested, 
and we predict that you will be, if not now, later, what the delegates did 
last night and how much your tax rate is up as the result of their action. 

Going into last night’H meeting the delegates had voted appropria- 
tions roughly $288,000 in excess of expenditures at the same spot in the 
meeting a year ago, or a gro*s increase of $6 on the lax rate. The $6 
will be reduced somewhat when expected increased town receipts and 
increased valuation are set against the $288,000. 

If the net tax increase for the meeting thus far is $5, and it is quite 
sure to be at least that, Winchester tax payers w ill face a considerably 
larger tax bill this year, especially if any of the proposed larger appro- 
priations were voted last night, or are voted at future meetings. 

A $5 tax increase on a $15,000 home will add $75 to its ow ner’s tax 
bill. On a $25,000 home the increase w ill be $125. On a modest $5,000 
home the owner will pay $25 additional, and this increase may be the 
hardest to pay of all. 

From its observation of the first two meetings the Star does not 
believe the tax rate will stop at $5 above last year. It does, however, 
have hopes that the good sense of the citizen town meeting members 
will have guided their voting last night along lines of prudence and con- 
sideration for their fellow citizens, to whom a greatly increased tax 
bin will prove a severe hardship, and that in the remaining meetings 
expenditures under special articles will be considered carefully on the 
strict basis of necessity. 

In this connection it is pertinent to remind those whose responsi- 
bility it is to vote the town’s money that the debt service of the town 
has increased percentagewise from .2 in 1951 to 7.8 in 1956. In round 
figures that is an increase from $3 to $219,455 in the same time, with 
$229,098 recommended for this year.

He explained that a flat mileage 
rate didn’t work out in the case of 
the assessors whose driving is high- 
ly concentrated and who might 
drive around all afternoon while 
covering less than ten miles.

VOLPE PREDICTS 
NEW INDUSTRIAL CONSTRUCTION 


John A. Volpe of Winchester, 
former Federal Highway Adminis- 
trator, predicted Tuesday that as 
a direct result of the new Federal 
highway program Massachusetts 
“will have many hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of new industrial 
construction and its by-products 
within the next ten years.” 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Massachusetts Building Congress 
at the University Club in Boston, 
Mr. Volpe stated, “Although some 
will look upon this highway pro- 
gram as simply a public works 
project for che construction of 
thousands of miles of roadway, his- 
tory will record it as one of the 
greatest economic influences of vhis 
century. 

“Building construction,” he said, 
follows in the wake of new high- 
ways. Our own Route 128 is being 
used as an example of this all over 
the country.” 

Mr. Volpe last month returned to 
his duties as president of che .John 
A. Volpe Construction Company in 
Malden, following his interim ap- 
pointment as the nation’s first Fed- 
eral Highway Administrator. Im- 
mediately previous to this appoint- 
ment he served as Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

Mr. Volpe summarized che work 
done by his department during his 
100 days in Washington when he 
set up the nation’s 50 billion dollar 
road building program, and explain- 
ed the functioning of che new Fed- 
eral grants to state highway sys- 
tems. 

He urged his audience to serve 
willingly in public service whenever 
called upon to do so, stating, 
“There are a great many fine peo- 
ple in public service, and honest 
men can serve in public life without 
jeopardizing their principles. I am 
sure, Mr. Volpe said, “That you 
will derive a great deal of self- 
satisfaction in rendering service to 
your fellow-man.” 


NEW AUTO SALES STUNT! 

A new stunt to sell automobiles 
has appeared and is spreading 
throughout the country. It is a 
chain selling scheme. A prospect is 
informed that he can get a car Tee 
or at a discount by steering other 
customers into the showroom. For 
every one of these customers who 
buys a car, the original prospect 
gets $100 off on his new car. The 
person referred, in turn, is offered 
the same deal, and for each addi- 
tional buyer this person gets, che 
original buyer receives an addition- 
al $50. As is usual in chain letter 
and similar schemes, some people 
are getting stuck. 

This same scheme is being used 
to sell TVs, home freezers and other 
products to a surprising number of 
gullible consumers. People lacking 
sufficient funds are tricked into en- 
tering the scheme only to be stuck 
with most of all of the cost of a 
product they cannot afford. 

The Post Office Department has 
held that any literature on the plan 
or advertising of such schemes 
would be unmailable as “an .aid- 
less chain scheme, the operation of 
which conflicts with the postal lot- 
tery and fraud laws.”

He estimated the machine 
would save one-sixth of its cost in 
the first year, and informed the 
meeting that the constant increase 
in personal services accounts for 
$2,000,000 of the town’s $3,000,000 
budget being expended under that 
heading. 

Mr. Tansey, while not opposing 
the purchase of the Gradall, asked 
the meeting if the town should go 
into the use of machines to the 
complete exclusion of the summer 
jobs for Winchester boys attempt- 
ing through such labor to work 
thoir way through college. 

The meeting supported the Se- 
lectmen and Finance Committee in 
the purchase of the Gradall, the 
$259,039 appropriated for High- 
ways containing the $30,400 neces- 
sarv for its purchase. 

The Finance Committee contin- 
ued to command the support of the 
meeting in the discussion under the 
deferred budget of the Public Wel- 
fare Department. 

Under this budget Mr. McCreery, 
chairman of the Board of Public 
Welfare, sought to increase the 
$9,873.75 recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee to $10,715.76 to 
enable the Board to pay its employ- 
ees a wage equivalent to that of 
other town employees receiving the 
6 percent increase voted at the 
opening session. 

Mr. McCreery explained that 
Welfare Department employees .ire 
paid according to the compensation 
scale established by the State, 
which in this instance is less than 
the other town employees are re- 
ceiving with the 6 percent increase. 
It seemed best, he said, to accept 
the State compensation scale at the 
time that the town set up its wage 
and job analysis structure, and that 
the present attempt to pay the 
Welfare workers a wage equal to 
other town employees is not an at- 
tempt to play both ends and the 
middle. 

Mr. Broadhurst emphasized the 
fact that the Welfare Department 
had chosen to remain under State 
compensation standards rather than 
accept the town wage scale when 
it was set up. He also said that 
State increases in wages resulted 
in an increase of $650, or 5 percent, 
before Mr. McCreery offered his 
amendment. 

Mr. Broadhurst added that Win- 
chester’s welfare employees are 
not required to do more work than 
those of other communities and 
that adding the town wage increase 
to that offered by the State would 
lift the employees of the depart 
ment above those elsewhere in com- 
parable cities and towns. He felt 
that the Welfare Department 
should pay its employees either by 
town or by State standards, but 
not by both. 

Mr. Hewis asked if the $842 
increase in the Welfare appropria- 
tion would work a severe financial 
hardship on the town, and Mr. 
Broadhurst replied that it was not 
dollars, but principle which caused 
the Finance Committee to oppose 
the McCreery amendment. 

The meeting supported the Fi- 
nance Committee, Mr. McCreery’s 
amendment was lost and the ori- 
ginal $9,873.75 recommended by the 
Finance Committee was appropri- 
ated. 

Under the deferred School De- 
partment budget of $1,232,980. Mr. 
Kelly explained tint the $140,030 
increase over last year was largely 
due to personal services. Included 
is the cost of a full year of the $450 
pay raise voted last year for teach- 
ers across the board, $6,000 in new 
step-rate increases this year ami 
$45,000 for nine new teachers en- 
gaged. 

Mr. Kelly explained that the 
School Committee began its deli- 
berations with the Finance Com- 
mittee much earlier this year than 
usual and as the result of the joint 
deliberations felt its budget has 
been trimmed to its lowest possible 
terms.

crease will add $224 to teachers 
on maximum with masters’ degrees. 

Mr. Broadhurst gave the Finn rice 
Committee’s blessing to the School 
Department’s budget and took more 
credit for the two $224 step-rate 
increases than Mr. Littleton 
thought proper, this gentleman in- 
forming the meeting in very posi- 
tive fashion that the new increases 
are due to the School Committee 
with little thanks to the Finance 
Committee. He was especially ea- 
ger that any teachers present at 
th' meeting keep this firmly in 
mind. 

Under the School Athletics ac- 
count Mr. Kelly explained an in- 
crease in the appropriation from 
$1,500 to $7500 by saying that this 
is a revolving account and that the 
money obtained from high school 
athletics goes into it to defray ex- 
penses of equipment and running 
high school sports. 

Much of the revenue is from foot- 
ball and money is not available un- 
til mid-October, and the Town Ac- 
countant has found it bad account- 
ing practice to have practically 
nothing in the Athletic Fund to pay 
necessary bills until the football 
season rolls around, especially 
when the receipts may fluctuate 
with the success of ihe local 'team 
and particularly with the place 
where the annual Woburn game is 
played. 

Aside from Mr. Cullen and Mr. 
Hewis unsuccessfully trying to 
have tho addition to the Athletic 
Fund taken from the Excess and 
Deficiency account there was no 
debate and the larger figure was 
voted. 

Mr. Hewis took the floor under 
the Interest on Temporary Loans 
item, to berate the Finance Com- 
mittee, town officers generally and 
the town meeting members for not 
listening to him a year ago when 
he predicted that the amount ap- 
propriated under this would prove 
insufficient and the resulting lack 
of funds cause some embarrass- 
ment later in the year. He made no 
motion under the article and the 
meeting accepted the $8,750 rec- 
ommended by the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

The final budget considered was 
that of the Water Department, and 
Mr. Dwinell in speaking on the mo- 
tion to appropriate $172,495 under 
this account explained that accept- 
ance of the budgetary expenditure 
would imply acceptance of special 
Water Department items inserted 


] under the special articles of the 
warrant. 

He stated that the Water Com- 
I missioners had been charged with 
securing a new source of water 
supply and with the rehabilitating 
I of the present water system, an 
! engineering study authorized by 
I the town having shown these things 
to he* absolutely necessary. 

An Increase of 51 percent in 
| those using water with a consump- 
j tion increase of 40 percent, togeth- 
| or with the fact that the town’s 
water main are functioning at 
• about 40 percent normal capacity 
| all point to the soundness of the 
advice of the engineering experts 
engaged. 

Winchester, Mr. Dwinell said, is 
currently using a million gallons 
j of water a day and in eight years 
time it. is estimated the consump- 
tion will bo 3,000, f00 gallons daily. 

Tho town’s system of reservoirs 
! is not. going to bo adequate to meet 
I this demand and the West Side well 
| field is good only for an auxiliary 
I supply in cases of emergency. 

Thr> Water Commissioners, after 
exploring increased water possi- 
! bilities, came to the decision that 
j the only practical and legal way 
for the town to secure sufficient 
additional water is to join the Met- 
ropolitan system. 

For some time now the Commis- 
I sionors have hern conferring with 
the Metropolitan authorities in an 
attempt to arrive at an agreement 
satisfactory to both the state and 
town. The agreement was not, he 
said, easy to arrive at, but at last 
both sides have agreed and the town 
has especially gotten what the Wa- 
ter Commissioners felt it should 
have. 

Under the agreement the town 
will construct a 24-inch pipe line 
to the Spot Pond reservoir of the 
Metropolitan water system only 
2260 feet distant from the town’s 
Middle Reservoir and build a pump- 
ing station to get the extra supply 
of water from the pond to the Mid- 
dle Reservoir. 

In addition to this new source of 
supply the program of cleaning and 
augmenting the present system will 
continue until the system once 
again is on an efficient basis. 

Under the agreement with the 
Metropolitan the town is permitted 
to take water as it wishes, with a 
minimum, which it is almost sure to 
need. Mr. Dwinell explained this is 
important because the water we 
take from our own reservoirs costs 


$20 p»M million gallons, while that 
from the Metropolitan will cost $80. 

Mr. Dwinell said the connection 
with the Metropolitan will cost the 
town $16,000 a year for ten years, 
the pipes conn .-Ling th«* Middle 
Reservoir with Spot Pond ».nd the 
construction of th * pirnnine sta 
tion will cost $90,000, and the 
equipment for tho putting station 
will add $26,000, p—t of vhich will 
he taken from the F.xcos and Defi 
ciencv Account and a part from 
water surplus. 

There was nrrctically no opposi- 
tion to the Wai >»• Lo'v»mi; doner’s 
plans. Mr. Ault favored th.* whole 
project except that he did not want 
the water system extended into 
Johnson road. Mr. Dwinell explain- 
ed that the pipes are alreadv in the 
road and Mr. Halwartz, in reply 
to a question, stated that already 
several houses there are without 
adequate fire protection. 

Mr. Cullen wanted to know if 
it would be possible to pump the 
spring overflow from the Middle 
Reservoir into Spot Pond and sell 
the extra water to the Metropoli- 
tan. Mr. Dwinell replied quite 
frankly that he did not know, the 
question being of a technical on 
gineering nature which he could 
not answer. 

Mr. Broadhurst bespoke the Fi- 
nance Committee’s blessing of the 
Water Commissioner’s plans and 
complimented them highly on a fine 
bit of research and negotiation. The 
tired delegates then voted che $172,- 
495 recommended under the budget 
and adjourned until Thursday, 
March 21.

MOVE TO ABOLISH 
POSTAL SAVINGS 

Hearings began on a bill to abol- 
ish the postal savings system. It 
was created in 1910 because of a 
lack of public confidence in private 
banks after the panic of 1907. 

Postmaster General Summerfield 
testified that the service “no longer 
meets today’s social conditions and 
savings habits.” He added, “Fur- 
thermore, it is desirable that the 
government withdraw from com- 
petitive private business at every 
point.” The Postmaster General’s 
position was supported by ihe 
Treasury Department and the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office. The Second 
Hoover Commission also recom- 
mended abolishing the postal sav- 
ings system. 

With the elimination of this busi- 
ness activity from the government, 
it is hoped that a study now under- 
way by the Budget Bureau (Wash. 
Bui., Feb. 21, 1957) will result in 
the elimination of envelope print- 
ing by the Post Office Department.

DO YOU KNOW MASSACHUSETTS! 

STATE EMPLOYMENT UP 15,000 

There were 15,000 more employ- 
ees in Massachusetts during Jan- 
uary than a year ago, estimated 
jointly by the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
j Statistics and the Massachusetts 
]l)ept. of Labor and Industries. Jn 
manufacturing the number was 
7,700 less than a year ago, a loss 
of 1.1',. Manufacturing produc- 
tion payroll was off only 0.4 ', * from 
January last year because average 
weekly earnings per wage worker 
increased to $73.47, a gain of $1.84. 

Important industrial centers re- 
porting average weekly earnings of 
factory wage earners above $80 in 
January were: Lynn $94.02, Ever- 
ett $93.25, Pittsfield $92.34, Chico- 
pee $88.70, Beverly $80.14, Wor- 
cester $84.84, West Springfield 
$84.45, Springfield $82.32, Peabody 
$82.68, Fitchburg $81.08 and Quin- 
cy $80.44. 

Industrial Power 

Massachusetts manufacturers in 
January used 1 . 1 % more electric 
current than a year ago, as shown 
by reports from principal electric 
systems and companies generating 
their own current. There were 22 
working days in January Jiis year 
compared with 21 in January 1956. 
Industries showing the most in- 
crease in January were printing 
and publishing, machinery except 
electrical, food, the miscellaneous 
group, electrical machinery, fabri- 
cated metals, rubber products and 
chemicals. 

Public Employees 

A tabulation by the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce reports chat 
in October 1956 there were 226,401 
public employees in Massachusetts, 
of whom 59,632 were civilian Fed- 
eral employees, 34,532 state em- 
ployees and 132,237 municipal em- 
ployees. Massachusetts stood 17th 
from highest among the state in 
number of Federal civilian employ- 
ees per 10,000 population, 30th in 
number of state employees and 3th 
in number of municipal employees 
per 10,000 residents. 

Master Planning Continues 
to Grow 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Commerce reports applications 
are being assembled for eight towns 
to prepare Master Plans under Title 
VII, Section 701 of the Housing Act 
of 1954.

Today Dr. M. is making fine 
progress and will soon be ready 
for his second transplant. Because 
of the thoughtfulness of a person 
he never knew, Dr. M. today looks 
forward to continuing his medical 
career. Thus the generosity of one 
eye donor may have resulted in this 


young surgeon having the oppor- j 
tunity to save the lives of countless 
others. 

Eye donors are people like your- j 
self. As one woman wrote, "We 
are just ordinary people- working 
to earn our way but feel that may- 
be we ran do something to help our 
fellow men along their path out of 
darkness through you.” The list of 
registered donors numbers over 
4300 people . . . priests and con- 
victs, teachers and students, busi- 
nessmen and housewives, young and 
old, rich and poor. For blindness is 
no respector of persons and can 
strike anywhere. It could happen 
to you! 

How can you donate your eyes? 
Write or call the Boston Eye Bank, 
243 Charles street, Boston, for a 
donor blank. This form must be 
signed by you and witnessed by 
your next of kin, who has the re- 
sponsibility of making sure that 
your wishes are carried out. 

In the past 10 years the number 
of hospitals affiliated with the Eye 
Bank program has grown to 76, in 
towns small and large throughout 
New England. These hospitals 
make sure that the eyes are re- 
moved within the necessary one 
hour after death. The railroads, 
airlines and Red Cross all cooperate 
in rushing this precious eye tissue 
to Boston where it is used within 
24 hours.

Economy Still Rules Fourth 

Session Of Town Meeting 


Nine more articles were laboriously hacked from the 73-article 
agenda for this year’s town meeting Monday evening as 191 town 
meeting delegates deliberated in the Memorial Auditorium of the high 
school until 11:15. The meeting was still economy minded and ex- 
amined everything to which an appropriation price tag was attached 
with a jaundiced eye. 

Rev. John M. Manion, pastor of St. Mary’s Church, made the invoca- 
tion and Rep. Harrison Chadwick presided as moderator. 

As he declared the meeting open Mr. Butler of the Selectmen 
asked the meeting to reconsider Article 12 calling for an appropriation 
• to complete work on Johnson road under Chapter 90, which had been 
j indefinitely postponed at a previous meeting. 

Mr. Butler explained that the 
Selectmen felt strongly that John- 
son road should be completed as 
far west as Ridge street, since the 
water and sewer mains are already 
laid in the street and the town has 
voted to install hydrants there. 
Only a relatively short stretch of 
Johnson road remains to be done to 
bring the construction to Ridge 
street, and both the Finance Com- 
mittee and Planning Board con- 
curred with the Selectmen chat ihis 
small stretch should be completed, 
leaving any further development of 
the road west of Ridge street to the 
future. 

The amount of $5,000 was asked 
for the town’s share of the work. 
$1250 to be raised by revenue ana 
$3750 to be transferred from the 
Excess and Deficiency account. The 
meeting supported the Selectmen 
and voted the appropriation with- 
out dissent. 

This brought the meeting to con- 
sideration of one of the major con- 
troversial articles, that concerned 
with the proposal to erect a new 
town hall to house the various town 
departments and school adminis- 
tration office. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, reporting for the 
Town Offices Committee, created a 
year ago to consider the problem 
and report with recommendations, 
told the meeting that the committee 
after careful consideration and con- 
ferences with various town officers 
and boards had reached the decision 
that adequate housing and working 
facilities for the town departments 
can best be provided by building a 
new Town Offices building on the 
Skillings Estate at an estimated 
cost of $600,000. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that a new 
Town Hall Building Committee be 
established to consist of five mem- 
bers. one each to be chosen from 
the Selectmen and School Commit- 
tee and three to he appointed by the

Mr. Fitzgerald told of the Town 
Offices Committee’s consideration 
of remodelling or repairing the 
existing town hall and of using the 
now unused Wadleigh School Build- 
ing. Their consideration and ad- 
vice of experts led them to believe 
it is not practical to try to fix up 
the town hall as a modern office 
building or to use the Wadleigh 
building for the same purpose. 

It has cost the town in repairs on 
the town hall $61,000 since 1930, 
$41,000 being spent since 1948. 
Repairs on the hall will increase 
as time goes on, not decrease, Mr. 
Fitzgerald said. 

The Town Offices Committee 
came to the conclusion that this 
seventy-odd years old building is no 
longer adequate for the town de- 
partments who annually conduct 
business amounting to nearly $3,- 
000,000. The present School De- 
partment headquarters the Commit- 
tee found totally unfit and inade- 
quate, while the Board of Health 
and Building Department are now 
housed by themselves in rented 
quarters in the center.

ECONOMY STILL RULES 
FOURTH SESSION 
OF TOWN MEETING 


(Continued from Page 1) 


In its consideration of moderniz- 
ing existing buildings, or providing 
a new building the Committee found 
that modernization will cost two- 
thirds as much as the new building, 
which will in every way, including 
upkeep and operation, be much bet- 
ter. 

Mr. Elliott opposed the new town 
hall plan, wondering how che town 
does its business so well in such 
wretched quarters. He admitted to 
a great fondness for the old town 
hail, and particularly opposed the 
appropriation of $36,600 for the 
proposed Town Hall Building Com- 
mittee, stating “if you are not go- 
ing to get married, you don’t need 
a marriage license!” 

Mr. Main asked indefinite post- 
ponement of the proposal to build 
a new town hall, stating that main- 
tenance costs on the present town 
hall will not take more than half 
the amount it will cost for interest 
on the bonds necessary to build the 
new office building. 

Mr. Broadhurst prefaced his re- 
marks with praise for the job of in- 
vestigation and report done by the 
Town Offices Committee, describing 
it one of the best he has encounter- 
ed. He and the Finance Committee 
did feel that in view' of the other 
capital outlay in the offing, it would 
not be wise to add such a large 
amount as that required for a new 
town hall to our fixed costs. The 
Finance Committee felt that some- 
where around 1965 the town might 
well consider a new building for its 
town departments, and believed 
that proposed additions to the se- 
nior and junior high schools may 
solve the problem of the School Ad- 
ministration office. 

Mr Hewis favored the establish- 
ment of the Building Committee, 
stating the men and women work- 
ing in the various town departments 
are working for the citizens of the 
town and deserve decent conditions 
under which to do their work. He 
felt that if it is a question of decent 
working conditions for the cown of- 
ficers and clerical workers or a li- 
brary addition, the town hall is the 
more important. He also reminded 
the meeting that the town bought 
the Skillings estate in 1940 as the 
site for a new town hall and rhere 
will never be a better time to build 
from the cost angle than now. 

Mr. Lybeck felt that sentiment 
for the old town hall should not be 
permitted to supercede good busi- 
ness sense, which points to the con- 
struction of a new building to house 
the town departments. As a mem- 
ber of the Town Offices Committee 
he had faced the problem as a tax 
payer, and he especially took issue 
with the estimated cost given by 
the Finance Committee for per- 
manent repairs to the town hall 
tower. He too reminded the meet- 
ing that delay will prove costly. 

Mr. Sherman Saltmarsh, Jr., ask- 
ed the meeting to wait five years 
before doing anything about build- 
ing a new' town hall. He felt that 
in the five years coming the town 
will have to build a new west side 
school and possibly a west side lire 
station, will have to add to the 
present high school and definitely 
do something about the disposal 
area, now’ “bulging at the seams.” 

He believed it was not good busi- 
ness to give the proposed commit- 
tee $36,500, since in so voting the 


meeting would practically commit 
itself to building a new hull. It is 
bad, he believed, to secure plans and 
not use them right away. 

Mr. Saltmarsh also felt that the 
land on which the new town hall 
would be built is too valuable for 
that purpose and should be sold «.o 
house a $1,000,000 building, which 
he said would return to the town 
$30,000 in revenue without adding 
to the crowded schools problem. The 
land he believed would bring in the 
neighborhood of $200,000 if sold. 

Mr. Cullen felt the tow'n should 
see what it can get along without. 
He did not agree that old buildings 
are necessarily a liability, and said 
it wouldn’t be necessary to go too 
far away to find some new buildings 
that are causing trouble. 

Mr. Lane reported the Planning 
Board favored indefinite postpone- 
ment. Mr. Schaeffer felt the meet- 
ing should not postpone but decide 
the article on its merits, and that at 
all events the town should retain 
the committee for further study. 
Mr. Barnard concurred in the re- 
tention of the Committee. 

Mr. Littleton objected, stating 
the committee had given the prob- 
lem its best judgment and he could 
see no point to retaining it to come 
up with the same recommendation 
at a future date. 

Mr. George Saltmarsh, speaking 
as an individual and not a select- 
man, opposed the construction of 
a new town hall. 

Mr. Fitzgerald asked the meeting 
not to indefinitely postpone the ar- 
ticle, but to decide it on its merits, 
after which, if the motion to es- 
tablish the committee was defeated, 
he would move to discharge the 
committee, of which he had been 
chairman. 

He felt it strange that the Plan- 
ning Board had nothing to say 
I about what major projects and 
capital expenditures are most im- 
portant, especially since the Fin- 
ance Committee had referred sev- 
eral times to a priority list. 

Mr. Broadhurst explained that in 
a sense the Finance Committee has 
to decide which projects should 
come first because of the effect the 
varying costs have on the tax rate. 
Mr. Twombly felt that the consider- 
ation of spending $600,000 should 
not be considered time wasted as 
suggested by another speaker. 

Cries of “Question” were heard 
in many sections of the hall, and 
Mr. Chadwick informed the meeting 
that the vote would come on the 
motion to indefinitely postpone. Mr. 
Fitzgerald asked for a polled vote 
on his motion to establish the Build- 
ing Committee, and Mr. Lane, who 
had moved to postpone, asked that 
the vote on this motion also be 
polled. 

The question was put and the mo- 
tion carried, 160 to 21. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald then moved that the Town 
Offices Committee be discharged. 
Before the vote was made Mr. 
Broadhurst amended to add the 
words “with thanks.” 

Something like an hour and one- 
half had been consumed in the town 
hall argument, and after a brief re- 
cess the meeting took up article 21. 

Here the sum of $8500 was voted 
to he taken from the Parking Meter 
fund and expended by the Board of 
Selectmen to hard top space for 
100 cars in the parking lot on the 
old Skillings estate opposite the 
town hall. 

It was voted under Article 24 to 
authorize the Selectmen to have the 
old dwelling house between the 
junior high grounds and Dr. Phillip 
McManus’ residence torn down, to 
remove a possible danger spot and

An 
evening meeting was especially 
planned so that both the fathers 
and mothers might be acquainted 
with present methods used in 
teaching creative writing in the 
elementary grades. 

Mrs. J. Warren Shoemaker spoke 
briefiy on the Winchester Scholar- 
ship Foundation giving its history 
and how it functions.

MATH DISCUSSED 
BY JUNIOR HIGH ASSOCIATES 

The Junior High Associates offer- 
ed its second informative panel 
meeting, a discussion of the school’s 
mathematics program, in the school 
auditorium last Tuesday afternoon. 
Be cause of the innovation of a spe- 
cial 7th grade math class the meet- 
ing was of particular interest. 

Before introducing the panel 
members, Mrs. Robert Williams 
summarized the ideal aims of edu- 
cation in today’s constantly chang- 
ing world. Where subject matter 
is so soon outdated, the tools of 
learning, the ability to understand 
and reason, and the desire to con- 
tinue learning are more essential 
than the accumulation of facts. 

The math program in our schools, 
as outlined by the panel members, 
Mr Handy and Mr. Bolster, and by 
Mr. Dickman, fulfills these aims to 
a remarkable degree. Pupils are 
taught not only how to multiply, 
divide, etc., but are given an under- 
standing of the numbers system. 

The why as well as the how is ex- 
plained. From multiplication to 
fractions and decimals, to percent- 
ages and measurements, the rea- 
sons for each process become tools 
the student can use in any variety 
of problems. While this method is 
slow, the groundwork is well laid 
for individual thinking and ad- 
vanced ntudy. 

Mr. Butters, of the High School 
math faculty, then discussed 
the special math program offered 
for the first time in the 7th grade 
this year — part of a national move- 
ment in this field. Students in the 
group have been selected on the 
basis of several tests given all stu- 
I dents. Placement tests are given 
j to all pupils twice a year. The spe- 
j rial group is not static, but is open 
i to any student who qualifies on 
j these tests. 

The course is not accelerated, but 
I thorough and detailed, with em- 
! phasis on an understanding of the 
(principles of mathematics and on 
original thought. By teaching con- 
centration and accurate reading of 
problems, the course aims to stimu- 
late the ability of the exceptional 
pupil who might otherwise just 
coast along. 

It is hoped that next year a com- 
parable course will be offered in 
English.

NEW NATIONAL GUARD 
ENLISTMENT PROGRAMS 

New training programs .tre now 
available to young men through en- 
listment in the Massachusetts Na - 
tional Guard, to fulfill their mili- 
tary obligation. 

In a recent statement Major Gen- 
eral William H Harrison, Jr., Jie 
Adjutant General of Massachu- 
setts, stressed the special eleven- 
week active duty training program 
which permits men under 18 
years ot age to take this training 
during their summer vacation 
period without interruption to vheir 
plans for higher education. Under 
this plan, available only to those 
enlisting between now and October 
1, 1957, the young man takes eleven 
weeks’ basic training and returns 
to his home town National Guard 
armory to complete his military 
obligation. 

The second program, six months’ 
active duty training, now available 
to young men between the ages of 
17 and 26 years, requires that they 
begin such training within 120 days 
of enlistment. 

The young man enlisting in the 


I National Guard and starting the 
six-month training program before 
i he reaches the age of 18 ^ years, is 
! required to continue ns an active 
j member of the National Guard :'or 
a period of three years after com- 
pleting his six months’ active duty 
training. Men attending high 
school, who enlist for this program, 
j are permitted to delay their basic 
i training up to one year from date 
of enlistment, to permit completion 
j of high school. 

The men enlisting in the Na- 
| tional Guard who enter the six- 
month training program after 
reaching the age of 18 Vfc years, are 
: required to continue ^raining with 
| their National Guard unit :Y>r a 
neriod of six years from date of en- 
listment. 

General Harrison pointed out 
that the several plans for training, 
available to a young man by enlist- 
ing in the National Guard, assure 
every individual an opportunity to 
fulfill his military obligation with 
the least interruption of his per- 
sonal plans and hopes for the fu- 
ture. 

Local National Guard command- 
ers have •complete information re- 
garding these new enlistment pro- 


gram;: and all who are interested j 
arc invited to visit their local I 
armories for advice and assistance 
regarding their military obligation.

Economy Minded 


One hundred eighty-seven of the 225 town meeting members 
struggled through 11 more of the 73 articles of this year’s lengthy 
warrant at last Thursday evening's second adjourned session of the 
limited town meeting, completing Article 19. 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick presided as moderator and in the absence 
of the clergyman who was to make the invocation, offered the opening 
prayer himself, lie then told of several requests he had received to 
speed up the meetings and explained that a much larger town and more 
complex municipal structure make it difficult to avoid lengthened town 
meeting sessions without slighting the town’s business. 

He did suggest that the speaking limit of five minutes provided by i 
the town’s by-laws could save time and stated that he proposed to! 
enforce this limit. Ho also suggested that if town meeting members i 
would take the trouble to inform themselves on things to be decider! 1 
in advance of town meeting so that many routine questions concerning i 
articles to be discussed could be avoided, much time could be saved. i 
Mr. Chadwick strongly felt that democratic processes demand 1 
every one wishing to speak on any subject be heart!, and said he would !

Under Article 12 che Selectmen 
sought the appropriation of $32,000, 
of which $24,000 was to be trans- 
ferred from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account and $8,000 to he 
raised by revenue to continue the 
construction of Johnson road west 
of Ridge street as a Chapter 90 
project. 

Despite Finance Committee and 
Planning Board support the Select- 
men’s proposal was rejected by the 
meeting, with opposition to the pro- 
gram being led by Mr. Ault, Mr.

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children who felt it was the solution 
to the safety problem in the High- 
land avenue area. 

No mother was heard in support 
of the plan, and upon the motion 
of Mr. Morton the article was in- 
definitely postponed. 

The same action was taken on the 
Selectmen’s proposal to provide 
additional parking facilities on the 
easterly side of the railroad tracks 
from Waterfield road southerly be- 
tween the tracks and the river. 

Mr. Saltmarsh explained that 
some 70 new parking spaces could 
be provided for the $9800 asked un- 
der the article and that the Board, 
always interested in providing addi- 
tional parking, felt it prudent to 
provide this new space before the 
MDC authorities stop all parking on 
the Parkway between the Unitarian 
Church and Mystic avenue. 

Mr. Burleigh felt it wise to defer 
the article until sufficient money is 
on hand from the town’s parking 
meters to pay for the additional 
parking space. The Finance Com- 
mittee favored indefinite postpone- 
ment and the meeting went along, 
postponing Article 16 and also 17, 
under which it was proposed to 
build a bridge across the Aberjona 
opposite Mystic avenue to take care 
of traffic going southerly from the 
parking space between the river 
and railroad tracks. 

One article did go through as 
planned, the meeting voting to dis- 
continue officially the Bacon street 
temporary way, used during the 
construction of the railroad over- 
pass to get traffic from the easterly 
side of the tracks to the westerly 
side by way of the Ginn Estate. It 
is significant that no money was 
involved in the article. Had even 
$5 been involved the outcome might 
have been in doubt with the temper 
of the meeting what it was. 

The $500 asked by the Selectmen 
to accept the conveyance of an area 
and to construct a turn around at 
the end of Bellevue road was lost, 
Mr. Lyman of the Planning Board 
stating that this action might pre- 
judice proper future development of 
the road and prevent the assess- 
ment of betterments on certain of 
the lots that might be part of a 
future layout. 

During the usual ten minute re- 
cess Mr. Tansey was seen to arrive 
at the hall, and it was decided at 
this point to return to the street 
acceptance article. There was a 
noticeable increase in interest as 
consideration of the article began.

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Sunset road and the appropriation 
of $14,850 for its layout. 

The Selectmen explained that 
they had felt the controversy over 
the acceptance of Sunset road war- 
ranted putting the question to the 
voters. The Board recommended 
unfavorable action on the accept- 
ance of the street. 

Mr. Bund opened the opposition 
to acceptance, seeking and securing 
15 minutes for his remarks over a 
stout “no” from some rugged in- 
dividualist at the rear of the hall. 

Mr. Bund traced the history of a 
neighborhood feud involving resi- 
dents of the Sunset road neighbor- 
hood and Mr. and Mrs. Eugene B. 
Rotondi, dating from the time Mr. 
Rotondi had built racing dog ken- 
nels on land he owned in Woburn 
adjacent to land he owned in Win- 
chester over the objection of many 
of the residents of the district. 

Continuing, Mr. Bund told of Mr. 
Rotondi’s using private property in 
a residential neighborhood for busi- 
ness purposes in the transportation 
of racing dogs from their kennels 
to Forest street and for trucking 
earth products from his land to the 
same street. 

The speaker told of certain in- 
junctions residents of the district 
had secured to prevent Mr. Roton- 
di’s activities, and he expressed the 
fear, which he said was general 
among those opposing the accept- 
ance of Sunset road, that if that 
street were to be accepted Mr. Ro- 
tondi would use it for the transpor- 
tation of dogs from his Woburn 
property and for the use of trucks 
engaged in heavy industry. 

Mr. Rotondi spoke for the accept- 
ance of the street. He admitted 
kenneling the dogs on his land in 
Woburn and contended that the 
money he made from housing the 
dogs was necessary to defray che 
expenses of his family. 

He told the meeting he now has 
no dogs kenneled on his land, the 
erstwhile kennels having been con- 
verted into a dwelling in which two 
families are living. 

He told the meeting he seeks the 
acceptance of Sunset road because 
of a large tract of land he owns in 
that area which he wants to develop 
according to a layout already ap- 
proved by the Town Planning 
Board. 

He said that houses had been con- 
structed in the area but that others 
who sought plots there were de- 
terred by lack of means to get in 
and out of the property. He men- 
tioned his son, a Korean veteran; 
and his daughter, as well as the 
“son of a Selectman” as among 
those wanting to build homes in the 
area and made a plea for consider- 
ation of “liberty, fraternity and 
equality,” the principals on which 
this country was founded. 

Mr. Tansey told the meeting he 
had devoted considerable time to 
the problem of Sunset road and 
after conferences with both sides 
of the controversy there he was 
ready to admit the problem is not 
susceptible to solution. Neither 
side, he said, trusts the other, and 
though the speaker felt something 
should be done to end an impasse 
that is working a real hardship to 
Mr. Rotondi, ho frankly admitted 
he did not know what action can be 
taken. 

Mr. Speers felt that the Winches- 
ter land can not be used for either 
housing dogs or for heavy industry, 
und that even if Sunset road is ac- 
cepted and the layout made, access 
to it can not be made from Mr. Ro- 
tondi’s Woburn property, so that 
there need be no fear of this con- 
tingency. 

Mr. Dow, a resident of the affect- 
ed area who came to this country 
jnot too long ago, disliked the looks 
of Mr. Rotondi’s gravel pit and ask- 
S cd the meeting not to accept Sunset 
I road. 

Others from the affected area felt 
I the same way, the concensus seom- 
I ing to be that in view of the effect 
'of past court injunctions, they can 
! not trust the owner of the property 
(not to use it to transport dogs and 
j for heavy industry. 

At this point Mr. Rotondi had the 
! Moderator read a letter from the 


City Clerk of Woburn, staling chai 
neither this year nor last had Mr 
Rotondi applied for a license to ken. 
nel dogs on his Woburn property 
Another letter signed by Mr. anc 
Mrs. Rotondi agreed not to use the 
land for heavy industry. 

Mr. W’adsworth felt the letter! 
are no guarantee and that tho stree 
should not be accepted. Mrs. Me 
Donald deplored the fact that Mr 
Rotondi can not develop his proper 
ty and also the feeling of mutua 
distrust existing between Mr. Ro 
tondi and his neighbors. 

She felt it would be a good thinj 
if some disinterested party coulc 
get the two sides together for i 
conference and propose some solu 
tion to the problem, suggesting the 
Town Counsel as such a one. 

Mr. Clark felt that the wisdom 
of Solomon would be necessary t< 
resolve the disagreement, apparent 
ly believing it well beyond hit 
powers. He did state that in hit 
opinion Sunset road is sure to bt 
accepted some time because of iti 
value to other accepted streets o: 
the neighborhood, and characterizec 
the continuance of the present sit 
uation us “silly.” 

At this point insistent calls o; 
“question” resulted in a vote beinj 
taken on the Finance Committee’i 
amendment to strike Sunset roa< 
from the list of streets to be accept 
ed. The voice vote waa very close 
causing Mr. Chadwick to ask foi 
the first polled vote of tho meetinc 
thus far. 

A good many must have changec 
their minds quickly, for the pollec 
vote showed the amendment carriee 
102 to 52, or nearly 2-1. 

The wearied town meeting mem 
bers still had business to transac' 
in connection with the street ac 
ceptances as the result of a lettei 
from Giustino Baldacci, read by Mr 
Farnsworth, asking that Raymon< 
place be stricken from the street! 
to be accepted because of tho feu 
property owners on the street anc 
the fact that he would have to paj 
betterments of something !ik< 
$1700 for the 100 foot strip he owns 

Mr. DiLoreto, representing the 
Columbus Club, located on Ray. 
niond place, asked that the street b« 
accepted and put in shape to obviate 
the constant damage and incon- 
venience to club property and mem 
bers due to present conditions. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Cul- 
len, Mr. DiLoreto said that the 
club will reimburse to a certain ex- 
tent those other abuttors on Ray- 
mond place but will not help Mr 
Baldacci because of his oppositior 
to the plan to improve the street. 

Mr. Cusack felt Mr. Baldacci’i 
betterment would be a burden tc 
one of his age who is retired bul 
reminded the meeting that in the 
event of undue hardship because ol 
the assessment of betterments, the 
Selectmen have the right to make 
a satisfactory adjustment of the 
matter. 

With his remarks the meeting de- 
nied Mr. Baldacci ’s request and up- 
on the ringing motion of Mr. Lane 
adjourned at 11:40, until Monday 
March 25.
